Hercules was great both of — being exalted 
mtb Honour; he had rather haue dped, then habe done any thing 
whereof ſhould follow ann difhonour, When His 8 were 
readn, he armed him.

his bob iu ſuch wile; that He fell dead to the earth... n the 
other Lions ſaw their fellow lo uſed, thep ſet their Claws on the 
earth, and howled trueln, that it ſemed Thunder had ſpzung out 
ok thrir fomachs. All the Fozreft ſounded thereof. Hercules tale 
his Swozd, and the two Lfons appzovaching Again ran 
him wich their Paws, Hurting him unmeaſyrably bly > that loling 
bis Armeur, their Nails entting into his fleſh, thep diol then 
out all dued with his blend. 

Hercules had his heart ſoꝛe troubled, when be felt his wounds 
that the Lions had made: then he lifred up his ®wozd , and 

mote 
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mot on one and other, but the great Lion had His skin ſo Hard, 
that his @wozd might no moze enter therein, then it might on 
a great Rock. Thus began the battel of the Lions and Her- 

es, The little Lion was eager and fierce , he lanching him 
forth oftentimes againſt Hercules, alwaps thought to have hurt 
him with His Claws, that tut like a Razour : but he lanched ſo 
often, that it was to his diſadvantage , foꝛ Hercules after many 
great ſtrones, divided from the bodp , his right leg, bern nigh 
the ſhoulder , and ſtroke him down by the feet of the other Lion 
that lap dead. 

When Hercules ſaw that He was delivered of the two evil 
Beaffs, and that he had to do wich no moze but the great Lion, 
He began ro Have an Hope of god foztune. Me Had then tomfozt 
fn himſelf of che battel which was ſtrong to ſuſkfain : the great 
Lion gave him great ffrokes with His Paws , and put him oft 
times in peril of death: but the ©wozd of Hercules would ne- 
ber enter into the skin of the Beaff, it was ſo Hard. The Lion 
twk his ©wozd betwern his teeth and his nails, that with great 
pain be pulled it from him. Finallp, when he Had long fought 

virh His Sword, and knew wel that there bu he might raiſe no 
vltod of the Lion, he would aſap if the Club were to him moe 
P2ofirable, Then he rok it, and the firſt time that the Lion 
tame upon him, He gabe Him a ſfroke with his Club on his 
mouth, that all che tech bzake and fell out befoze him. The 
Lion f&ling the ſfroke, made a great and marvellous howling, 
and lifting up his Paws, thought to have pulled down Hercules, 
But He fled the toming of the Lion: andthe Lion fell to the 
ground, with fierceneſſe of running, and failing of Hercules. 
When Hercules ſaw that he was fallen, he leaped upon him 
fozthwith eagerlp, & Held him with his hands about the thzoar, 
 fofaff, that he bzought his Jaws out of joynt , and making hie 

eyes flie aut of Hig Head, he ſlew him. ; 
An this Exploit Hercules ſhewed a ſingular hardineſſe, and 
incredible fozce : foz He ſtrangled with his Hands a Lpon, with 
the skin ſo hard, that Spears noz Swozds might not do any 
harm, He put him to death by wonderful valour: and when he 
Had ſo done, He went to the other that lived pet, and all bzoke 
and 
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and toze him, as if it Had been a little Lamb Afcer he called 
Philotes to , and the Heardl⸗ man, that were marbellous 
joyful and glad of ſo High a viaozw. And Hercules found the 
manner How to flea the Lyons, and tok their gkins bp the help 
of the Peardſ-man, When they had fleaed them, it was night. 
Hercules demanded of the Heardl⸗ man, if there were ann houſe 
oz lodging thereby, where he might Have accommodations» The 
KWardſ:man bzought him to His houſe , where then found pꝛa⸗ 
viſion of Peat and Dzink, wherewith the god man feaſfed Her- 
cules to hig power, and he thought he wag in Paradiſe. Thug 
tHwcules paſſed the dap and the night, and fozgot not to think 
on His wounds that were fell and ſmarted, lo that be lircle ſlept 
that night. Pet notwlthfanding when the dan appeared , be 
tok leave of the Heard man and ſo deparred, and tk his jour- 
nen to go into Creer, to ſhewunto Juno the tha Lpong skins, 
and thank her foz her god advertiſement. 


| CHAP. IL 
How Juns ſent Hercules into E2ypt, to be flain of the Tyrant Baſe 
and how Hercules (flew the W. „ againſt the hope and will 
of Juno. 


22 about this time raigned in Egypt, King Buſice, Don 
of the Quen of Lybia: and the Land of Egype was du, 
nat fertile, but barren. Buſire, to remedp this, called his Clerks, 
that held che Sciente of Zoroaſſes, and asked ot them what he 
might do foz the Health of His Realm » Then asked counſel of 
the Gods; and had anſwer, that then muſt ſacrifice unto them 
mans blod. When Buſire (that naturally wag evil, and had ne- 
ver done gad) heard this anfwer , he began to tyzannize moze 
and moze. And began krlf with his people, taking and phucking 
from the Pothers, their little Childzen, from Pen their Wives, 
from Wives their Pusdands,burning and de filing rhe Temgles 
with their bled, Foz alt theſe Momtides and Slaughters, the 
D;ought ceaſed not, but aug mented moze. The Clerks demand- 
cdof the Gods the cauſe: why they had no de wa, noz rain Thep 
anſwered, That thep would not have the juſt blod of Egypt, = 
the

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the ſtrange blond t her they ſhould tale and ſacrifice thexeof, The 
Gods bu this amwer, would have in ſacrifice the blod of Bulire, 
fo2 he was a ſtranger to vertue and godneſſe. And the Clerks 
under tod they would have the blood of itrange rs. Bulire adber⸗ 
tiled ol this an wer, ceaſed to perſetute the bled of Egypt, and 
turned his S wozd upon the blood of ſtrangers, and made an 
Edia, that no ſtran ger Gould enter into his Citp, but ſhould be 
ſarrificed unto his Gods; in this manner he murthered all the 
ftrangers he could get. By this Edia many ſtrangers, both No. 
bleg and others were ſagrtfkced, by che crueltp of Buſice. Among 
others, ene Nobleman of Creet (ofthe Linage of Juno) periſhed 
in this misfe:tune, by the Swoꝛd ol Buſire. The tydings came 
unto Creet, where was made great lamentation. às then ccn- 
tinued their mourning, Hercules and Philoces came to Quen 
Juno, and found her «vercharged with excerding grief. At that 
time were an hundzed Citits in Creet, and King Jupiter abſenced 
Himſelf from Juno foʒ mann realons. TWhen as Hercules wag 
returned to his Step-mother Juno, he reberented her, ſhewing 
her the @kins of the Lions that he Had Lain, and thauked her foz 
the High adbenture ſhe admoniſhed him of. 

The curſed Step-mother foꝛ the return of Hercules, wag moze 
perplexed than befoze : pet ſhe feaſfed Hercules, and made to him 
(faintly) the greateff Chear that ſhe could, being about Dinner⸗ 
time, ſhe made Him to dine with her. As they ſate at Dinner (af- 
ter divers ſpeeches of the Lions ) ſhe deviſed how ſhe might wozk 
the death of Hercules, and thought ſhe could not compaſs it bet⸗ 
ter, than to ſend him to Egypt: And te bzing it to paſſe, the 
changed the diſcourſe of the Lions, and ſaid to Hercules; Saut 
toming again in ſafety, is to me moſt jopful , fo2 that your name 
wall enjoy perpetual Renown among the moſf Wozthp and beſt 
of the wozld, foz you have atchiebed manp Cnterpzizes : In pour 
Infancp pou made all the Moꝛzld to wonder at rhe Uicozy of the 
Serpents, bp n u ffrangled, After pou made pgur {wozd to floue 
rifh in the Mett parts of Frigia , and now in Nemee. The Ad⸗ 
denture of theſe expl its have gain d pou exceding Hhanoz, where: 
of Jamglad, foz each perſon ought to rejopce in the well-doing 
of another, eſpeciallp of a Noble-man, and pzincipallp ſuch a one 
ag 
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as laboureth to excel in valeur, everp perſon is bound to counſel 
him to his Hencur and welfare. Wherefoze, ſince it is ſo, that pe 
endeavour pcur ſelf from dap to dap, and ſeek perils of the Sea, 
and dangers of the earth, to obercome them: J advertiſe pou, 
that in Egypt is a Cpꝛant, that ſacrificeth all frangers that come 
into his Countrep, without reſerving Noble 02 bale; S0 (J,think) 
if Foztune be ffill favourable to pou, pou ſhall gain great honoꝛ 
to pour (elf, andp2cfit to all the Nations of the wozld, 

Padam, anſwered Hercules, J am not, noz neber in all my 
life, Gall attain to ſuch an exceding height of Honour as pe re- 
pozt: notwithſtanding, fozaſmuch as J have great deſire to per- 
tozm adventures to the benefit of all Nations, that thep ſhall 
concern. Jpzcmiſe pou , and\wear, that tomozrow withour 
further delap, J will make all things in readineſs, to go into 
Ægypt. And J will never return again into mu Countrep, un- 
til the time that J Have (en the Tpzant. If he lan Hand on 
me, to ſacrifice me, J Have intention He ſhall not without 
great ſfrokes. Juno hearing the enterpzize of Hercules, rejopced 
in her heart exceedingly, That dap then paſſed in manp confe- 
rences. Hercules tk the skins of the Lpons, and delivered them 
to a certain wozkman, to make ot them a garment in manner 
df Armour, to Arm Him withal. On the mozrow he twk leave 
of his Step-mother , and departed from Creer, ſo journeped on 
the wan with Philoras, (without finding anp adventure, wozthp 
the remembzance) on a dap he came to the Gate of the City 
Memphis, in Egypt, where the Tprant Buſice held His reſt: 
dente. 

When Hercules was come nigh unto the Gate, He tok his 
Club that Philoras bare, and entred Himſelf into the City, He 
had not ben long there, noz far gone, but Bufire which was ad- 
vertiſed of His coming , came againſt Him with his complices, 
without ſpraking ann wozd, ran upon him. Hercules was well 
appointed, fo he knew the Tpzant by His geſture, and the ſign 
that was told him: he lifted up his Club when he ſaw him come, 
aud as the Tprant would Have [mitten him with His Swozd, 
without anp woꝛd ſpeaking ; He ſtroke the Tyrant on the right 
ſide ſo vehemently , that not _ he feld him totheearth , = 

alſo 
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alſo all the ribs of his body were bzoken, that he could never 
relieve Him after, The Egyptians ſ&ing Buſire overthzown 
ſome ran to reliebe him, and the reſt aſſailed Hercules, Then 
was all the Citp in an uproze. Hercules was jopful he had ober 
thzown the Tprant, and began ro make the Egyptians to know 
His Club, Me flew manp of them, and the remnant he made to 
flu. Mis ſtrokes were lo fozcible, that the Complices of Buſire 
that were accuſfomed to ſhed mens blood, had their blood ſhed a⸗ 
bzoad, and could not remedp their miſchance, which was ſo 
great, that Hercules filled all the place with dead bodies. And 
after a long battel, he found þimſelf alone, fez there was no 
man ſo hardp that durſt be (&n befoze him. The people and the 
Commonaltp of the Egyptians, minded not the reſcue of thetr 
King. UWhen then law him beaten, thep all hated him, and be- 
Held the Battle from far bp very great routs. hen Hercules 
Had then laboured ſo much, that he found no man to fight with 
Him, be (et down his Club and addzefled him unto a great tom⸗ 
panp of Egyptians that ſfood there, and aſſured them he would 
do nothing uncothem, and agked what people then were that 
had aſſailed him » They anlwered him kneeling on their knes, 
then were Pen-llapers, Yang-men, and people of vicious and 
ebil life : that their King which he Had firſt beaten down, wag 
the wozſt of them all, and had purpoſed to put him to death as a 
fkranger,to make Sacrifice unto the Gods, And they pꝛaped him 
to Dacrifice their laid King. 

Hercules granting their petition, attoꝛded it unto the people: 
and tokk this curſed Tprant Buſice, and boze him upon his ſhoul- 
ders, unto the Temple, which the Egyprians ſhe wed Him. The 
falſe Tyr ant crped alter help terriblp ; but his crp abailed him 
not. The Egyptians crped unto Hercules, ſacrifce , ſacrifice 
bim. When Hercules came into the Temple, He ſacrificed him, 
after he had ſhewed Him his curſed and evil life. And then when 
the fire was put unto the Dacrifice, it began to rain, and the 
great dzoughi began to fail: Whereof the Egyptians were ſo 
jopful, that none could expzeſs. Thepdid ſing pꝛailes unto Her- 
cules, and bzought him and Philoras unto the Palace, and conſri- 
tuted Hercules King ober them: but he refuſed; and _ 

udges 
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Judges to gobern them. Then he returned unto Queen Juno, 
who had great ſozrow, and to King Creon who had great jou at 
the rehearſal of his god Fortune. 


CHAP. III. 
How — eſpouſed Megara: and how he was made Knight ia 
The bes. 


Aſt as the poung Uine, by the inbuſfrp and laboz of the Hul 

bandman, groweth in height, and his boughs ſ(pzead abzoad 
full of fruit: ſo Hercules labouring vertuoullp, grew in fruit of 
Nobleneſs : His Wozks, his Bzanches, then began to ſprout a⸗ 
bzoad, and ſpꝛead from Realm to Realm. 

The ſecret conſpiracies of Juno , and her curſed envies could 
not hurt noz diminiſh the vertue of Hercules. The moze ſhe thought 
to harm Him, the moze ſhe was the cauſe of his exaltation. As 
he was puiſſant and ſtrong of þodp , He was pet moze ſtrong of 
bertue : foz bertue was let in him, as the pꝛetioug ſfone is in 
Gold, as the wert (ſmell is in the flower, as the rap of the Sun- 
beam is in the Sun: Ve was beloved of Kings, Pzinces, La- 
dies, Gentlewomen, Ncbles, and all others, eſpecialln of Megara, 
the Daughter of King Creon, And verily the was not deceived, 
fo Hercules loved her alſo, and was never hurt but he thought on 
her: Yet durſt neither of them ſpeak to other cf this matter, then 
were aſhamed to diſcover that, whereby thep Had Hope to Have 
Honoz , and often then bewailed to themſelves deſiring the dap 
they might take each other in marriage. 

Do much they wiſhed after that dap, till at laſt it tame. Foz 
on a mozning, as Hercules wag gone unto the Med to take a 
wilde Bea. he remembꝛed him of his Ladp, and began to ſpeak 
to him ſoftly : Shall J be always in pain » Shall mine heart 
never be ealed, but alwaps languich in Love ⸗ Je all men in 
great joy, with their Loves, and Ladies, and J think never how 
to come to the point of one onely , whom J have choſen above all 
other, J know not How to begin, J dare not ſpeak to her, nor J 
have not aſſaved if ſhe would condeſcend: Shall J ſpeak to her 
I know not well how: Jf J you toher and ſhe refuſe wy J 
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Won fall in deſpaſr, J ſhall die foz very grief of heart, J chall 
never after dare to tome in ann noble aſſemblp , ik all Her friends 
were of one accozd, to give her to me in marriage, and ſhe were 
nit content and pleaſed, all were loſt. The molt jeopardy is, to 
Have her god will, foz without Her grace J can do nothing: then 
it is nete larp that J ſeek Her god will, ſince it is lo, foz if J fleep 
thus , and ſpcak not, J ſhall never atchiebe, noz come tomy 
purpole. 

Hercules relalute in his purpoſe, and enflamed with great de- 
Are of Love, came from the Wed, abandoned the Wilde beaſt, 
and gave it over to tome to Megara, thinking How and bp what 
words he might teme, and ſhew unto her that which lap en his 
Heart. Me went lo far, that He came to the Garden of the Pa- 
lace, where ſhe was with many Ladies and Gentlewomen, Ve 
made to them reverence , until heeſpted the time that he might 
ſpeak to Megara, and he wared ſo penſive that it is marvel : 
He intermitted nothing to confer with the Ladies, but therewich 
He dꝛew him apart into the Garden. When the Ladies beheld 
Him ſo penſive, divers of them came to him, and talked with Him, 
to put Him from his thoughts and penſiveneſs , but then could 
net, at laſt Megara came to Him. Ag ſon as Hercules ſaw her 
come, he began tofigh, and tome againff her. And ſhe ſaid ts 
Him, Hercules whp are pe ſo penſive Put away from pou ſuch 
melanchollp, and tell me of pour news J pzap : Ladp (anſwered 
Hercules) J thank pou foz pour god viſitation ; ſince it pleaſeth 
pou to Hear of mp tydings, and to know them, J will tell you a 
part: Firſt, the cauſe whp Jam bzeught into ſuch perplexed 
melanchollp as vou now ſee , tg, by beholding pour perfecions : 
fog ag J went to the Wood to Hunt, the rememb2ance of pour 
Eight Noble Weautp , continuallp being in mine imagination, 
mme unto me, and made me enter into a ſecret perplerity, to 
wit, whether J chould always live unre warded of Lobe, and {if 
J durff ſap ſo to ou) J habe ſet my Heart and love whollp on 

ov. Madam, this perplexitn was great, but in the end J con⸗ 
cluded to come unto ou, to know the concluſion of my Foztune, 
whether it be life oz death: Being in this deliberaticn (thinking 
how J might ſped with pou ) in this point and daubt fulnels, 
pour 


nour caming hath put me out of a great thought of peniiveneſs, 
foʒ Jknew not better How to come to the point, ro (peak to nau 
apart (as J do at this pzeſeut) then to apply the matter in time, 
fo2 Jſan to pou in truth, that ſince che time of mp Olympi- 
ads, J habe deſired you night and dan, and ar that time J ſet 
mu heart on pour ſervice , reſolving ta [ove pou foz eber. a⸗ 
dam, Jknowverp well, that Jhave enterp2:ized a thing that J 
am not w2tthy of ;: NotwithFanding , Jcontinue at pour mer⸗ 
tu, and require that pou will be pleaſed to receive me into your 
_ in luch wile, that ſhoztlu we map appoint our Nuptial 

ay. 

— When Megara underffod the wozds of Her love Hercules, the 
rejouced in her heart exceedingly, and received great com fozt; 
natwithtanding ſhe was abaſhed, being ſhamekaſt, ſhe anſwered 
thus. Alag Hercules, by what foztune am J ozdained to be be- 
lobed of ſo wazthn a Gentleman : Yor exceſſive pzoweſs, pour 
glozfous laboꝛs, your reſplendant vertues are of ſuch value, that 
pou are woꝛʒthp to habe to Wife , the mIſf beautiful Lady in che 
wozld, With theſs wozds, the Gentlewamen came to them, 
and laid unto Megara, that it was time to withdzaw her to din- 
ner, which b:ake off their diſcourſe, Megara ſozrowful of Haffn 
departing,thar ſhe might not att hie be Her purpole, bn conſtraint 
tok leave of Hercules, and went inte the Hall, full fed with love 
and Hercules remained in the Garden, jovful of the\wxc anſwer 
he had received. ; 

When the Ladies Had left Hercules in the Garden, he allem⸗ 
bled Euriſteus and Amphiccion , and ſaid to them he had ag reat 
deſire to be married, and pꝛaued chem to go to King Creon , to 
know ik he would give him his Daughter Megara. Then ſpake 
to King Creon of this marriage: The Ring heard them ſpeak 
right gladlp, foz the matter pleaſed him: and he anſwered, that 
he might no where better beſtow his Daughter, than to the moſt 
Noble man of the wozld Hercules, whom he loved as his own 
Don, which was ſo valiant and Molle, and had no kellow like 
unto him. He was content tagive to him his daughter, and with 
her what he would demand. Euciſteus and Amphitrion, thanked 


the King fox His courteous anſwer. Megara and Hercules _ 
| ent 
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ſent foꝛ, the King made them betroth each other, with great jon 
of both parties. Afterward in pzoceſs of time, the dap of their 
eſpouſals was cclebzated with triumph, Honour, and jou. And 
then then lap together without moze ado, and lived together 
right honeſtly. ; 

After the ſolemnitp of this marriage, Hercules came to King 
Creon, and deſired he would beſfow upon Him the Yonour of 
Knight hd, fozaſnuich as the Nobles of the Realm of lcony 
were come unto Him, and with a general conſenr,Had choſcn him 
to be King of their City, foz his god renown. King Creon (jon⸗ 
ful of that) anſwered, that he would accompliſh his deſire ; but 
would that it ſhould be done at a certain dap aſſigned, ſaping, 
that then he would make a noble Feaſt, where men ſhould Jult , 
and Tourney , and that he would cauſe to come thither all the 
Rings and Pzinces of Greece. Hercules accozded and agred, and 
the King (ent his meſſengers unto all the Kings of Greece, and 
pꝛaped them to be pzelent at the Knighting- of a Moble-man, 
that ſhould Hold a ſolemn ſpoꝛt, at a dap named and appointed, to 
anſwer all them that ſhall come to the Juſtg. The renown of 
this Feaſt, was hozn unto all che Kingdoms of Greece: The 
pꝛobiſion and Ozdinante was great in Thebes, one and other 
diſpoſed them to be there; the time paſſed and the day came, ma- 
ny a King and Unight was come at the time td Thebes, The- 
ſeus and Jaſon the Song of King Eſon , was there amongſt the 
reſt. The Kings made a great ſtir, and pompous ſhews about ten 
of the clock befoze nun. The King Creon went into the place 
that was ozdained foꝛ the Juſfs. At a cozner in the lame place 
there was a Tent, in which was Hercules all alone: At that 
time, the Ladies and Gentlewomen mounted upen the Scaffolds 
the Juffers came into the plate, and no man knew o2 wiſt who 
ſhould be this new Knight. N hen King Creon ſaw the Knights 
were in on all ſides.,and the Ladies were ſeated on the @caffolds, 
he ſent foꝛ Hercules, and made 31m Knight after their Statutes. 
Then Hercules mounted upon his Yozſe , tok his Spear and 
Shield, and challenged them that were there, that each man 
ſhould do His devoyze. Then one and other that deſired to win 
Honour, ton their Spearg and ran againſt Hercules, and began a 

Juſt⸗ 
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Juſting that was hot and ſharp ; their Spears were ſfrong, and 
bake not eaſilp, hut thep met oftentimes, and ſome were over⸗ 
thzown and ffruck off their Yozles, Thep that might not Juſt 
againſt Hercules, aſſailed each other, like to like. 

Jaſon and Theſeus juſfed often againſt Hercules, and Pyro- 
thus, Son of King Ixion Itkewiſe : All bare themſelves vali⸗ 
antly, notwitſtſtanding Hercules above all men, no man could a- 
bide his ſfrokes, but he bare them all downexcept Jaſon, which 
encountred him divers times, and gabe him great ſtrokes. Her- 
cules bare down Theſeus to the earth, and Pyrothus, and nigh fif- 
tu ſtrong Knights. To did ſhew ſo much balour, that no man a- 
bode in the place, but Jaſon and he, then he ceaſed the Juſts, foz 
the valour that Hercules fouud in Jaſon, He eber after Had a ſpe- 
cial lobe to Him, and took acquaintance of Him, and made bim 
great thear. At the ond of the juſfing, knights, Ladies, and Gen- 
tlewomen went to the Palace, there was Hercules made Knight 
of Iceny, The feaſt was very rich, moze then J can rehearſe,the 
ſcrange rs were highly feaſfed, andthanked, When all the feaſt 
was ended, with honoz and glozn of Hercules, there was nomoze 
to do, whereof any memozp is to (peak. Pyrorhus pzaped them 
that were there, to be at his Wedding in Theſſalonica, at a ter- 
tain dap named, each man pzomiled Him to go thither. Ebern 
one tok leave of Hercules when time was come of departing each 
man returned into His Countrep, and ten could not marvel e- 
nough at the gloꝛu abounding, and likely to abound in Hercules, 
which was courteous and Humble; not pꝛoud fo2 the grace that 
he had in tempozal Honoar, He was lo bertuous, that he was not 
the moze high; minded there foze, noz exalted himſelk, but the moze 
mek, and lubmitted Himſelf, 


CHAP. IV. 
How the Centaures raviſhed Hypadamiz at the Wedding of Pyrothus, 
and how Hercules recoyered her again, and vanquiſhed the Cen- 
taures in battel. 


O continue our matter, when Hercules ſaw the day of the 


Wedding of Pyrochus appzoach, he diſpoled Him togot — 
ther 
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ther bp ſpace ok time, and took Philotas with him, and at all ad- 
benture telt with Him hig Armoz of the skin of the Lion, When 
Megara ſaw him depart, ſhe was ſoze troubled foꝛ His departing, 
and moze foz that He tok His Armoz with him, foz ſhe thought, 
if Hercules Heard of ann great exploit, He would go thither, and 
aſſay Himſelf againſt it. With great ſighs ſhe loked after Him, 
as far as ſhe might, pꝛaping to the Gods, that then would bzing 
him ſhoztly again. Hercules and Philotas went fozth into the 
Country, and haffed on their journen as much as then could, un- 
til then came into Theſſalonica, where then were received with 
great jon of Pyrothus and his friends, Then found there a very 
great aſſembly of Noble men, Ladies and Gentlewomen; The- 
ſcus and Jaſon were there, The friends of Jaſon deſired that he 
ſhould be made Kntghr , wherefeze they pzeſented Him to Her- 
cules, who gave Him the ozder of Knight-Hod, And Hercules 
ſaid, He Had ſeen in Him a god beginning of a Noble-man, and if 
he map live, He ſhall attain te things high and noble. Among o⸗ 
ther things, the Wedding dap tame, the City wag full of No- 
bles, and the Centaures were there, thep were an hundred Gi⸗ 
ants armed, that ran as the winde, which King lxion had got in 
Theſlaly, of whom ſome dwelt in Moloſſe, and other in Aphure 
a Citp of Epyte, Hypodamia the Quen thereof , was the La- 
du and 352ide of che Wedding. There were come manp Kings 
and Pzinces, of whom J have not the names: The Quen Hy- 
podamia and Pyrothus were married together, after their Law. 
When the time of the dinner was come, thep (et the Ladp iu the 
Hall, where a general feaſt was made. At this feaſt all the com- 
ers were amply ſerved with all manner of wines and meats, e⸗ 
ſpecially the Centaures made paſſing god chear , and d2ink lo 
much wine, that the chief Captain named Eucicus, and ſome of 
the other, had wo; ds together, and troubled the feaſt. Then then 
fought together, and calf at each other, pots, platters, wine and 
meat, ſo that many were flatn. Then was there a great nopſe 
in che Hall. Euricus and fiftꝝ of His Giants iſſued out of the pze(s, 
and went to fetch their Armour: And being armed, then entred 
the Hall, and not content with che trouble thep Had made (albeit 
Hercules and others inde avoured to appeale them, that ſlew — 
other. 
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other) thep took Queen Hypodamis, and rabiſhed her, then fled: 
When the Ladies ſaw this outrage, thep crved out, The trau 
was lo great, that Hercules, Jaſon, Pyrothus, and Theſeus, ran 
untothem, and when then knew that the Centaures had rabiiben 
the Lady, then went pzeſently and armed them. 

Hercules put on the skin of che Liou, and cok his @wozd, bis 
bow, and his arrows, and went after the Giants, without taping 
foʒ ann other tompann. Then were plated under a Tre, and 
there trained them in battel ray, becauſe then knew, the firſt 
that ſhould come after them would be Hercules, Thep hated him 
ſecretlp, and enbied his glozp, and they (woze the deach of him, 
At that time when they were in theſe terms, Euricus eſpped 
Hercules a far off, and ewe Him unto his companp, Ye was all 
alone, and tame not a flow pate like a man, but ran as nimblp 
ag a Hart in the Uallep, He ſ&@med to fly in the air. The lwift⸗ 
neſs of Hercules, frighted not the Centaures, foz thep were about 
fouz\ſcoze, and were all of great courage: They tak their Spears. 
Polcaxes, @wozds, and other Weapons, and ſome of the frong- 
eff were againſt Hercules: But as ſcon as he was come ſo nigh as 
to-that at them, be bent Hig bow, and with an arrowſmote a 
Centaure named Grineus, ſo that the arrow faſkned His head to a 
Tre, with the ſecond arrow he ſmote another Giant named Pe- 
treus in the bꝛeſt, chzough bis Armour quite thzough His bodp, 
with the third he Hit Dorillus a terrible Giant, and nafled hig 
hand to his face, of which froke he dped. 

He thot many moze Arrows, as long as he had ann, and he ſhot 
none, but with it he Hurt oz flew one oz other of the Gtants,when 


his ſhot failed, che Giants being grieved foz the death of cheir 


fellows by the ſhot and ſfrong Hand of Hercules, they ran upon 
bim, and fnvironed him on all ſides, Siſacus, Neſſus, Lincus, Sti- 
lo, Lodeuin and Piſeon, were the firſf that (mcte upon Hercu- 
les with their \wozds , then he tok his [wozd;, and tame againff 
Pheorones, that Had an Axe, ſo great, that it was an ozdinary 
mans burden, Pheorones pzeſently lift up His Are, and thought 
to have ſmitten Hercules, hut he knowing enough of the Mar, 
turned Him from the froke, lo that the Axe fell co the ground, 
then Hercules cought the Are, 9 plucked it out of his _ 
an 
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and fozthwith gave Him a froke with it, that he (mote off his 
right arm at the ſhoulder, 

Thus began the battel of Hercules with the Centaures, Ja- 
{on and Theſeus came to the battel, and well pzoved their pouth. 
Foz ro incourage the other, Hercules thzuſt Himſelf among the 
Giants, and ſo wzought with the Axe, that they curſed fheoto- 
nes that b2ought it thither, and beating down all befoze them, 
Hercules began to ſeek foz Hypodamia , and found her nigh to 
Euricus, Then he ſpake to Euricus, and laid, thou evil glutton, 
thou haſt this day troubled the Feaſt, and ſfoln the Ladp of mu 
triend Pirochus, and now J will trouble thy ſpirit, with this he 
up with hig Are, and {mote Euricus on the head, that he fell dead 
to the grtat grief of all the other Giants, foz beholding the Axe 
dped with the blod of Euricus their Captain, thep were all aba- 
thed : Then began Hercules to [mite moze and moze upon the 
Giants, there was none then lo reſolute but was afraid, noz (0 
Hardy but began to hide himſelf, his ſfrokes were not to be bozn, 
he put all his enemies to flight: Finally with the help of Jaſon, 
Theſeus and Pirothus, that were marvellous valiant, they van- 
quiſhed and chaſed them to a riber, where twelve of them ſaved 
themſelves by lwiming over, and all the reſt were flain, ſave on- 
Ip Lyncus that Hercules Held pziſoner, becauſe He pꝛaued fo2 mer- 
cp, and pielded to him. Thus were the Centaures deſfroped, moze 
bp the hand and ſtrength of Hercules, than by ann other: When 
he had cleared the place of all the Centaures, He and his fcfows 
returned to Hypodamia, and bzought Her again to the City with 
great triumph. The Ladies rejopced foz the recoverp of Hypo- 
damia, and renewed again the Feaſt, that indured afterwards 
eight daps, berp great and ſumptuous. : 


| CHAP. V. 
How Pluto raviſhed Proſerpina, and how Orpheus went for her to Hell: 
how Queen Ceres came to the wedding of Pirothus, and how The- 
ſeus and Prrathus ſought with Cerberus the porter of hell, 


T thts time, a little bofoze the Wedding of Pirothus, 7 Iu- 
to the King of Moloſſe, Sen of Saturn, and Bother of Ju⸗ 


piter 
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picer ſailed by Sea, (@king adventures, lo long he ſailed that he 
arrived in Sicil, and found there nigh to the water ſide, a vern 
great aſſembly of Sicilians, that hallowed the fealt of their gods. 
When Pluco ſaw this feaſt, he armed twenty of His companp 
under their robes, and went in this manner to ſe the feaſt, and 
try if he cculd finde any boty. This Pluto was the greateſt thiet, 
and the meſt leacherous man in the wozld, and had with him a 
Giant named Cerberus, enough like unto Pluto in conditfon and 
courage, but he was moꝛe ſtrong and puifſant of body, all the o⸗ 
ther were great as Giants, and had learned nothing but to pza⸗ 
ace miſchtef, and could do nothing elſe, 

When the Sicilians ſaw Pluto come and his fellows, then ſup- 
poles it Had been ſome of their neighbours that came to ſe their 
plates, and (ports, foꝛalmuch as then came cloathed in their gar⸗ 
ments, and law none of their Armoz oz harne\s, and thep fozced 
them to ſing and dance, but their Songs and Dances did not con- 
tinue leng, foz in coming to them, King Pluto taſt his epe aſide, 
and law the Qnen of that Countrep, that beheld the feaſf,and by 
her, her Daughter, that made a Garland of flowers: The Mo⸗ 
ther was named Ceres, and the Daughter was called Proſerpi- 
na, and was married toa Nobleman, named Orpheus, that (ate 
hy her and played ona Harp: this Proſerpina was marvellous 
fair. And anon, as Pluto Had ſen her, he deſired and cobeted her 
and advertiſedHis folk ſecretly of Her, and after came nigh unto 
her, that he let his hands on her, and laid her on his back, and 
bare her awap. 

When Orpheus and Ceres ſaw Proſerpina taken awap , then 
crued out pitifullp unto Pluto, with this crp the Sicilians left 
their feaſt, and ran after Pluto in great numbers, Pen and Wo- 
men, hoping to have reſcued Proſerpina. But when Cerberus and 
his companions (aw the upꝛoze, thep drew their @wozds, and 
thewed their Weapons, and lmote upon them that appzoached 
them, ſlauing them abundantly, thep retired, and went untothe 
Pczr , in deſpight of the Sicilians and Orpheus. Thep guided 
Pluco to his ſhip, and after then diſanchozed , and carrved away 
Pruſerpina. The Sicilians were then unpzobided ol arms, and 
tould not withſtand the taking awap of Proſerpina. Ar the de- 
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parting from the Poꝛt, was made a moſt ſharp lamentation. Pro- 
ſerpina wept on the one ſide moſt pittifullp, Ceres on the other 
fide, with the Sicilians made no ſcarcitp of tears. Orpheus alſo 
failed net to furniſh his tears with dep ſighs, for he loved Pro- 
ſerpina, and the loved Him as well. At their departing their 
hearts were b2ought to a grievous diſtreſs,with ſo great anguiſh 
that Proſerpina fell down in a (wound, and Orpheus rabiſhed 
with anger, that he returned to his Palace, when he Had loft the 
light of Proſerpina, and kept Himſelf cloſe in his chamber , with- 
out ſpeaking te ann in two Laps. 

At the end of two dapes Ceres came to viſit Orpheus, that 
would neither eat noꝛ dzink,and ſatd unto Him, ſhe knew well the 
raviſher of her daughter, that it was Pluto King of Moloſſe, and 
that He dwelt in a part of Theſſaly, in a low baſe Citp, called 
Hell, fozaſmuch as in this Alle, King Pluto and His fellows did 
ſo much harm that then were compared to Devils, and their City 
named Hell. When Orpheus underſtod that Proſerpina was in 
Hell, He tek a little Hope in Himſelf, and ate and dzank, and ma de 
a Now he would never reſt in peace until he had bern in Hell to (& 
Proferpina. 

After He Had eaten, He ſent His Pariners and bade them make 
readp a Ship: When the Ship was furniſhed (after leave ta- 
ken of Nun Ceres) in diſguiſed habit He entred into the Ship 
with His Barp, and made Hig Pariners to ſail fozth on the Sea, 
in ſuch wiſe that He arrived at one of the Pozts of Theſſaly , Or- 
pheus went there on Land, and commanded his Partners that 
then Gould abide foz Him in that place, til a cercain time by him 
appointed. He departed and went from Countrp to Country, ſo - 
long till He came to the Gate of Hell, which Cerberus kept, there 
he began ts plap on his Barp moſt melodioufly, 

When Cerberus Heard the Puſical ſound of the arp, he lift- 
ed up his curled head, and came out of rhe Gate, to know whohe 
was that plane d ſo melodiouſip : And by the ſound of the Harp 
he found Orpheus; and thinking that Pluto would gladly hear 
Him, (to rejopce Proſerpina that alwaps wept ) He cauſed him to 
enter into the Citp, and bꝛought Him befoze the King. Orpheus 
then began to plap again on Hig Harp. When King pluto * 

im 
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him, be tok great pleaſure therein, and ſo did all they that were 
there. Then Pluto ſent foz Proſerpina, when the was come and 
heard him plap with his Harp, ſhe knew it was her Yugband, 
then was ſhe ſoze abaſhed, whereas ſhe Had ſoze wept befoze , the 
wept much moze now. Pluto was ſozrp fo the grief of Proſer- 
piaa, and ſaid to Orpheus, if He could plap with his Harp ſo as 
the Ladp ſhould ceaſe her weping , he would give Him what he 
ſhould ask of him. Orpheus pzomiſed Him that He would, and 
Pluto ſ ware to Him, that he would keep His pꝛomile, it He did ſo. 
Then Orpheus tuned his Harp, and played divers Songs ſo 
ſweetly, the infernal Cerberus, and manp other fell aſlep, and 
Proſerpina, by meang of certain ſignes and tokens that Orpheus 
made with His epes, ceaſed her weeping, 

When Pluto ſaw Proſerpina ceaſe her wæping, He was right 
joyous, he then awoke Cerberus and the ot her that ſlept, and laid 
to Orpheus He Had well Warped , that no man could do better: 
and that he Would demand ſomething, and he wonld give it him 
without fail. Orpheus Hearing the wozds of Pluto, Had great 
perplexitp in Himſelf to know what He ſhould demand; in the end 
he ſaid to him, Dir, Jam Orpheus the Hus band of this Lady, 
and foz Her lobe J habe enterpzized to tome hither in this caſe, 
now J pzap pou that pou will render her again to me, that J 
map bzing her again to her mother. that diet h foz ſozrow. When 
Pluto Had heard the regueſt that Orpheus made, be was all a- 
mazed at the hardinelſe that he Had ſhewed ; How beit, he ſaid to 
him, Orpheus, pou habe demanded Proſerpina, ſhe is the Ladp 
that J moſt lobe in al the Wozld: Nevercheleſſe, to accom- 
pliſh mp pzomiſe that I have made unto peu, take Her, upon con- 
di tion that pou bzing her out of this Citn wirhout looking behind 
pou; and if it happen that pou once lok behind vou, pe ſhall loſe 
her, At this anſwer Orpheus was content, and it ſeæmed to him 
that His wife was as god as recovered again, he and Proſerpina 
paſſed ober that night in god hope, When mozning was come, 
Pluto delivered Proferpina ta Orpheus, upon condition befoze re- 
hearſed. Me and Hig Wife twk leave of King Pluto, andthank:- 
td him: After thep went on their wap, but he Had not gone halt 
wap to the gate, but he loked pꝛibiln behinde him, to ſ& if any 
man. 
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man followed him, and there he found Cerberus at his heis, that 
_ a wan His Wife from Him, and delivered her again unto the 

ing. y 
Orpheus ſ&ing by this unhappineſs he had loſf His Wife, be- 
gan to curſe the day that He was bozn aud he followed after her, 
and began again to Harp, and offered great gifts ro recover her 
again, but it was ſaid to him he ſhould never have her again, and 
alſo, that if he had uſed the feats of arms, as he had the ſtrings 
of his Harp, he ſhould Have died. With this concluſion Ocphe- 
us departed from Hell, full ok ſozrow, and returned into Sicil, 
unto Nuwn Ceres, telling her his adventure, The Queen being 
aſſured that her Daughter was in Hell, and being advertiſed 
that in Theſſaly ſhould be allowed the Feaſt of the wedding of 
Pirothus: where were mann Knights of great fame, ſhe went 
tothe Sea, and came ficlpco Thetlalonica, while the feaſt en: 
dured. In appꝛooching the Citn, on an afternon Picothus and 
Theſeus were in the field, then met her. Mer attendante was 
great. Theſeus and Pirothus ſaluted her, and ſhe (aluted them 
again, and asked them the eſtate of the feaſt of che Wedding. 
They told, and recounted her all. After ſhe demanded of them 
it there were no knights of great name, and High enterpzileg: 
when they underffod that ſhe enquired (o far, then would know 
what ſhe was, and demanded her name - Jam (ſaidſhe) the 
Lady Ceres of Sicil. Then\peak Theſeus and (aid, Padam, uon 
are welcome, foz what occaſion demand you4f in the feaſt be ann 
Knights of Enterpziſe y I tan tell pon that there be, notwith: 

ffanding J do wifhpou, and alſo require, that_pou declare unto 
us the cauſe why pou have thus demanded ? 

Sir (ſaid the Ladp) ſince it pleaſechpou to enquire of my e 
ffate ſo far: Know pou fo2 certain, that J have made my demand, 
fo:aſmuch as Pluto King of Hell, Hath raviſhed mp Daughter 
Proferpina, bu which Jam hurt untodeath. And J wouldglad- 
In finde ſome Knight that of his teurteſie would implop Him te 
get her again, and aſſail the curſed Tyrant: who J pzap God 
man be damned everlaſtingly foz His demerits. Where foze 3 
22aÞ pou if pou know any that will be merciful to me, that it 
pleaſe vor for charftn to direa me unto him, Padam (anſwer: 
cd 
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red Theſeus ) be pou no moze inquiſitive ta finde ſucꝭ a Knight 
as pou {@k: foz in the favour of all Ladies, J will be pour 
Knight in this Mozk, and pꝛomile pou upon mine Honour, that 
J win tranſpozt me into Hell. And Bing Pluto ſhall never 
have peace with me untill the time He Hath reſtozed pour 
Daughter. 

When Pyrothus Feardthe enterpzize of Theſeus, he began to 
b:cak off hig wozds, and laid ta him, Mp Bzother, what think 
nen to do, when pou enterp2ize to ge into Hell » You know not 
the bounds , noz the ſcituation of that place. Hell fandeth be⸗ 
hinde the Inner Dea, between Mountains and Rocks, (ſonigh, 
that the Citizens therein be in continual darkneſſe and ſhadow : 
and the entry ig lo difficult, that it is tmpoſſtble to come within 
the City, unleſs the Pozter conſent : Foz here befozetime, mann 
habe gone thither, that be there left and abiding ; there geethno 
man thither that ever cometh again. It is right an hell, and 
each man ttamerth it Hell, as well fo2 the ſcituatiou rhereof in ſo 
dark and unlightſom a plate, as foz the inhumanicy and ter- 
riblenels of the Jnhabitants that wait to do evil to all the woꝛld. 
Theſeus anſwered unto Pyrothus, and ſaid: There is nothing im⸗ 
poſſible unto a valiant heart. 

King Pluto ts cruel anvſfrong, His folk and people tpzanous; 
His City ſtandeth in a Cormtrren environed with mozeal perils. 
Not withitanding (urelp the doubt and fear of theſe things, fhall 
neber daunt my courage, but that J will do my endeavour to 
atchieve this enterpzize, and will perform my pzomiſe, oz will 
Have repꝛoach of all knights. Foz a man to keep his own hono:, 
ought not to doubt an peril whatſoever it ſhould he. 

When Pyrothus Had Heard the nale anſwer of Theſeus , He 
allowed it greatihp and ſaid unto him, that His wozds were to 
him ſo acceptable, that he would Hold him company in this ad- 
venture. The Queen Ceres, thanked the two Knights : ſo then 
b2ought her into the City, and to the Palace, ſhe being there 
received and feaſted. The ſtealing away of her Daughter was 
told, and the enterp2iſe of the two Knights. By the repoꝛt of this 
adbenture, and the enterp2ize that Theteus and Pyrothus had 
made, all the feaſl was troubled again on anew, Among all o- 
ther 
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ther Hypodamia confldering that her Hus band chat was (0 
newlp married unto her would go in this perillous voyage of 
Hell, her epes began to werp, and would receive no comfoze 
unto her heart. The feaſt ended in great ſozrow. Jaſon and Her- 
cules would glablp have gone with Theſeus and Pyrothus, and 
{pake theresf to them, but thep would nor ſuffer them. Then 
departed Hercules, gndenired into a Ship, as if He would have 
gone into his Countrep : each man likewiſe departed, and The- 
ſeus and Pyrothus tat their wap ts go unto Hell, And then a 
bout their departing, whereof Hercules was advertiſed, Hercu- 
les made foz to direc his ſhip unto the marches of Hell, and there 
went a land alone, concluding in Himſelf that He would go after 
Pyrothus and Theſeus his lopal and true fellows, and gave Phy- 
loras charge to bzing Lincus unto Thebes, and put him there 
in Pziſon until his coming again. After he departed and Phy- 
loras ſhipped in the Þea, where he Had a delozoug adventure ag 
ſhall be laid Hereafrer. But at this time J muſt ceaſe ſpeaking 
of that matter, and will recount sf Hercules How he went into 


Hell. 


CHAP. VI. 
How Hercules found Pyrothus dead at the Gate of Hell, and Theſeu; 
in danger: and how Hercules vanquiſhed Cerberus: and how he 


reſcue Proſerpins from Pluto, 


N this place it ought to be ſpoken, that when Theſeus and 

Pyrorhus were departed from Theſſalonica, to trp if then 
could recover the fair Ladp Proſerpina : then travelled ſo much 
that by their diligence in ſhozt time they arrived in the Ualle; 
where wag Proſerpina, full of fin and curſedneſs. Pyrothus 
that knew the Countrep, found the direa wap that went into the 
Citꝝ, and entred firſt therein, This wap was ſo ſtrait, that there 
t uld but one at once go neither on the right ſide noz on the left, 
the Rocks were ſo high, that no man might goon either ſide, 
When they Had paſſed this wap, then found a Rock that was cut 
into fairs, he wed out with Chizels, Then then law beneath 


them Hell, a Citp ffronglp environed wich waters that fell 
down

dawn fearkulln from the Rocks, and made a terrible roaring: 
foz thep fell from high into a low bault in the earth. This City 
was incloſed with Pountains. A verp Mell, having no moze but 
one Gate: then to tome down to the Gate, Pycothus and The- 
ſeus deſcended down by che ſtairg made in the Rock. In the de- 
ſcending, ſuddenly they ſaw come out of the Gate, a marbailous 
great Gyant, that bad an head marvailoufip miſ-ſhapen, fierce, 
black andugly, Ye had his noſe high and wide, his chin long. 
his teth as great as Hozſe teeth, His epes like unto an Oxe, His 
ears hanging like a hound, his ſhoulders large and b2oad, His 
bellp [wolne, his legs and thighes were fronglp boned aud 
mighty. This terrible Gpant was Cerberus, whereof is touch- 
ed befozed. 8 
The Poets named Him the Hound with ther heads, conſlder- 
ing his grievous and unhappy living, which is compared anto 
theer ſingular vices - to wit, to P2ide, Abangce and —_— 
Bu Pꝛide, he glozified Himſelf, and exalted Him above all 
men in the wo2ld; with his ſtrength, he was ſoffrong that no 
man could wichFand him. Bu Avarice and covetouſneſs, he 
had an appetite inſatiable to gether treaſures together, and bare, 
awap all that he could finde. By Luxurp, there wa3no man li⸗ 
bing of moze foul life then he was: foz He Had never done other 
thing in all his life, then defile and raviſh women and Patdeng, 
Ladies aud Gentlewomen, ſo the Poets rightly named him an 
hound with thzee heads, foz He was foul, as a hound that livetH 
in multiplication of ſins, and raketh therein his felicity, When 
Theſeus and Pyrorhus Had eſpped this Cerberus come unto them, 
all armed, making the wheel in marching pzondip unto them, 
Pycothus ſaid to Theſeus, mp Bzother, behold what enemp this 
is, he that putteth him in ſuch pertls-foz the love of Ladies, ſet- 
eth but little bu His life. Jt behobeth us now to live oz dye, let 
us now atchieve-jopoufly our enterpziſe, to the end that pou map 
not chink but that J Had rather die then Have repꝛeach, J will 
be the firſt that ſhall begin the battel. Theſeus Had no ſpace noz 
leiſure to anſwer, foz Cerberus came ta them, and called to 
them, ſaping : what ſ@k theſe fellows in Hell » Wecome (ſaid 
Theſeus) to fk Proſerpina, ts - Pluto hath taken awan 9 
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the Quten Ceres, Me will never return ints our Countrep, un- 
until the time we-bzing her with us. Trulp (ſaid Cerberus ) it pe 
will return into pour Country, pox ſhall render again Proſerpina, 


but J will fozbidp*u the return. And this day J will pzeſentun- 


to Proſerpina, mp Swond dped in pour blood, and here nau ſhall be 
buried: pou ſhail never ſe Proſerpina, noz come no nearer then 
pou be now. Mich cheſe woꝛds he lifted up his (woꝛd, and gave 
lo great a ſfroke at Theſeus upon His ſhield, that he did bear awau 
an half quarter of it, 

When Pyrorhus ſaw His fellow (mitten, Ht rok Hig ſwozd and 
ſmo.e Cerberus on the one ſiqe , and Theſeus on the other ſide, 
and then gave him two verp great frokes, that then made Cer- 
berus ts be chafed ſo ſaze , that He began the battel unmealu⸗ 
rablp, thac he bzake their Shields and Barne(s, and allo made 
His (wozd to be dyed with their noble blood, as he had be foze ſaid, 
The battel was hard and moztal at the beginning, Theſeus and 
Pyrorhus received manp wounds by eager ſtrokes, their Arms 
were all behewn and bzoken. The battel endured very long, and 
Pyrothus behaved Himſelf bery well: but Cerberus (mote upon 
Him ſo unmealurablp, chat after manp wounds given to him, 
He bzake his helme, andcleaved his head into two pieces unto the 


When Theſeus ſaw his fellow dne, he Fruck Cerberus ſo fierce- 
Ip that he made him ſtagger, and go back two paces, Cerberus 
would have avenged him of His ſtroke, and {mote Theſeus ſo that 
it the nobleknight Had not turned back, Cerberus Had ſmitten him 
unto death. This ſtroke of Cerberus fell upon the earth and en⸗ 
tred therein, and Theſeus \mote again upon his enemp, which be- 
gan to roar like an old Lnon, and ffruck Theſeus ſo fiercelp with 
His ſwozd, that He bzoke his ſhield, and ſo bzuiſed his helm, that 
he was aſtoniſhed at the ſtreke. But alwaps Theſeus abode in the 
place: and then Cerberus would habe bzought him to deſtrugion, 
following the evil adventure of Pyrothus, if Faztune had not 
b;ought Hercules thither, who came ſo fitly to reſcue Theſeus that 
He knew not elſe How to ſave Himſelf. 

At this point when Theſeus was ſo aſtoniſhed, Hercules that 


was departed from the lea (as is (aid) came to the fairs that 
were 
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were cut in the Rock, and beholding Theſeus all covered with 
blood, and Fyrothus dead, He began to deſcend down, crping to 

Theſes that He ſhould not be afratd.- When Cerberus ſaw and 
Feard Hercules, he began tocry again and roar, to be quit of him. 
Theſeus was recomfozted with the voice of Hercules, but Howe: 
ver he began to run here and there befoze Cerberus. 

So much then haſfed Hercules down the ſtairs, in entring the 
place, andas haſtilp as he might, he crped to Cerberus, cruel 
Ty2ant, let the Knight run and come to me: thou haſt put to 
death mu god friend Pyrochus, whereof J am ſozrp, but A will 
take-vengeance ofthee foz Him. Cerberus hearing the ſentence of 
Hercules ran nomoze after Theſeus, but tarried and beheld Her 
cu'es witha fierte lok, and anſwered Him, ds meaneth he to re- 
venge his ſhame, that ſo believeth: J Have deſtroped thy fellow 
untodeath, and unleſs thou exced Him in skill of arms and in 
uodilp frength an hundzed fold double, it is follp foz thee to come 
Hicher : Foz Jam Cerberus the Pozter of Hell, that at repozt of 
my name all the wozld trembleth. 

Thus ended His anſwer, Hercules wag at the foot of the Rock, 
and he had his Club upon his ſhoulder. Cerberus came again 
Him, they ſmote each other luſfilp, and thus then began a bern 
hard battel: then Theſeus, that was wearp ſate by, and reſted 
_=_ , dzving and cleanſing his wounds of the blod that came out 
of him. 

Hercules beheld Theſeus cleanſing His great wounds , He bes 
gan to implop the fozce of His ffrength and might, by ſuch mar- 
vail, that with a ſtroke that he gave him on his helme, He made 
him to fop under his Club, and to kneel to the ground with the 
left knee, and at the ſetond froke in purſuing him Haſtily, He 
made his (wozd ru flu out of his hand, then he made Him to fall 
on His arms to the ground, and with the third froke, ag Cer- 
berus thought to have relieved him and gotten His Swoꝛd, Her- 
cules (mote him upon the body, that He made His head reel a- 
gainſt a great ſtone: after that He ſpꝛang upon Him, and bound 
his legs with the ſfrength & fozce of his hands in delpight of the 
Spant, and ke tote the helme off his head, and weuld have lain 
him, but Theſcus pꝛaped him that 12 would not put him to — 
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there; but that He would bzing bim into Theſſalonica, ce dyt by 
the ſentence of the Quan Hy podamia. 

Cerberus was not then put to death, at the requeſt of The- 
ſeus. Notwithfanding Hercules, bound hig hands behinde his 
hack, and after he made him ariſe,and tok him by the beard, and 
made him go up on the Rock, and there he laid him down, and 
bound His feer, His hands, and his neck together, in ſuch wile, 
that He durſt not remove. When he had dene ſo, he went down, 
and entred into the Gate of Hell, and leaving there Theſeus, 
He went ſo far that be found the Palace ok King Pluto, and 
there tame ints the ſame Mall where Pluto was with Proſecpi- 
oa. All thep that were there, marvailed at him, when then 
ſaw Him entred : foz they knew not of the overcoming of Cer⸗ 
berus, as thep that left all the charge and kepting of their City 
to him, without Having ann doubt oz ſuſpition: alſo then were 
ſofar from the Gate, that then might not hear of the battel, 
no: knew of nothing that befel their Pozter. Then when Her- 
cules Had found Pluto and Proſerpina , He Had great jon, and 
knew Him bp certain marks, he addzeſf Him towards Fluto, and 
ſaid: Pluto, by thp treacherp, Sicil is now full of Heavineſs, foz 
the rabiſhing of this Lady, which thou haſt not granted to peild, 
and render again to her husband Orpheus. J know not what 
pleaſure thou haſt therein, but J will make the co repent this 
injurp, in following the evil adbenture of Cerberus, whem J 
Habe vanquiſhed. With theſe woꝛds Hercules lifted up his Club, 
and gave ſuch a froke to Pluto, that he overth2zew him to the 
earth, ſo that he movedneither head noz foot. When he had ſo 
beaten Pluro, thinking that he Had been dead, he aſſatled them 
that were there murmuring, and put them all to death lightly 
with his Club, in the pꝛeſente of Froſerpina, who trembled fo 
fear. Then he tom fozted Proſerpina, and ſaid to her, he was 
tome unto that place to deliver her, and to bzing her again to 
Her Pother , and that ſhe hould boldlp follow him; Proſerpina 
Hearing this, was comfozted with the wozds of Hercules, and 
followed him. 

Hercules opened the dez, and went out, and Proſerpina with 
bim. After he addzeſed him unto the Gate of the * it 
apned 


Hapned that there He found a great compeny of Citizens, that 
were adberttzedof this frap, and thep ran upon Him unmealura- 
bly purſuing him te death. When Hercules ſaw that, He willed 
Proferpina to get her apart. After that he lite d up his Club, 
and began to gkirmiſh with his enemies with luch valour, that 
he covered all the entry of the Palace with thole miſerable Ty- 
rants that he flew, foz he put todeach moze then four hnndzed. 
Do that the other fled and gave it ober: and then when he ſaw 
his enemies dead and ſcattered, He tok Proſerpina by the Hand 
and lead her out of the Gate of rhe City. 

Theſeus (that tarried at the Gate, as is ſaid) re ned greats 
ly when he ſaw Hercules come again with Proferpina n eros 
and met them and ſaluted the Lady, and pzeſenteb te Heroes 


a Chain of Iron, that he had found at the Gate, and man p1i- | 
ſoners bound by Cerberus, Hercules anbound the Pziſaiiers, end 


t the Chain and bound Cerberus therewith. And whei he han 
buried Py rothus, He departed from Hell, and tok his wap with 
Proſerpina, Thefeus, and Cerberus, and journeyed, till he arrived 
in Theſſalonica, and delivered Proſerpina to the Quien Ceres: 
and to Hypedamia he pzeſented Cerberus, rehearſing to her and 
the Ladies, How he had lain Pyrothus. Hy podamia had ſo great 
ſozrow foꝛ the death of Pyrothus, that to recount it is unpoſſible, 
All then of Theſſaly likewiſe made great ſozrow foz their Loꝛzd. 
And to revenge his death, Hypodamia did cauſe Cerberus to be 
bound to a ffake in the Theater of the City, where poung and 
old tozmented and ve red him rhze days, d:awing him by the 
beard, and ſpitting in his fate; after flew Him inhumanelp. 
And when Hercules and Theſeus, Ceres and Proſerpina Had tarri- 
edthere a while in comfozting Hypodamia, thep tok their leave, 
and Hercules went accompanied with Theſeus toward the Citp of 
Thebes, Fut J will leave them, and ſpeak of the adventures of 


Philotes, 
CHAP VIL 
How Andromednus delivered Lyncxs : And how he ſle w in battel the 
King Creon, and took the City of Thebes, 
Hen Philores Had received into His guard and keeping 
/ Lyncus, Hercules was gone to the ſutcour of Theſeus 
and 
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and Pyrothus, as befoze is ſaid: the Parriners tok their Ship 
and ſailed all that dap without finding ann Adventure, But on 
the moꝛrow betimes in che mozning, Foztune that alwaps tur- 
neth without anp reſting, bzought to them a great Ship, that 
dꝛew his courſe unto the lame plate that they came from. An- 
dromedus King of Calcide, was Captain of this Ship. This 
Andromedus was Cozen to Lyncus. When he had eſpied the Ship 
where Lyncus was , he made His Galley to row thitherwards, 
and laid: he would know what people were therein. In ap⸗ 
pꝛoaching the Ship of Thebes, Lyncus beheld the Gallep of Andrv- 
medus, and knew it bp the Signs and Flags that it boze. An- 
dromedus demanded of the Parriners to whom the @hip belon- 
ged⸗ Mhen Lyncus law and Heard Andromedus , he b2oke the 

anſwer of the Parriners , and crped to Him Andromedus, loe 
here thy friend Lyncus, if thou give me ns ſuccour thou maveſt 
lole a god friend in me: foz J ama Pziſener, and Hercules Hath 
ſent me into Thebes. 

Andromedus hearing Lyncus, Had great anger, foz he loved 
Lyncus well, and called to them that bzeught him, and laid to 
them, that they were all come unto their deach. And alſo that 
they were under his ward; Philotes and his folk, were furniſhed 
with Arms and Þarneſs , and made them all ready ts defend 
themſelves, and with little talk, they of Calcide aſſailed Phi- 
Jores, and Philotes, and His folk emploped them at their de- 
fence, The battel was great, but ill foztune and miſhap turn- 
ed in (ſuch wiſe upon the fellows of Phylores, that then were all 
ſlain. Andromedus had two hundred men in his company, all 
Robbers on the Sea. Theſe Thieves \mote fiercely upon Phi- 
lotes, and Hewed His arms, ſfriking , and giving him many 
wounds. But their ſtreng reliffance pꝛolited them but liitle, foz 
in the end he was taken and bound, and Lyncus was delivered 
and unbound from the bonds of Hercules. 

Lyncus had grrat jop ok His deliberance : thanked his good 
friend Andromedus. After this he told Him How he was taken, 
and How Hercules had diſſipated and deſtreped the Centaures. 
And among other he named many of his friends that were dead, 
whercat Andromedus Had ſo great diſpleaſure, that he ſwoze in- 

tontinently 
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tentinentlu He would rebenge it. That as Hercules, Had ſlain 
His friends, in like manner he would deſtrop his kin(folks. Me 
ſaid to him, that Heccules wag gone into Hell. And after deman: 
ded, how he would revenge Him upon the friends of Hercules: and 
thereupon thep were long thinking. Jn the end, when he had 
taked adbice. Andromedus concluded, that he would aſſail rhe 
City of Thebes, and if he might get it by aſſault, He would flea 
the King Creon and all them of his blood. 

With this concluſion, came thicher all che Galleps of Andro- 
medus, in which he hav eight thouſand lighting men. Andro- 
medus made them to return towards Thebes, and as halfilu as 
he might, he entred into the Realm, waffing and deftroping 
the Countren bp fire and [wo2d ſo terrikly, that the tydings 
came untoKing Creon, When he knewef the coming of the 
— Andromedus, and that without deflante, he made him 
Mat, he ſounded to arms, and aſſembled a great company, and 
knowing that Andromedus was come into a certain plate, he 
illued out of Thebes all armed, and bꝛought his people upon hig 

Enemies, that received them jovfully. And ſet themſelves in 
oder againf them, and jovnedtheir Battails. The cru wag 
great on both fides, (pears, (wo2zds, darts, gniſarmes, arrows 
and poleaxes were ſet on wozk. Pany Nobles were beaten down, 
Lyncus and Andromedus fought valtantlp : King Creon and 
Amphitrion failed not, there was blod abundantly ſhed on both 
ſides. The battail was cruel andſharp , ſothat Andromedus 
and his people, got ground from them of Thebes, and conſtrained 
them toretire: whereof King Creon had great ſozrow; and put 
hig men again in array, caſting Himſelf in thegreateft p2eſs of 
the battail, where he fought moztallp, and made ſuch laughter 
among His enemies, that Lyncus and Andromedus Heardof the 
Skirmiſh, and came together. As Lyncus law the King Creon 
do marvails at Armes, he gave him thi ſtrokes one after a⸗ 
nother, aud with the fourth ſtroke, he burſt his Helm in pieces, 
and ſlew him: whereof chep of Thebes were ſoze afraid, and dil. 
pofred (0, that then were utterly diſcomfited, and fled: which 
flight Amphitrion could not remedp, albeit he was ſtrong and of. 


great courage. | 
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Ok this overthzow Thebes was haſtiln adbertiſed. Megan 


was gone up upon an high Tower of the Palace, and beheld the 


hattail: and ſaw them of Thebes flain without reme un, and al 
ſo turu their backs, The light of che beating down ot the King 
her Father and the view of the others, made Her to try out of 


Fozrune, and ſaid : Unhappy Thebes, what miſchief is befalu 


the ⸗ Where is Hercules: Alas what is become of him? That 
he ig not here, to defend the Countrey of his natibitp, to kp 


- His Wiſe from her foes, and like a Bulwark, to defend this Ci⸗ 


ty from her enemies. | 

When ſhe had laid this, the fell into a{wound, and ſo lap a 
great while. Then thep of Thebes flying, Andromedus and 
Lyncus followed them ſocloſe , that then entred the Citp with 
them. And fozaſmichas the Thebiavs were without head and 
put out of arrap, and Amphitrion Had ſo mann Weunds upon 
Him, thathis ſtrength failed: ſs the unhappp Lyncus and An- 
dromedus tak the City, and flew all that might bear, Arms, 
extept Amphitrion, whom then found not inthe Hear, After- 
ward they went into the Palace, and there then found Megara 
and Amphitrion in great deſolation, wich mann Ladies and 
Gentlewomen. | 

When Lyncus ſaw Megara ( ſhe was ſo fair and pleaſant.) he 
became amozous of her, and tame to her and ſaid, Lady weep 
no meze : Hercules the baſfard Son of ſupiter is gone into Hell, 
and there he is dead. You habe been Wife of a man gotcen fn a- 
dulterp, from hence foꝛth pe ſhall be Conlozt and Wite of a man 
legitimate, and bozn in lawful marriage : foz J will marry pou, 
and pield pou-moze pleaſure then ever pou had. Megara anſwer- 
ed, falſe Traitm, thinkeff thou Jam ſo fooliſh to give credit co 
the murtherer of mp Father, and enemp of mp Lozd Hercules? 
Know thou that Jam His Wife, and that J will never Have o- 
ther Hus band but bim: he is no Baffard, but Don of the Lozd 
Amphitrion, andthe moſt noble man that is in all the Wozld, 
Ladp (anſwered Lyncus) Jam King of this Cicp , pou are now 
at mp command, will pe, oz will pe not, I ſhall da mn will with 
neu, but J will take reſpite in mp ſufferance till co mozrow, 
After theſe wozds Lyncus ſent Megara imto a Tower, — 

ma 
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made her be kept there. After he ſent Philoras into a low Pri- 
ſon, and finding there in bondage and miſern Priamus the Won of 
King Laomedon, he had pity of him, and ſent him again to Troy, 
where he was received with great jon of the Trojans, 


CHAP VIII. 
How Hercules entred into Thebes in an unknown habit: and how he 
put to death the Giant Iyneus and his Complices , and his Wiſe 
Megara, * 


Wile by rhe Swoꝛzd of Lyncus and Andromedus, Thebes 

was taken, Ly ncus exerciſed there many tprannies, Foz 
Andrumedus departed, leaving Lyncus there, with four Hun- 
'V2ed men ef Mar, te keep the City, and to hold it under His 
rommand. Thus were the Centaures revenged, - Juno coming 


into Thebes, rejopredgreatcly when ſhe found it deſolate, full of 


Widdows and Ozphants, and in the hands of Hercules His ene- 
mies : then great were the lamentationg of Megara: but Am- 
phitrion being nigh her, romfozred Her, Lyncus came mann 
times to her into the Pꝛiſon, and requeſted her lobe in the beit 
manner he could. Pet his fair wazds availed him not, foz he 
found her conſt ant and firm, alwaps keeping inviolable her tha⸗ 
ſtitp, and gabe him manp vertuous an[wers, whereok this ig one, 
and the laſt: Ly neus thou haſt conquered Thebes, aud Foztune 
hath giben it unto the, whereby thou haſt enriched thy (elf with 
vices. Thou now halt power to tommit on me murther: but 
thu power, no2 thy ſins be not ſo ſtrong, to make mp vertuc 
bow tothe. Megara always bewailed Hercules: the lamented 
lo much on a dap, that ſhe became all rabiſhed, and in a Trance. 
That ſame dap, Hercules (being departed from The ſſalonica a gend 
while befoze) journeped lo that he entred into the Realm of The- 
bes accompanied with many Noble men, Me found the Counten 
all deſtroned. And he Had not gone far, when it was told Him, 
How Lyncus was Lozd of Thebes: and How he had flain in bat- 

tail the Ring Creon and impziſoned Megara. | 
When Hercules Had received theſe tpdings, He was reple⸗ 
niſhed wirh anger, and ſard 5 he would revenge him * 
might. 
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might; Then he cloathed Him with a Pantle above His Armoz, 
an d diſguiſed Himſelf ; when he had ſo done, he left there hig 
fellows, and entred alone into Thebes, and being unknown, pal⸗ 
ſed rhzough the Gate, and carried himſelf ſs well, that the Poz- 
ters let him paſs thꝛough, till he came to the Palace. Ac the 
entry of the Palace a Souldier tame to him, and demanded what 
he ſought there ⸗ Hercules taſt away his Mantle, and betwk Him 
to hie Swoꝛzd, and without ſpeaking he gave lo great a ſtroke to 
the Souldier , that being unarmed he clefc his head from the 
hig heſt part down to the ground. Pany other ſouldiers that 
were there, leeing the ſtroke, were afraid, and ran to their Ares 
and Clubs, and ſome came and fought with Hercules: but he 
froke eff their heads, and then began to ariſe ſo great an upzoze, 
that Lyncu« Heard it: and thinking it had been his Pozters that 
Hadquarrelled, he came running down unarmed, to make peace. 
As fon as Hercules perteibed Him coming out of the Hall, he dzew 
unto him with his Swoꝛd ready dzawn in His Hand: crying 
Hercules, Hercules, and ſtroke him lo, that he cut cf his right 
arme, and with the ſfroke he fell to the ground. And he laid 
upon others, that had no Helms on their heads, noz targets on 
their backs : and then then knew it was Hercules, Ye flew them 
ſo thick, that with the blood that ran down, was made a great 

ruſhing, as if it had been a River. g 
Among thele things the Gentlewomen of Megara iſſued out 
of the Palace, and went into the frets, trying with high and 
clear vopces , that Hercules was come again, and that he had 
flain Lyncus. Mith theſe crpes, all the Citp rejopced, and both 
old and young, Widows, Wives and aids, ran and tk arms 
with great courage, and aſſailed all about the men of Lyncus. 
There was a terrible battel , and manp people gathered toge- 
ther, men and women againſt their enemies. Jna little ſpace 
all the City was troubled. When Kercules had put to death 
all that he found in the Palace , excepting Lyncus, whom he 
put in the guard, and keping of Nun Juno, andof many Gen- 
tlewomen that came unto him, He ſpzang into the ſtreets, and 
ſhewed his [wo:d, and laid down on all ſides, and fought ſo moz- 
rallp with the men of Lyncus, all about where he might — 
them, 
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them. that by the help ol them of Thebes, he made all the par 


ty of Lyncus fall by his ®wozd, Then the Thebans rejopced 
grratin: and Hercules returned into the Palace , unto the place 
where the Ladies kept Lyncus. Then Hercules (ent to bzeak open 
the do2 of the Chamber which Megara wag in, fozalmuch as 
thep could not finde the kepes , foz thep that kept Her were dead. 
Megara then full of gladnels turned to her Lozd, Hercules, roſe 
up and would have embzaced her: hut Lyncus that thought on 
nothing but evil. (by the ſecrec perſwaſton of Juno) turned him 
from it, ſaping : Hercules, touch not mp Concubine, foz J have 
known her ficſhln, and ſhe is the moſt luxurious Lady, that ever 
J was acquainted with, 

When Megara heard thecrime, the Traitoz charged her with, 
ſhe fell backward into a lwoun, without {peaking a wozd. Hercu- 
les be ing full of anger, and thinking Lyncus laid true, he froke off 
the head of Lyncns, and with the ſame @wozd that he flew the 
Traito2, he put to death Megara, that was with Childe. Pet 
the Chronicles of Spain tell, that He flew not His Wife, but put 
her into a Religious Houle , that He ozdained in Thebes in the 
Temple of Diana, renouncing her company : and it is ſaid, that 
this was the firſt Religion that ever was in Thebes. Theſe 
things accompliſhed, Hercules went and tk out of Pziſon Am- 
phiccion and Philotes, and departed from thence ſoze griebed; ſa 
that then, no2 along time after he ſpake not: and went his wap 
at all adventure, accompanied with Theſeus and Philores, and the 
Thebans lamented his departure: and he refuſing, thep Crown- 
ed Layus the Son of Agenor King of Aſſyria, fozalmuch as he 
married Jocoſta Daughter of King Creon. 


"CHAP IX. 
How Hercules put to death Laomedon, and deſtroyed Troy the ſecond 
time. 


Now, that Hercules, Philotes, and Theſeus, departed from 
Thebes, and went into many Kingdomes ſeeking their 
adventures, Andpaſſing by Licia where Hercules was created 
King, on a dap thep came into Mirmidonie , unto the Palace of 
E 2 King 
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King Efon-, whoſe on Jafon Had enterpziſed to ſail into the 
Ide of Colchos , and made all things ready, When Hercules 
bad bien feaſfedof Jaſon, andof Duke Peleus, and knew thut 
Jaſon would conquer the Flece of Gold, he pꝛomiled that he 
would accompany Him. And if Foztuue would favour him, he 
would adventure to bzing Hig enterprize ta an end, To he bzief, 
Jaſon and Hereules mads ready a god Ship , ſetting out to Sea, 
and renewed not their biauals, till then came to the Pazt of 
Troy. And then they could not renew them at the Poze, foz the 
King Laomedon wag then in Troy, and had foztified marvel- 
louflp the Citp again: knowing that there was landing at his 
Pozt a Ship full of Greeks , He ſent down a Peſſenger , that 
commanded them rudely, that chep ſhould depart thence, and 
that he was enemy to the Greeks. Jaſon (as Captain of the Ar⸗ 
my) anſwered courteoufl» the Pellenger of the King Laome- 
don, and p:aved him, that he might have viauals foz his monx: 
The Peffenger an\wered him, that he ſhould Have none there, 
unleſs He got it with the Sword. Then Hercules could be ſi⸗ 
lent no longer , but (wore tothe Trojan , that if He might re- 
turn from che vonage that he had enterp:13zed, he would pet once 
again deffrop Troy, and not leave one fone upon another, With 
this concluſion , Hercules-and Jaſon depatted from Troy , and 
bp Foztune then were bzought to the Pozt of Lemnos , where 
refgned a Queen named Hyſiphyle, who waxed amozous of Ja- 
ſon, ag is contained in the Viſtozp of Jaſon, In this Poꝛt of 
Lemnos , Hercules was advertiſed, that there bu was a King 
named Phyneus, which ſuffered Himſelf to be governed by an a⸗ 
baricious woman, Phyneus Had been married to another woman 
befoze, and bp her Had two Song. Thele two were wꝛong fully 
banithed by their ſtep⸗ mother: and ſhe was lo covetous, that ſhe 
tok from the King his riches , and held greater ſface then he. 
Hercules Hearing thereof, He went and ſpake to King Phyne. 
us, and tothe Queen, and ſhewed them their vices in ſuch man- 
ner, that the two Childzen were called back from exile, andthe 
King held his effate ropal. Then Hercules returned into Lem- 
nos, and letting to Sea with Jaſon, lailed to the Je of Chol- 


n, where Jaſon, bp the help of Medea, conquered the _— 
it 
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wirhthe flece of Gold, and carried it with him into Greece. 
Then Herevles commended Jaſon greatlp among his Parents 
and Friends, and ſpake of rhe unkindneſs cf King Laomedon, 
bow he Had ſwozn to deſtron Troy, fo2 the diſtourteſie that La» 
omedon had offered them. Then they altogether with Hercu- 
les, bowed Troyes Deſtruction : and concladed upon the day of 
their departure, and after made readp their ſhips, and other pꝛo⸗ 
viſions. Then Hercules kept his Covenant ſo well, that at the 
dap concluded, the whole Armp put fozth ro Sea, and having a 
gentle Minde, thep ſhortlp arrived at the Pozt of Troy, with 

lo great an Yoſt , Laomedon durſt not interrupt their land⸗ 


ing. 

J. n wag at that time, travailing to ſeek adbentureg. Her- 
cules Had with him mann Noblemen , and amoug others, there 
were with Him the King Thelamon , Ajax, the Duke Neſtor, 
Caftor, Pollux, Theſeus, and manp Kings and Dukes, At the 
landing of this Pozt (which was of frong entry) Hercules, that 
nothing doubted his enemies, cauſed to ſound the Trumpets and 
Tabozs, and made ſo great anoiſe with them, that the Malls 
of Troy, and of the Palace ecchoed therewith , ſo that Laome- 
don ſcxing (out of one of His Windows) the Yoft of His Ene⸗ 
mies, was a great while, thinking whether he ſhould goco bat⸗ 
tel againſt them, oʒ no. So then it hapned, that as he was thus 
penſive, he loked coward the Parke: plate, and ſaw there moze 
then thirtn thouſand armed men: which enflamed bis heart, 
that he went and armed him, and (all His thoughts and penſive- 
neſs ſet apart) came to his people , whom he deſired to do their 
uttermoſt, And after, Himſelf truſting in Foztune, iſſued out in⸗ 
to the field in ozder of Battail, with god condua: although he 
{ſuppoſed Hercules to be in the Armp that was landed ar the 
Pozt, he marched unto his enemies, that were jonkul at his co- 
ming. And then began the Grecks and Trojans a Hot gkirmith- 
with ſuch laughter, that there was many ſlain, Hercules failed 
not to beat down His enemies, and caſting his epes on high, el⸗ 
pped the Banner Ropal of Troy: he laid on rhe right ſide, and 
on the left, with His Club ße beat down unmeaſurablp, that he 


came to the Banner, and finding there Laomedon, he 2 
im 
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him with his Club on his Helme, that he pierced his bꝛain pan 
and he fell down dead among manp Trojans ; and ended his mi- 
{crable life. 

Akter this, he fought ſo valiantlp with them that Held the 
Banner, that he beat it down; then all the Trojans were dil⸗ 
comAted, andcryedfly, flu, Mith this crp, then began to re- 
tire unfoche City, thinking to ſave themſelves. But the Greeks 
purſued them lo clole, chat they flew many of them in their 
flight. The reſt entredthe Citp, ſotroubled foz the death of 
King Laomedon, that there was little defence among them. The- 
lamon was the firſt man that entred Troy, and Hercules the le⸗ 
cond: and then Hercules feund well, he was right valiant. 
Priamus was not in Troy at that time, but was gone into the 
Taſk, at the commandment of Laomedon, after he was return- 
edfrom Thebes. Foztune having caſt down King Laomedon by 
the ſfrong hand of Hercules, the Greeks entred into Illion and 
Pillaged it, and didRanſack all the Treaſuresof Troy, And 
thep twk Exiona the Daughter of the King, whom Hercules gave 
unto Thelamon, requeſting him totake her, fozaſmuch as he was 
the firſt that entred the City, And when then had takenall they 
thought god in Troy, foz a final vengeance, Hercules beat down 
the Towers and buildings, and fixed them: that then left not 
one fone upon another, 


CHAP X. 
How Hercules and Affer aſſailed by battel the Gyant Antheon, and 
how they vanquiſhed him in battel the firſt time. 


Feer this general deſtrugion of Troy, when the Greeks 
departed, and Hercules Had left them, the Greeks return⸗ 

td into Greece with great glozu, and Hercules went bu Sea, 
ſeeking His adbentures, accompanied with Theſeus and Philo- 
tes: and arriving at the Pozt of Alexandria, He feund in this 
Pozt a great army, When the Captain of the Armp law him 
weigh anchoz, he knew by the Cnſigns of Hercules, that it was 
he: fo2 He Had heard him commended above all men, he came 
unto Him full of jop, and laid to him: Lozd of valeur, and _ 
ute 
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ſure of vertue , amongſt the people moſt inighty, and among 
Kings moſt reſplendant in all gleztous vertue, IJ ſalute you, and 
requeſt that J map be pour ſervant and friend, and thus ſaping, 
be fell on his knes befoze Hercules, in ſign of humility, He ktiſ(- 
ſed the earth. UWhen Hercules ſaw the ſalutation and behavi⸗ 
our of this man, he tok Him by the hand (and lifted him up from 
the ground) ſaluted him, anddemanded of him Hig name ⸗ He 
anſwered him, that his name was Afﬀer, Son of Mediane, the 
Don of Abraham, and that in the Army, none was Captain but 
Himſelf, and that the Egyptians, Had ozdained Him Duke and 
Leader ef the Yoſte, to ge into Lybia, to deſtron the Countrep 
in revenge of the injuries that the Tp2ant Buſire of Ly bia, Had 
done to them, as Hercules well knew. 
When Hercules had underſtod the name and affairs ol Aﬀer, 
Fe tk him fo; His friend; and ſaid to him, that he wonldac- 
company him to conquer Lybia. Affer thanked him, and bzought 
him into a rich Ship, where he feaſfed him as much as was 
poſſible, Tl ep had not long abidden there, but they went toſea 
with great gladneſs, ſor the Egyprians were lo joyful and glad 
to have Hercules with them, that they believed verily , that 
there might no miſhap teme to them, Hercules found in the ſhip 
of Affer, the Wife and alſo the Daughter of Affer, whoſe name 
was Echee; ſhe was the moſt fatr Gentlewoman in the wozld, 
and voung and freſh. By the daily ſight of her, Hercules becam 
amozous of her, aud required her to be his Wife, Echee an: 
[wered, that of Her (elf ſhe might not accozd to his demand: but 
ſhe ſaid, if Foztune gave me lo great a grace that J map be pour 
Wife, J Hall have moze cauſe. tathankthe Gods, then any de- 
ſert in me. Hercules was well content with the Damoſel : and 
by Her perſwaſton called Aﬀer , and required Him that He would 
give to Him his Daughter to be his Wiſe, Affer thanked Her- 
cules, that he vouchlafed to demand his Daughter: he that was 
the moſt excellent of Nobleso: ano ſaid to him, that he ſhould 
take her and do with her his will and pleaſure, © Hercules eſpoul⸗ 
td Echee, hy the tonlent of Ater, and then lan together, paping 
the duc debt of Parriage in ſuch wiſe, that Echee conceived of 


the (&d of Hercules. Alter the Parriage, Hercules and — 
F led 
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ſailed ſv loi, that then arrived at the Pozt of Lybia, where now 
ffandeth Carthage, and there they cok Land in a night which 
was clear, afterwards then entred haffilp into che Countrep, 
and beſieged the Citp of Lybia , without reſiffance , oz gainſay- 
In this City was then a great Gzant named Antheon , bern 
great above other Gyants, the moſt itrong and puillant that wag 
in all the parts of Europe and Lybia, Cirene, Tripoly, in all the 
Mountains and Iſles, inhabited in thele Cotintreys , unto the 
Illes Foztunate, This King then advertiſed ol the coming of 
the Egyptians, was paſſing angry, and [woze, that none of them 

ſhould return into Egypt. 1 
As (on then as he might he did cauſe his men to arm them, 
and iſſued out of the Cit with a great company of Lybians, and 
made lo great haſte to run upon the Egyptians, that he kept no 
ozder among his people, whereof he ton great harm: Foz when 
he came tothe battel; he found that Hercules Had trained his 
people, and ſet them in two bartels, of which he lead andcon- 
duged the firſt battail. It Hapned ſo, that then of the ſaidcom- 
pany of Hercules, by fozce of ſhot, bare themſelbes ſovaliontlp, 
with ſtrolles, that then bzought to death moze then fikteen hun⸗ 
dꝛed Lybians, Mhen their ſhot failed, Antheon ſpꝛang into the 
greateſt pzeſs, as the moſf valiant, and ſuppoſed well to habe 
2kirmiſhed with his enemies: but when Hercules ſaw him come, 
He laid hand on his Club, and put Him fozth befoze, and gave Him 
ſo great a ſtroke, that he made His head to bow on the left ſide. 
Antheon Had His Swozd lifted up to Have [mitten Hercules, 
when he received the ffroke that Hercules gabe him, by which 
His ſtrcke was bzoken. Nevertheleſs he ſaid between his teeth, 
he would rebenge Him. So he lifted up his Swozd again, and 
ffroke Hercules lo vehemently, that with the ſfroke he bzake His 
Shield. Then Hercules knew that the Giant was a man of 
great ſtrength, pet notwithſfauding, He lmote Him the ſecond 
time with his Club: thug Hercules und Antheon gave each o⸗ 
ther lo great ſtrokes, that there came between them of the two 
parties, both Lybians and Egyptians, There was a great noiſe 
of clinking of Swords, and ſounding of the Shields and _ 
that 
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that were bzoken, and Yalberds that were diſmailed, Shields 
quartered, and Glabes bzoken : there was blood largely ſhed on 


doth partteg. Hercules and Antheon were parted bp force of the 


p:eſs. Antheon bn great ire {m:te without ceaſing , upon the 
herce Egyprians: Hercules holte the Helmes largely with his 
Club, and what he plealed with che Lybians, and bzoughe (oma: 
np to death with His Club, that in little time he paſſed rh2ough- 
vut the whole power of King Antheon, many times in his wan 
he covered the farth with dead Lybians. The krf okfrmiſh was 
ſtrong and damagable to Antheon: for one Egyptian that He flew 
with his Swozd, Hercules with His Club killed ten Lybians. 
About Hercules was nothing but blma, Hercules made the Borm- 
tains to rebound with tryes, the companies to tremble, the Ly- 
bians to fly back, with little gain. Ag long as the dap endured 
be Feld the battel valtantly, and about the eventing, when Afſer 
and Theſeus tame to the fight, he befirred himſelf in ſuch faſhion 
— Antheon that he made him fin, ſo that the Egyprians pur: 
{ucd them. 


CHAP. XI. 
How Hercules took King Atlas: and how he began to Study the Sci- 
ence of Aſtronomy, and the ſeven liberal Sciences. | 


Ow when Hercules ſaw the Lybians flu befoze them , he 

cauſed to ſound a Retreat, fozaſmuch ag it was late, and 
with great glozu returned into the place that He Had choſen ca 
hold his Siege at. Mis Wife Echee came to him with open 
arms, andkifſed him: ſhe Helpt to warm him, and bzoughr him 
freſh water to waſb his face with, and there was made god chear 
of all the Egyptians, Contrary to this god chear , the Lybians 
were in the Citp and made great ſozrow, fo2 they Had loſt negr 
thirtp thouſand men: eſpectallp Ancheon made fimple cheat, 
foz he had gad cauſe ; Hercules Had ſo beaten him with his Club, 
that he might not Help Himſelf , bur went with great pain to 
bed, and with ſozrow ſent foz his Phyſittang and Chirurgtono 
which came and viſited Him; and finding him all bzuiſed, lard co 


him that it would be near a my ere then could heat him. 4% 
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theon tonſiderrd His caſe, ſent and deſired of the Egyptians 
Truce foz the ſpace of a month, offering to ſend them dailp a 
certain number of cattel, and a great quautitꝝ of bidualg. Then 
he commanded all the Kings and Pzinces that were his Tribu- 
caries, and ſent unts His neighbours, pzaping them that then 
would tome and ſuccour him with their men of Arms, in the 
molt Haſfp wiſe then could. This peace (0 made, Hercules be- 
gan to remember them, that befoze time he Had Heard Philotes 
peak of a King named Atlas, that he was the moſf wiſe man 
and tunningeſt of all the wozld, that he dwelt in a Caſtle fand- 
ing on the top of a berp high Þ untain named Atlas, after the 
name of the ſame King, Ju this remembzance Nercules being 
tobe tous of the (ſcience of Atlas, called Philores and ſaid to him 
that he would go into the Realm of King Atlas, and that his 
intent was ta ſ&k there hig adbenture. Philoces anſwered; that 
He could bzing Him into the Realm, foz He knew the Country. 
Then Hercules called Aſſer, and Theſeus, and charged them that 
thep ſhould alwap make god watch. And tek leave of them and 
His Wife , ſaping that He would haſtiln return. This done, 
He and thze Parriners with Philotes, went untothe Sea in a 
Gallep finelp-made, and ſailed-into the Mediterrenian Dea; then 
Had ſpedp Mind and Foztune was god to them. In little while 
thep came into the Strait of Gibralter. And then Philotes ſhew⸗ 
ed unte Hercules the Pountain, and the Caſfle where Atlas was 
at that time abiding, 

When Hercules ſaw the Pountain and the Caſtle, He went 
and tok land jopouſſp : Then he tok his Club, and commanded 
Philores and His Parriners to abide them there. Do he went 
toward the Pauntain, and it happened he met wie h a man thac 
deſcended down from the Hill, and he add:effed him toward the 
laid man to Hear ſome tudings , and demanded Him from 
whence He came ⸗ He laid, J tame from the Caſfle that ye 
map ſ& ponder on High. Whither go pe, ſaid Hercules? unto 
the City of Mercely , anſwered the ſtranger : the King Atlas 
to whom J am ſervant, Hath ſent me thither to publiſh His 
commandement unte the Citizens, that within fix days they 
Gould be furniſhed with their Arms, foz to accompany Him to 
go. 
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gounto the war ok the great King of Lybia , which requeſted 
inffantlp to have his ſuccour. Wherefoze tf ve win ſerbe Him in 
his Armie, and be his ſouldier, go up and pe ſhall finbe Him in 
his Calle ſtudping the icience of Aſtronomp. The Servant of 
Ring Atlas with theſe wozds went cu his wap, and Hercules went 
up unto the Yountain, and came to the Gate et the Caſtle, 
where he found four Knights that demanded of Him what he 
would have - Hercules anſ(wered , his will was to ſpeak co the 
King,fo2 cercain matters that concerned him. The four Knights 
(thinking nothing but god) bought Hercules within a great 
Hal, wherein were all the men ok King Alas , aſſaping them 
with Swoꝛds and Ares , foza\much as they had Heard ſay, that 
then ſhould go to Mars, and then were all armed. 

When” theſe Knights Had bzonght Hercules thither , then 
gave knowledge unto the Bing, that a ſtrange Gyant agked af- 
ter him, and weuld not tell them the cauſe whyu » Then Atlas 
went down, and found Hercules armed in a Lyons skin, and ask- 
ed him what he was ? rhen he anſwered, he was Hercules that 
hath c:nquered Phylotes aud the Garden with the Sheep of thn 
Daughters: J am now come hither fo2 to conquer the with 
thy ſciences. Wherefoze it behoveth thee that thou do to me o⸗ 
bepſance , and give over to help the great Antheon mine ene- 
mie. And if thou wilt not do ſo, Arm the haffily , and defend 
the with Arms, and that Jcommand ther: It thou wilt not 
conſent thereto by love, J will make ther accozd thereto by fozce. 
Aclas wag exceedingly diſcouraged , when he knew by the mouth 
of Hercules that it was he that had conquered Philores , and Had 
lain the Gpant his fellow, taken his ſhep, and alſo newly had 
aſſailed bu War Antheon, to whom he had pꝛomiſed to give ſuc- 
tour: and alſo coaſidered, that he willed he ſhould peild himſelt 


to him, His heart then began to ſwell foz anger and pztde, and in 


great rage he ſaid to him. O thou pzeſumptuons Hercules, How 
art thou ſo hardy as to tome alone befoze me thou that J map 
not love - know thou that J have had manp a diſpleaſure bu ihn 
outrage, foz Philotes was mp great friend: and now thou arc 
come to renew this diſpleaſure, and that Jpeild me unte the, is 


u t mp intention. 
F 2 Atlas 
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Atlas with theſe wozds went into a Chamber ſa@ by, and cem⸗ 
manded that every man ſhauldarm him, as thepdid, Hercules 
bad alwaps his epe upon him: tothe end that be ſhould not el⸗ 
cape him. Uhen he was armed he came againſt Hercules, and 
challenged him. Afcer he gave Him a ſtroke with his Swoꝛd 
fiercely, With che cry and with the rcke all they of the Foz- 
tet ſle aſſailed Hercules. Then he put himſelf in defence, and 
laid about mightily by the rigour of his Club, and with twelve 
ftrokes he flew twelve of his enemies, After he wounded mann 
other, aud ſpared long the bled of Atlas. But in the end, fozal⸗ 
much as Atlas, gave great firvkes to Hercules, Hercules {mite 
bim upon che Helme, without implop ing all his ſtreugth, and 
gabe him a wound in the head, that all aſtonied he bate him to 
the earth. Then then of the Foztrels durf no moze adventure 
to aſſail Hercules, neither durſt then adventure to relieve Atlas, 
but fled cHence out of the Caſtle, aud Hercules abode there alone 
with Atlas, and the dead bodies. Bo inche end when Hercules 
ſaw they pad giben it ober, he tok Atlas, and made him to try 
him meren. Then he went into his ſtudu, and cok all his boks, 
which he laded upon a Camel, and t uſtrained Atlas to follow 
him. And when Hercules had done in the Caſtle all His pleaſure, 
he departed accompanied with Atlas, and with his boks, and 
bzonght him down to the Sea ſive, tothe place where Philotes 
ſtaped foʒ him. | 

Wheu Philotes ſaw Hercules teme with Atlas, and His boks, 
he had great jou, and tio acquaintance with Atlas, who was (9 
fozrowful that He could not ſpeak; then they entred into their 
Gallep , and went untothe Sea: Atlas was ſozrowful , and 
troubled with the wound he had in his head. Hercules requeſted 
bim infantlp, that he would teach Him his ſcience. Atlas would 
in no wiſe do it at the beginning of his loꝛrow: but when he had 
converſed and tarryed with Hercules, as well foz the bountp 
he law in him, as by the perſwaſion of Philotes, which affirmed 
that Hercules was the moſt noble and vertuous man that ever 
was, be began to teach Him all His ſcicrices : wherein he learned 
and pzofted by quick and ſharp wit, that he attained to all, and 
that afterward he became the beff Phyloſopher , and the moſt 

pericg 
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perfca Aſtronomer in all the wozld Thus fudping, Hercules 
returned with great honour into the Army of Aﬀer, and found at 
his coming, that his Wife had bzought fozth a fair Sen, which 
the Egyptians had Crowned King of Egypt, where he reigned af⸗ 
tet ward, and was called Dedon, 

When Aﬀer ſaw Atlas, and knew how Hercules had van- 
guiched Him, Fe marvailed much of his pzoweſs which was ſo 
great, and of His wiſdom that attained to ſuch High things. But 
Hercules bent all His wit andffudp to learn the ſcience; In the 
mean while a little anda little tte time paſſcd, and Antheon 
aſſembled a verp great hoſte, and was all Hcaled of Hig wounds, 
and the Truce failed and expired, whereat the Egyptians ad 
greot jop: f 2 thep pet hoped to Have bicozy of theircnemies. 
And the Lybians Hoped to rebenge them of the ſhame that Her- 
cules Had made them receive. When the Truce was expired, the 
day following Hercules made readp his battails of rhe one ſide, 
and Antheon oꝛdained his cn the other ſide. Autheon made ther 
battails', the firſt of twelve thouſand fighting men, the ſecond 
cf twenty thouſand, and the third battel of thirty thouſand. He 
then o2dained Himſelf King and chief Captain of the firſt bat⸗ 
tail: in the ſecond, Fe ozdained the King of Getulie co be Go- 
vernour : and in the third, He made the King of Cothulie, And 
then when he had well ſet them in array, and trained them, in 
a moꝛning he made them to march jopouſly againſt His enemies. 
expecting nothing but the Hour when Hercules would charge 
them. 


CHAP. XII. 
How Hercules aſſembled his battaile againſt Antheon King of the 
Lybians, which he put to flight, aud flew the King of Co- 
thulie. 


Ercules ad made of his folſt two battails, the firſt whereof 

1 he tonduged. Aﬀer and Theſeus guided the other. When 
he ſaw the Lybians march , which made the greateſt tumult and 
nopſe in the wozld, He went fozth befoze, and his Company fol- 
lewed. Then began the Trumpets to ſound, and Tabours to 
make 
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malte great nopſe: the crp was great , then began ſharply the 
battaile, whereof Hercules and Antheon made the aſſap by a 
{wife courſe , and with ſharp ©wo2ds \more ſo ſoze together, 
that Ancheon bzake His @wozd ; and the Iron of che Dwozd 
of Hercules pierced the Shield of. Antheon and his arms on his 
right ſide, by which he Had a wound where the blood (pꝛang out. 
Antheon was almoſt dead with ſozraw when be felt che ſtroke, 
and law that his Swozd had done bur little to Hercules: He 
took His Dwozd , and Hercules took hig, and then (mote each 
other lo hard, that Hercules bare Antheon unto the earth with 
one ſtroke , and had ſlain him, had not the Lybians run upon 
Hercules on all ſideg, then gave him ſo great an aſſault that he 
knew not to whom he might attend, Then Hercnles imploped 
His Swo2dupon the Lybians, The Egyptians aſſembled them 
eagerip upon their enemies. Ancheon relieved himſelf all a- 
ſhamed of his fall: applying all his puiſſance and ſtrengiß to re- 
benge him, not upon Hercules, hut upon them of his party. This 
Antheon ſmote eagerly on the one ſide , and Hercules on the o 
ther, Antheon fought with great fierceneſs and anger, and Her- 
cules by Pzoweſs. The fierceneſs of Antheon wag great, but 
the Pzoweſs of Hercules wag ſo exceſſive great, that the Ly- 
bians fled him, and when then law him they crembled foz fear, 
at this battel, befozeche ©word of Hercules all blady, Then 
the great routs of the Lybians were loze afraid, and kept no ar- 
rap: he {mote off heads, and laid them down to the earth: his 
folk that were deffroped by Antheon he gathered together again, 
He made ſuch wozk that the Lybians had the wozſe, and Anthe- 
— haſtily to the King of Cothulie, that he ſhould come to his 
elp. 

The King of Cothulie at the ſending of Antheon , departed, 
wening to Have come to the Skirmiſh: but when Affer and 
Theſeus ſaw him, then went againſt him, and hindzed him. 
Then began the fight lo great and moꝛtal, that Theſeus and At- 
fer ſlew the King of Cothulie, beat down His Banners, his re⸗ 
tognilantes, and his Cor tuliens, and ſmote ſo ſoze upon their 
nodies, that thep went back, and were conffrained to cry foz 
Help, The King of Getulie (&ing this evil adventure, tame un- 
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to the reſcue , and found the Cotuliens diſcomfozted, at this tom⸗ 
ing the noiſe and ffrokes began to renew: many a valtant Aa, 
and mann a Pꝛowels was ſhe wed there. Panp ſhewed their 
bertue and ffrength , and mann were ſlain there; Theſeus did 
marvails, but alwaps the Getulians held them together, and 
fought againſt Theſeus the ſpace of the hours, and loft but a 
few of their people until the time that Hercules bzought the armp 
of King Antheon to diſcomfiture, and made them flp, to ſabe 
themſelves , the Genilians, then were diltouraged in ſuch wile, 
that after thep Had ſen the Armp of King Antheon diſcomfited, 
they could not lift up their Arms to defend them, but were flats 
bp little and little: and in the end then were bzought to ſuch a 
fraight, that they knew not How to ſave themſelves. Then 
thep fled out of the place, diſperſed in the fields, without Cap- 
tains o2 Leaders. And Hercules put himſelf fozth in the pzeſs 
befoze all, among them that fled firff of che Lybians, ſo that he 
came to the Gate of the Citp with them, and began to mite, ſo 
unmeaſurably, that he put to dgath che Lybians flping thicher, 
and the Pozters, and all them that did reſiſt him. Allo he made 
the Egyptians to enter into the Town. And Antheon ſteing foz- 
tune againſt him in all points, fled into his Palace, not accompa- 
nied as a Bing: but went at large to the fields, by the condua 
of four Moores one lu, that bzought him into Mauritania.

| G Hercules 
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Hereules Hearing this meſſage of che Ladies, anſtvered the 
Pellenger- Damoſel, ſince the Ladies of Scyrhia be ſo valiant 
that they Have conquered ehe great Realms of Egypr, Cappado- 
tia, and of Alia, thep map be doubted. Neverthelcſs, topzevent 
the effuſion of blood, and to de fend the Affricans from their bon- 
dage, pou ſhall return to them and lan, that the batcel of two 
Knights againff two Ladies, is agreed unta them, to be done to 
mozrow npon the condition that pou have ſaid, Then Hercules, 
Affer, and mann other pzomiſed to Hold theſe things and did 
great Henour unto the Damoſel. 

© The Damoſel having done her meſſage , returned unto the 
Ladies, which were entred a great wap in Affrick, and told them 
woꝛd foz wozd the anſwer of Hercules, The pzinciyal of all theſe 
Ladies, was Synope and had two ſiffers ſo txpert in arms, that 
chep feared no Knight of the wozld, the one was named Menalip- 
pe and the other Hyppolica, Anon, as the Ladies Had reteived 
theſe tudings of the Affficans, then had great jop, and holding 
spinion, that Affrick was wan by the ſtrength of Hippolita and 
Menalippe, whodid marvails in Arms, then ozdained that they 
Would fight with the two Knights: and ſothep were on the moꝛ⸗ 
row ready in the fields. 

At the hour that was ozdaine d, Hercules and Theſeus (ſitting 
an two Hozſes, with a great company of Aff icans) rode into the 
place that the Ladies Had choſen to do feats of arms in. There 
were rhe two Ladies abiding in a fair place armed and well 
mounted on god Steeds, and by them were other Ladies in great 
number. As ſ@n as Hercules and Theſeus had eſpped the two Das: 
moſels, then made them that followed co ſtand and ſent unto the 
Damoſels to know what then would da. The Damoſels anſwer: 
ed the two Ruights, that then were ready todo dæds of Arms a- 
gaiuſt them, under the condition of their quarrel. And ik then 
Were come then would come fozth. 

Hercules and Theſeus, with this anſwer ton their @pears; 
und ſpurredtheir Yozſes , and made ſigns unto the Damoſels. 
And they furniſhed with Shields and Dpears, ran againſt chem 

ſo expertly, that then ſemcdof heaven and not of earth, and at 
whe coping of their ſharp Spears, the frokes. were ſo great on 
both 
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both des, that Hippolica and Theſtus bare each other unto che 
earth, inlikewiſe did Menalippe, and Hercules, The Africans 
mar vailed much to ſ& the two Pzinces bozn down, and pet the 
Ladies ef Scythia marvailed much moze of the Damoſels, When 
che Knights and the Damoſels found themſce bes lying on be 
earth, ſhame ſmote them co their hearts. Nevertheleſs each of 
them got lightly up, and with great courage twk their Swords, 
and appzoaching (mote each other fiercely, that the Ladies and 
Knighcs felt the frokes, Hyppolita purſued her man Theſeus, 
and Menalippe kept her unto Hercules. The ffrokes of Hy ppolita 
were great, and did great grief unto Theſes. Theſeus enfozced 
himlelf fronglp to avenge him; and conld not well come to his 
purpoſe, Hercules overcame Menalippe lightly with his @wozd, 
and put her in his mercy, but Hyppolica maintained her fozce ſo 
mightily againſt Theſeus, that ſhe had put him to fople, had not 
Hercules been, that ſaid to him Bzother, what ſhall this be - 
Where is the \ of Theſeus? Shall that be daunted by the 
Chivalry of a Damoſel - It it be ſo, certainlp all men ſhal habe 
ſhame of pour diſhenour. 

Theſe wozds began to awake again the blod of Theſeus that 
was afoze aſleep, and to lighten his courage, in ſuch wiſe that he 
recovered anew ſtrength , and put Himſelf fozth , and began te 
{mire with ſuch fo2ce , that he made the Damoſel retant, and 
fok awap her ©wozd, andconquered her: whereat the Ladies 
were much grieved, and eſpecially the Queen Synope, which 
then ſent to Hercules her arms, in token that ſhe was vanquiſhed, 
p2aving Him that He would reſfoze again the two Damoſels. 
And Hercules rok the Arms of the Queen, and ſent to her Mena- 
lippe, and made peace with her foz the Africans upon condition, 
that thep ſhould give Hyppolica in marriage ts Theſeus, who was 
amozous of her. o then the Wedding was made in Aticick 
with great Honour, And the Ladies Hearing of the marvgilous 
Aas of Hercules, pꝛaiſed him, and held themſelves þapps to be 
vanq!1iſhed of him. 
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CHA P. XV. 
How Hercules began to waxe amorous of Dejanirg , and how Ache- 
lows and Hercules had battail the one againſt the other, and how 
Achelous was vanquiſhed. 


| ATE tie Conqueſt of theſe Ladies, Theſeus tok [cave of 
\ Hercules and of Affer, and returned into his Country, ts 
bziug Home his Lady, and went from Hercules to Calcedonia, 
which lpeth oppoſite to Achaya, and Arcadia, toſe a fair Lady 
of excellent beauty, that he Had heard greatly recommended bp 
a Calcedonian that was in his company ; By Dea, and by Land, 
He came into Calcedonia, The King of that place had toname 
Oeneus, and had two Daughters, the one named Dejanica, and 
the other George. Dejanira was the faireſt , and that was ſhe 
that Hercules came to ſ&, When Oeneus had knowledge that 
Hercules came into his Countrep, be had great jop, and received 
Him, embzacing Him ſa honourablp, as was poſſible. In entring 
inte His Palace, the Quen and his two Daughters, George and 
Dejanira welcomed Hercules. Jncontinent as Hercules caft his 
pes upon Dejanira, that was the faireſt woman that ever he 
(nw, Be felt Himſelf marbailouſip raviſhed. This defire en⸗ 
tred into Hercules all full of rapes of Love, piercing into his 
35 as ſuddenp as the rapes of the Sun, paſſeth thzeugh 
Glals. 
Dejanira had ſo much beautp , and was ſo well atcompliched, 
hut to Her might be made no compariſon, not onelp in beauty, 
that. with her in wildom and bounty. She was the moſt pꝛe⸗ 
ceus trealure of Calcedonia , and thither came many Ladies, 
Gentlewomen and others. Ver neighbours were all amozous of 
her, and eſpecially King Achelous, that was. frong and puiſlant. 
This King has great ſeigniozie, aud marched thzgughtheRealm 
of Calcedunia, But when Hercules had ben there a ſpace, pal⸗ 
eng the time jcpouſtp , tn beholding the behaviour of Dejanica, 
it Hapned on a dap that the Pefſenger of King Achelous, tame 
to Oeneus and ſaid to Him, that Achelous demanded if He would 
give him his Daughter, andthar if he would not gite. her to 


him

him at this time, He would moleſt his countrep, and make him 
war. At this meffage, Oeneus was troubled, and anſwered the 
Pellenger, that on the mozrow he wouldgzbe him an anſwer + 
gl that dap Oeneus was penſive an dabode alone; and to. paſs 
His melancholy, he came ta Hercules, When He: cules, ſaw him ſo 


penſive, he adjured him earneſt ly that he ſhould tel Him the cauſe 


of his penſiveneſs, who told it him and ſaid, Lozd Hercules ſince 
it pleaſeth pou to knowof mp grief, J will tel pou the cauſe- 
There is here by a King mpneighbour, named Achelous, great, 
and fierce, which hath mann times deſired to have to his wife De- 
janira mp daughter, J habe not ben willing to accozd the Parri⸗ 
age, fo:aſmuch as J know this King a man of ebil life. And foz 
this taule J have had manp menaces of him, and alſo this dap his 
Me lle nger is come again tome, and he hath ſaid, that if J give 
him not mp Daughter at this time, he will make war. Surelp 
Hercules if pe ſ me penſive it cometh tome by this occaſicn, fo 


J have not net given Him His anſwer, but J muſt give it him to 


mozrow, 

Nebertheleſs, J have concluded in mp ſelf, that J will n't 
give unto him mp Daughter. And now when Iſe& verilp, that 
by the refuſe of mp Daughter, it muſt nerds be that war will 
enſue, know well that J am diſplealed: foz war is the eternal 
deſolarton of the Countrep, perditiou and waſte of the people and 
gods. 

Sir (ſaid Hercules) it is ne dful unts a man that He take and 
bear all that Foztune will. As pe ſap, war is not increaſing of 
people, but diminution : pet by that extremity , it is expedient 
that a man tejopte in his right. Right comfozterh the courage 
of a man, and the courage ot a man comfozted, bzingeth himot- 
tentimes ts glozious vigozy, A b2ute beaff diſgarniſhed of rea- 
ſonable wit, fighteth foz Hts neſt with His claws , and with His 
teeth. What ſhall a man ſenſible and endowed with wit and rea- 
ſon, do with any aſſault (namely in his own Land and Texr 
torie) Nature willeth and inffrugeth that where corpozal 
faileth , vigour and vertue of courage wozkerh , and that then 
fight foz their Countrep, Take Courage then in pour right, and 
tell hour enemies: pe have received me wozſhipfullp, and in re- 
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criving theſe tydings, J win help pon if it he nd, and J ſuppoſe 


if Achelous aſſail v ou, he ſhall —— him. 

Mith 2 woꝛds the King Oeneus comforted Himſelf great; 
lp, and the day dzew over. Dn the mozrow Oeneus called the 
| t Achelous, and ſuid to him, be ſhould tome no moze 


to demand his daughter, foz that he was not minded to gibe her 


to his Paſter: and furt hermoze if He mcbed war againſt Him 
fo; rhts canſe , he had intention to defend Himſelf unto the death 
of the laſt man of His people. The Peſſenger returned with 
thefe woꝛds and told rhem to Achelous , and all that he found 
with him. Achelous was not tontent with B. Ocnews, and as He 
that was obermuch ſmitten with the lobe of Dejanica, began to 
aſſemble His men of Arms, wich an intent co make war on King 
Oeneus, and to take from Him Hig Daughicr, Hercules was then 
in Calcedonia , and oftentimes he was with Dejanira in gra- 
tioug conferences. Me found her ſo well addzefſed in all HoneF 
manners , that all the dan he was mof part with Her, in the 
night he did nought but dꝛeam and think on her: ho wbeit he latd 
nothing that concerned His amoꝛous deſires, willing firſt to ſhew 
them his power in Arms. Jt Hapned on a dap he opened a win⸗ 
dow that was by the Garden of Dejanira , and call ing his epes 
down He ſaw Dejanira that ſate uponagreen place, attompanted 
with many Ladies and Gentlewonien, Then he let ol! his mind 
te contemplate theexceſſive beautp of Her. After He deſtred her, 
laping, © Dejanira thon that Haſf not the p2crogative to 
know the hearts and thoughts of men, if J ſhould ſap ro the the 
tenth part of the love and deſire J habe to ther: thou couldefF 
not believe it. J babe gone manp a Conntrep, and ſeen manp a 
Realm, and mann a Treaſnre , Jhave delired many a thing, 
But of all, io come tomy wiſhed bliſs, J was never in ſo great 
thought aa Jam foz to get pour Lobe. The ſarae hour that Her- 
rules ſpake hp Himſelf , Dejanira was not idle: ſhe Had Hercules 
in her remembzance, and in her heart, then being rich in the 
points of Lobe ſown between variations of hope and deſpair, ſhe 
was ſurpztzed in all her vepnes with the heat of that fire that 
durneth amozous hearts. This fire was hard to queuch, oz te 


tber the right piercing ſparkle, She lap down then upon the 
grails, 
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graſs aud began toſap in her minde. Alas Hercules, what hall 
Depanira do ſhe cannot teme to attain pour Lobe, J was wont 
not to deigne te behold a man, and then laid, that neither Pzince 
no; King ſonld Have mn lobe. Now am Jin another mind, and 
deſire no other thing, but that J would be pour Wite, J had ſups« 
poled to habt remained and continued a pure Uirgin, and J one ; 
1p was dilda iner of men, contrary to the requeſts-and admoniti⸗ 
ons of the Ladies: theſe be now far other tudings. With theſe 
wozds ſhe ceaſed a little, and began to think on mann other 
things. At this point, as ſhe thought on Hercules, and Hercules, 
on her, tydings tame thicher, that Achelous was coming to be⸗ 
lege the City, by land and by ſea, and that he was very near. 
Fo theſe tydings aroſe in the Palace a great murmuring, that 
t ame to tłe ears of Hercules and of Dejanira : their ſpirits were 
troubled in ſuch faſhion , that Hercnles left to behold Dejanica, 
- then ſhe left to think on Hercules, gud-both went torheKing 
neus. ; 

Anon ag Hercules came unto the King, the king ſaw him, 
and ſaid to him, that his enemies were berp near the Citp, Her- 
cules an({wered jopoufly, that it behoveth to go feaſt them: and 
willed that he put his people in arms.

ſaid he would purſue hig Tnemp, and deliver ths wozld of him: 
after which an hundzed of his choſen men tek leave of the king 
Oeneus, and went to Sea, follewing after Achelous , recom- 
}Þ mending 
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mending him to George, and Dejanira. In the Night, Ocne- 


us after the depart ing of Hercules returned into Calcedonie, and 
told his Wife and his Daughters, the High pzoweſs that Her- 
cules' had done in the battel , How He Had chaſed his Enemies, 
and gone after with two hundzed men. The Ladies George and 
Dejanira were right joyful of the vigozu, but it grieved them 
ſoze that Hercules with lo little a companp purſued Achelous: 
and above all cther Dejanica was greatin vered at the enter⸗ 
pi ze of Hercules, lo ſoze that ſhe went into her Chamber , and. 
was fonfkrained ta wep, and nat to Have jop in heart until the 
return of Hercules. Now to return unto the purpoſe touching 
Hercules, when he was put to the purſuit of Achelous , He en⸗ 
tred into his Realm and followed him ſo nigh, that he was con⸗ 
ffrained to withdꝛaw Himſelf into a ſtrong Caffle ſtanding by 
the dea, Hercules befieged Achelous in this Caſfle. When A- 
chelows ſaw that Hercules purſued Him with ſo little a com- 
panp,as with two hundzed men onely, he called his leaders of his 
men, and among other things told them, that it was a ſhame to 
fuffer themſelbes to be beſieged with ſs little a number of peo⸗ 
ple, Then anſwered he ſaid truth: and concludedthe lame hour 
to ius out, and raiſe the liege, and fozthwith they ſounded to 
ams with ſhozt caunſel. It was not long after that then iſlued 
aut of the Caffle , hut Hercules eſpping them, knew that then 
tame tothe battsl, He ſet his men in arrap , and went alone to 
His enemies, as he that doubted nothing. When Achelous ſaw 
Him tome, he began te make a great ſigh , and cryed unto hig 
people, upon him :ſaping that it was he with the Club that had 
chaſed Him out of Calcedonie, and pꝛomiſed great gifts unto them 
that belaboured him wich Frokes. But when his folk knew 
that it was Hercules, thep made toute le each to other, to go be- 
foze, and trembling as the leaf on the Tre, then durff nat abide 
the weight of his Club: but without ſmiting of anp froke tur- 
urd their backs;andfled unto tHe Caſtle. ' + f 
Achelous ſ&ing the behaviour of His folk, and the fear that 
Hep Had of Hercules, thought that he ſhould Have dyed foz ſoz⸗ 
vow: ſo he went and entred again with them into the Caſtle. 
And Hercules returned with bis people , laughing at the pw} 
dealing 
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dealing of his enemies. Hercules began to chink on De janira, 
and Achelous began to imagine How he might anne the Calce- 
donians: he Had there one of his Captains, that ſaid unto him: 
Sir, ye know well that pour ffvength, map not compareunts 
the ffrength of pour enemies: We are ten againſt cue, but 
that map nothing help us: fog the mightu Gpant that is with 
them, is enough to burp us all, and deffrop pour Realm. Con- 
ſider pe then, ſince it is ſo, that open puiſſance and plain ſtrength 
map not be uſed at this time, it is expedient to imagine ſome 
ſubtilty, to grieve the Calcedonians: and it is mp advice that 
there ſhall be made a great flaming light in the Sea, luch as J 
hall well deviſe, ſoas bp that means thep that have beſieged us, 
map be deceived lightlp, This flaming light muſk be by night, 
and it ſhall be great and fozcible : we will make it lecretip: as 
ſon as our enemies ſhall ſe it, then will leap out of their Tents, 
and go unto the Dea toſ& the marvel, peradbenture without a: 
ny Arms, foz then dzeadus not, and then we will ſet on them; 
and ſhall finde them unfurniſhed and unpꝛobided of their Arms, 
and conſequently it map enſue, that of them all we ſhall make a 
notable riddance. 

When Achelous Heard this councel , it ſcemed to Him god, 
and he would that it were effected in (uch manner as he had de- 
biſed. The deviſoz did make an hundzed Tozches, which were 
finiſhed in fifreen davs. During theſe kftan daps, Hercules al⸗ 
ſaiſed many times the Caſtle, where Achelous was , but he 
might never do ann thing thereto, foz the Foztrels ſod upon 
the Sea, and in a ſtrong Country, and could not be gotten by 
aſlault, and Achelous could habe ſuttouts from no part : fo2, be: 
t wien this Caſtle and Achaya , wag a great Country. When 
tfe fifteen days were paſſed, and the Tozches were made, on a 
night when it was peaceable from winde and ſfozm , then that 
carried the Toꝛt hes iſſued out of che Caſtle, four of them unto 
the Haben, where was left but one little Boat which was on 
ground, and had not long time befoze put to the Sea. And it pe 
de mand where the Ships were become that Achelous bought 
to this Poze , I ſay that Hercules Had canſcd to take them, and 


ſent them to the Sea, to the inteut that Achelous ſhould not 
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eſcape him, noz take away the Ships by night, The Achayans 
then came to this little Boat lping on the ground, and plyed 
them that hep bzought it afloat on the Stra, as fecretly os then 
could, and entred therein, with all that to them was neceſſary, 
King Achelous put Himſelf inambuſhment with a thouland of 
his men, nigh unto the place where he thought the Calcedoni- 
ans would go out to ſœ the light that ſhould be made. And when 
they that were in the Sea, knew that it was time to light their 
Tozches, then ſet them en ke, and put them round about the 
Satt, wherein were made as many Holes as there was Toz⸗ 
ches. And ſo as then imagined they did. The Knights that 
kept the watch of the hoſt of Hercules ſaw it, and loze marvel- 
ing at this light, awaked Hercules and their fellows, and ſhew⸗ 
ed them the light. Ag ſen as Hercules ſaw the bzightneſs of 
the Toꝛcheg, he would know what it was: and then appzoched 
the banke of the Sea, and his company with him, and had not 
ben long there, when King Achelous did tauſe to light an hun⸗ 
dꝛed Tozches that he had pꝛobided, and after Le iſſued out of hig 
ambuſhment with his thouſand men, and ran upon Hercules, 
and aſſailed Him and all his men fiercely. But when Hercules 
ſaw them diſcover themſelves , He ſet His people in ozder in the 
beſt manner he tould, bp the light of the Stars, and received 
Hig enemies couragiouſlp , where began a right dolozoug battel: 
foz the one ſtnote upon the other verp furiouſly , and there were 
many wounded and dead. The gkirmiſh was great, Achelous 
thought to come at unawares, but he was valiantlp reſiſted, and 
laſt mann of his men: and Hercules met Achelous, and ſmote 
Him on the Helm that he foundzed , and it gave him a wound on 
His head, that the blood guſhedout , and mozeovex, he took Him, 
and delivered Him to twelve of His men to keep. There were 
geeat crpes, and great aboundance of rokes of Swozds. Then 
were che Tozches quenched, and put out by che fozce of the 
ſmiting of the Achayans , which deſired greatly coreſcue thetr 
King: and lo thep abandoned their lives in the heat. But wheu 
their Tozches were quenched, bp little and little, then began 
to col them, and withdꝛaw them, fe2 thep law nothing at all. 
When thev wire withdzawn , Hercules aſſembled his folk , and 
(aid 
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ſaid to them, that he would aCail to take the Caſtle, and that 
thep ſhould follow Him Hardilp and fiercelp : and anon, when he 
ſaw his enemies return unto the Cattle, he ran after and faped 
them, and put himſelf in the thickeſt of them, ſmiting with his 
Club on rhe right ſide and on the left, He made a right large 
place, And bp this wap he led his people unto the Gate of the 
Caſtle, where he entred with them that fled, and there made ſo 
great a flanghcer of His enemies, that with little reſiſfance, 
the lame night he put to death twelve hundred, andthe other 
fled into the Citp of Petrace, from whence then were. In this 
battel, and the battel that had been in Calcedonie, all the men 
of Achaya were flain, except four hundred which ſaved them⸗ 
ſelves by flight. Foz Achelous had taken all his men with him, 
his Country and his Citp Petrace, was all deſtroped. When 
Hercules had taken the Caffle, afterward he went into the Ct- 
tu of Petrace: and entring ints all places without reſiſtante, 
he let this Realm into the Hands of King Ocneus, and he tar⸗ 
ried not long after he Had ſubdued this Realm, but returned, as 
haſtily as he might, to ſæ Dejanica : and there he was received 
with lo great gloꝛp, jop and tryumph, that no man can rehearſe 
1102 wzite. : 

The Poets repozt this conqueſt that Hercules made upon A- 
chelous , faigning that Achelous fought firſt in likeneſs of a 
mau, and being vanquiſhed: he after changed Himſelf into a 
Serpent. This is to be underffod, in ſubtilnels and in malite, as 
he did in aſſailing Hereules by night. Ts conclude, he fought in 
the likeneſs of a Bull, and Hercules bzake one of His Hozns : 
that is to be underfwod , that at laſt Achelous wag as fierce ag a 
Bull, foz pzide and ſozrow that he was taken: and Hercules 
bzake his hozn, that is ta be unzerfod, he bzake and deſtroped 


his Realm, 
CHAP, XVIL 
Ho » Neſs took Dej mira from Hercules, when he paſſed wich her o- 
ver the River: and how Hercules (lew Neſſus with an Arrow. 


Reat was the feaſt that King Oeneus made foz the vito- 
ries that Hercules had atchieved, upon King Achelous : * 
| = 
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He feared him paſſing ſoꝛe. Hercules at his coming pꝛelented to 
Him Achelous and His Realm, and ſaid to him, that he ſhould 
Have it without any denpal. The King Oeneus ſent King A- 
chelous into exile, and acknowledged himſelf greatly behold- 
ing to Hercules, whom he - honoured marvtaloulp. Then Her - 
cules tk to hig heart again amorous conteiis: in like manner 
did Dejanira, ſhe had ſoveraign jon to ſ& Hercules, and deſired 
uone other thing. Not te be tedious , when Hercules had bern 
there a ſpate, he required King Oeneus that he would gibe him 
His daughcer to Wife, Oeneus agred, and attoꝛding to him, and 
Dejanica conſented with better will. The Wedding was lo⸗ 
lemntzed pompiouflu, and then went to bed and lay together. 
Don after, when Hercules law that his Father in law had his 
Realm in peace, he tok leave of the King Oeneus, and depart⸗ 
ed from Calcedonia, with De janira and His people, to go bn 
land into His Realm of leonie. Hercules Had always in his 
journep Dejanira by him: He loved her exceedingly, and had 
great ſolace in her beauty: and it he Had not ſtudied with Atlas, 
He tauld not Have abſfatned him from behclding Her beauty, In 
paſſing the time pleaſantly , in the manner that folk-do that be 
new Parried, Hercules journied fo far, that he came to a 
quarter of Theſſaly, where the River of Hebenus ranneth, and 
arribed on this River, which was deep and bzoad running impe⸗ 
tuouſlu, and had neither b:idge noz plank to paſs over, bur 
there wag a Centaure named Neſſus, that ſpen: there his lite, 
bp the means of a little Boat, in which he carried the people o⸗ 
ber the River, 

When Hercules Had found this Neſſus, he came to him, and 
demanded ef Him How He and his folk might paſs che River # 
Neſſus knew Hercules ſince rhe time he Had vanquiſhedHis fel- 
lows at the Weddingof Pyrothus, anſwered that He might not 

als the River, bu: by his little Boat. And if He would palg, 
He would with god will do Him the plealure to let him ober. 
Hercules thatiked Neſſus, fozaſmuch as he ſaw that the beat 
was but little, and the time was diſpoſed to raine. He would 
that Dejanica and her Damoſels ſhould paſs firſt. Dejanira and 
Ser Paidens entred into the Boat. Neſſus rowed, and in the 
rowing 


rowing he beheld Dejanira , and loked on Fer ſo much, that her 
beautp rabiſhed him. Foz as ſon as he was come over on the os 
ther ſide, Hr told Dejanica, ſhe ſhculd be his Wife, and catching 
hold on her, he tel her en his ſhoulders, and bare Her awan: 
wherefcze Dejanira and Her Damoſels made great tries. Her» 
cules la ing that the old Gyant bare away Dejanica, which he 
would reſiſt to his power, bent His Bow, and ſhot au Arrow ups 
on the Gyant, with ſo great cunning, that He ſmote Him on the 
right ſide unto the Heart, andgave him his deaths wound. The 
ow of Hercules was ſo great and ffrong , that no man conly 
bend it but Himſelf, Neſſus hn the weund that Hercules gabe him, 
began to fiel the appzoaching of Death, and to ſuffer ſharp an- 
guiſb, he ran a great while after unto a Uallep , where he fell 
down, and ccnſidering that his life Had no recovery, he imploped 
the end of ir, to imagine how he might do diſpleaſure to Hercules, 
eating to remembzance, that He Had a moſt terrible and moztal 
popſon about him, he ſaid to Dejanica in great malice. Nair La- 
dy, the love cf pou Hath cauſed me to receive the death, which 
diſplealeth me not ſo much, as that Hercules ſhall enjcp pou, who 
deſerve a far wozthier man. Hercules is no true Yugband, but 
the unfaithfuleff to His Wife, that ever was. Fozalmuch as 
J fave ſingular pitn of pot, and-your beauty conſfraineth me to 
do pou pleaſure, I will give pou here a pꝛetious thing, it habing 
ſuch vertue, that if pou boyl it with one of the ſhirts of Hercules 
with the blod chat runneth out of mp wound, and give the ſhirt 
to Hercules, that he ware it, he ſhall never after love anp other 
woman no2 Ladp-but pou, 

And with thele wozds the Gpant tk the popſon, and tempe- 
red it with his blod, and wound it in a linnen Cloath, and gave 
it to Dejanira, The foliſh Dejanica giving tredit tothe woꝛds 
of the Gyant, tk the popſon, The Gpyant charged her. that na 
man ſhould touch it bare, ſaping then it would loſe its vertue 
after the touching: and with that, he gave up the Ghoſt and du⸗ 
ed piti-uflp, ſo Dejanira eſcaping ſafelp from his hands: pur» 
poled that ſhe would kep that poplon ſecretip at all adventure, 
te help her (elf, ff it were need, While theſe things paſſed be · 
twan Dcjanica and the Gpant, Hercuks was much perplexed 

az 
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fo2 Dejanira, Ag ſon as he Had ſmitten Him on the right ſide 
with his Arrow, he uncloathed Himſelf, and caſt His Gown, his 
Harneſs, and Club, over the Water, by his great ſtrength, and 
leaping in, (wam over unto the other ſide, then as he put on his 
rayment , De janira (again accompanied with Her Damoſels) 
came to the River, furniſhed with that venemons poyſon. When 
Hercules ſaw De janira return, ke tmagined that he Had flain che 
Gpant, anddemanded where the Traitoz was. Dejanira anfwe- 
red not at firſt to this his demand, but laid unto Him. Alas mp 
Lod, in what peril have J ben What oppzcſſion » What de- 
ſpatr of jon Hath oppꝛeſled my heart? The traches of mine 
Arms where pet is {\&n , the p2int of the hands of the Gpant , 
ſhew in what diſpleaſure J have ben: The curſed glutton Gy- 
ant bare me unto the depth of a dep valley, where death appꝛo⸗ 
thing by the ffroke of pour Arrow, made him to fall down, and 
he would never let me go until the laſt.ſight of death. Surely I 
habe ſnffered a great jeopardp, but thanks be to rhe Gods, ſince 3 
Have found pou again, J am ſufficiently abenged of mine enemy 
whom J have ſeen dye miſerably, 


| CHAP. XVIII. 
How Hercules fought againſt Hydra, the Serpent of the Moor Lerna, 
and (lew him. 


J Ercules and Dejanica habing kiſſed each other, Hercules 
went unto the place where the Gpant lap dead, and fozaſ⸗ 
much as he found him depzived of life, he let him lie there to the 
beaſts and birds, and took his Arrow that lap bp him. This was 
the Arrow that Achilles was ſlain with after in the Temple of 
Phocbus in Troy, fog the lobe of Polixine. Then Hercules and 
Dejanira tame again to the River , and Hercules ſet over his 
men, and went from that place to the City of Lerna. The King 
of the Cirp did great honour to Hercules, receiving him as Ho- 
nourablp as he could. Among divers talk, Hercules demanded 


- tpdings of him. The ing anſwered that he knew no other, 


but that in agreat place there abode a monſter, Half a man, and 
Half a Serpent , that murdered manp of his Realm, Foz he 
ſaid, 


The Deſtruction of Tay. 63 


ſaid,that all the men, women and childzen this monſter can find, 
he flapeth with yis tail that is invenomed, with His claws and 
teeth deſfroping and devouring el. And ſo it will come to pals 
that this Countrp will be deſolate , foz the Labourers noz Par⸗ 
chants dare not go bu, withleſs company then two hundzed 
men: and if then be leſs, the Ponſter aſſaileth them, like as he 
hath done manp others. 

Hercules was paſſing glad and joyful of theſe tydings, and 
ſaid tothe King: Sir, JI have laboured hicberto foz the Com: 
mon weal of many Realms, and pet Have J the will to per- 
ſebere, and do the wozks of vertue. Know ve then, fince J am 
Here arrided, J will ds ſomewhat fo: the weal of this Countrp, 
as J have done foz many other. And Jhave intention to moz⸗ 
row to ds my uttermoſk endeavour to travel towards the mon- 
ſter, to abide the adbenture of vanquiſhing Him, oz to be venquiſh⸗ 
ed of him. This Ponſter was called Hydra, fozaſnuich as he 
dwelled inthe Waters, When Dejanica heard the enterpzize 
of Hercules, that ye would go alone, and abandon Himſelf in lo 
great peril, ſhe began to weep , and make ſo great (0:row, that 
no man cauld appeaſe her, noz make her ſfint hex weeping. Her- 
cules comfozted her the beſt he could, lo did Aclas and Philotes, 
and ſhewed her the gloztous deds of Hercules, to give her hope 
in this adventure. Fut all could not avail, ſhe ſo loved Hercu- 
les with all her heart and might. She required bim with her 
en2S charged full of tears, that be would abſfain from ſo high 
an enterpziſe, laping, that it was no wiſdom foz a man to ex- 
poſe Himſelf to lo eminent dangers, and that God had ſent the 
Monſter into the Country, to co2ren and chaſfiſe the people. 
Not withtanding Hercules was bern ardentlp in love with ber: 
pet her tears that ſhe wept, no2 her pꝛapers, noz her reaſons, 
could cauſe Hercules to bzeak hig purpoſe, noz leave off the ad- 
venture. But earlp in the mozning he cloathed him, and de- 
parted from Lecna, and tok his way towards the P@z, wherein 
was the Pouller. 

This Paz was long, andthz@ Piles in compaſs , as the 
Chzonicles of Spain rehearſe, and all environed with Fai'n- 
tains that ſpzang ont of the m In the * of 

this 
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this Plain was a great Lake, wherein dwelled the Hydra on 
dp land. When Hercules was come unto this plate, the Hy- 
dra that never flept with both epes, Had alwaps the neck out 
ſtretthed on High, and the ear open, elpping him, ſuddenly came 
againſt him running with great fozce. Hercules abode, when he 
eſpped the marvailous Ponſfer, and had great pleaſure to ſee 
him: Me was ten fot High, and had as long a tail: He was foul 
and covered with hair: Ve had his body armed, and in his right 
Hand Held a naked Swozd, and in his left He carried a Shield, 
Hercules thus beholding him, ſuffered Him to come to him. 
Then the Ponſter ſpake to him, and laid, PW Gpant, wht- 
ther goeſf thou ⸗ Behold this Swozd, ſharplp on both ſides tut · 
ting : pet was there never man that Heard me ſpeak, but he 
dped by the point of this Swo:d. Fozaſmuch as J am the wiſeſt 
Creature that ever Nature made, Jam accuſfomed to make a 
queffion to ſuch men as J find, aud then deffrop them if they can- 
not anl wer thereto. J finde in mp Realm people dull as beaſts, 
without under ſtanding and have therefoze deffroped their blod, 
ſo will J do thine, if thon canf not aſſople a Sophilme that J ſhall 
make unto the. O thou man-Serpentine, (ſaid Hercules) thine 
Tloquence , thu Pꝛudente, thy cruel Swoz2d, foul and poluted 
with infinite homicides, make me nothing abaſhed, noz diſcoura- 
geth me : Jſoughr the, and am came Hither todeffrop the. And 
J will not onlu aſſoyl one of thy @Dophiſms, but as manp as thou 
canT deviſe : and know, that if bp fozce of mp wit, J aſſonl thy 
Sophiſmes and falacious arguments, J will do tothe like as 
thou wouldſt do to me: and if it happen that thy ſcience map not 
obertome me, pet defend the with arms, and that thou kep cthp : . 
life as well as thou tanſt. 

With theſe wozds, the Monſter made unto Hercules ſeven 
Sophiſmes one after another, all falacious and ſubtil: Then 
when Hercules had given ſolution to one, the Monſter replped 
bp ſeven Arguments. Yet Hercules, full of Phploſophie, and 
expert in all Sciences, made anſwer ſoſubſftanerallp to all Hig 
falacious Arguments, that he ſet him at a Non plug. Foz this 
caufe the Poets feign this Hydra had ſeven heads, az it a pear⸗ 
eth in the firſt Tragedn of Seneca, and ſap that when Hercules 

had 
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had ſmitten off one of the Heads, ſeven other heads tame again 
in the ſame place. In the end then, to purſue this matter, when 
Hercules Had ſo diſputed, the Serpent peilded to Hercules, in 
ſuch wiſe as he wiſt not what to ſap, Hercu'es ſaid unto Him: 
Serpent inhumane, we have fought long enough with the 
tongue. Take thy Dwozd, J map no longer with-hold my hand 
from ſmiting the, and aſſay if theu be as ſubtil in arms, as thou 
art in language. Pwoz fol , ſaid the Serpent (which was full 
of P2ide ) Rnoweſt not thou, that bu rap part Serpentine, J 
have tnfeced all this Countrep » And J will this dap dz ink thy 
blood, aud devcur thy bodn: wherefoze make watch, and keep 
ther well. f 

Without moze wezds Hercules enhaunſed his (wozd, fo to 
have (mitten his adverſary, but he could not lo ſon huſt him, bur 
the Serpent gabe him firſt two ſfrokes, one with his Þword, 
and the other with his tail, wherewith he had almoſt ſmitten 
him down to the ground, Per Hercules abode ſanding, and with 
hig Swoꝛd lifted up, He ſmote the Monffer upon the Helm with 
ſuch ſtrength, that he cruſhed the Helm, and made Him a wound 
inthe head. Ar this ffroke the Serpent was full of furp , and 
with his Swozd (mote Hercules the ſecond time upon the helm, 
that 2 ſparkles and the fre flew our , and the Helm was bzo⸗ 
ken, &c. 

Hercules that never befoze had reccived ſo great a froke, 
pꝛomiſed him that he would revenge it, and {mote him right an⸗ 
gerlp. Their ſtrokes were great and deadly, thep {mote cach at 
other long, and thep were both of them of great courage. But 
when Foztune Had enaugh cheriſhed them both, ſhe turned a- 
gainſt the Serpent ſoearneffly, that after manp ſtrokes, Hercules 
{mote His Swozd within the Helm into his Head, and bare him 
dead unto the earth. | 

Hercules rejopced greatly, when he ſaw the Ponſker put to 
the fopl , and went foz to fetch the King of Lerna, with Deja- 
nica, and his folk, and b2zought them to ſ& the Ponſfer. When 
he had ſhewed them the Ponſter, he made a great fire and burn- 
ed it, Wherefoze there were given unto Him great praiſes. 
He was bzought to the Citp : Lerna, with great glow of = 
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dies and ol Gentlewcmen , who conveyed Him unto the Kings 
Palace ſinging melodtouſlp. Dejanica then rejopced greatly in 
the tryumphant viaozy of her noble Husband. When Hercules 
Had tarried there a while, he departed thence, and went to A- 
thens , where Theſeus received Him gloziouſip. Then Hercules 
and Atlas Held ®chol in Athens, foz as much as then of Athens 
were quick of wit, and gate themlelves all to learn Sctentes. 
There thep were a great while, introducing and infozming 
them of Athens in Phyloſophie, but eſpectally in Aſtronomy. 
Atlas pzofited in ſuch wiſe , that the Students there laid, He 
ſuſtained and bare the Heavens on his ſhoulders. O noble ver: 
tuous man. UWhen Hercules had ſpent ſome time there, and 
ffudicd ſo long that His Doarine had given light unto the Athe- 
nians, He departed from thence with great bemoaning , and 
bzought His TWife unto the City of Lycia And then wag ſo 
greatly renowned, that from all the Realms of Greece, there 
came daily to him Noblemen and other, to pꝛolit in Uertue, No- 
bleneſs, Yonour, Arms, Philoſophy, Aſtronomp, and all other 
Lerfecions, 


CHAP. XIX. 
How Hercules went into Spain and fighting on the Sea, vanquiſhed 
King Gerion, and took the Ciry of Megidda. ; 


Bout the time that Hercules flouriſhed in bertue, and Hig 
Name was boznfrom Realin co Realm by glozious Re- 
nown as the Chꝛonicles of Sp⸗i n rehearſe, there was a King 
of the Citp of Megidda , that ftandeth upon the River of Gau« 
dian, that thzough his Tpzannical dealings, began to make His 
name habe a great repoꝛt, bu many tyzanmes, that no man could 
tell the third part. This Tyrant had to name Gerion, he wag 
Bing of Andaloſie, and Deſtremadure, and allo of the Poun: 
tains of Galicia, and Portugal. The Poets feign, of this Ty- 
rant, that He had thz&@ heads, foza'much as he Had two Bze⸗ 
thꝛen, great Gyancs, which were all of one Nature, and com- 
plexion, and theu were lo united together, that all that the one 
would, the other would: they were neber in diſcozd. Gerion was 
the 
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the wozff of all. Me tauſed to be made a Temple, in the City 
of Megidda, and 02dained all then that were Noble ſhould there 
Have their Jmage and Sepulture: and that men ſhould make 
the remembzanceg of all the men of note that he ſhould ſlap, to 
the end, there ſhould be a memozp of them hereafter. Thus he 
and his Bzethzen tprannized, not onelp over fraugers, but his 
neighbours, and pitped no man, inſomuch that he got him ane 
bil name: And the Affricans whom then perſecuted moze then 
ann, went and complained to Hercules, bn Affers command, 
as to the oneln deſfrover of Tprants and Penſfers, and requeſt- 
ed him , to deliver them out of that Tribulation, When ler- 
cules underſkod the complaint of the Aﬀcicans , and was adver» 
tiſed of the Tyzannp that Gerion and his Bzethzen uſed; Þe 
deſigned to go into Heſperie , and pꝛomiſed to the Aﬀricans , that 
then ſhauld have ſhoztlu tpdings of him. And asked them of che 
ffate of King affer. And when then had told all that thev knew, 
they returned with great joy into their countrep, Hercules from 
thencefozrh, diſpoſed him to go into Heſpecie , wherefoze His 
Wife Dejanira made great ſozrow, The Renown of this vop- 
age was ſpread in all the Country, In ſho2t time there came 
moze men of Arms into Lycia, to ſerve Hercules then he lent 
fot, He was lo god, bountiful, wiſe and valiant, that he gave a⸗ 
way all his ſpoils, wherefoze every man would follow him, foz 
no man ſerbed him, but He rewarded and enriched him in wealth 
and happineſs, When his Armn was ready, he tak leave of 
Nejanira , and departed out of the Realm of Lycia, Panp a 
tear was ſhed at His departing , as well of Dejanica, as of His 
Schollers that learned of him. Theſeus and H ſpan, Atlas and 
Philotes, were with him. During this vonage, he ſtudied oft 
times with Atlas, and was never Idle, without doing ſome» 
what that ought to be remembzed, Me arrived in Affrick, where 
He found Aﬀec , who recetved him wozſhipfully» From Affrick 
Hercules paſſed by the ffraft of Gibralter and went into the 
Gades, that now we call Galicia, and peopled the Countrep foz- 
aſmrc5 as he found there god land, and delivered this people 
unto a noble man named Pniliſtines. This Pniliſtines, as Boc- 
cace rehearſeth in the Oenealogte of Gods, wag lon 1 Ring 
Agenor, 
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Agenor, Son of King Belus. Philiſtines then raigned in Gali- 
cia, and was after named the Pꝛieſt of Hercules, foz when Her- 
cules had vanquiſhed the Tprants of Heſperie, he founded there 
a Temple, which he held after in great reverence, Always ag 
Hercules peopled and inhabited this Land, he did cauſe to he made 
Pillars oz Columnes High and marvaileus great, and ſet them 
upon the Sea: andupon every Pillar oz Columne, he made an 
image of Hard fone in the likeneſs of Hercules, clad with the 
Skin of a Lyon. And one of the Images held a Table wherein 
was wꝛitten with letters of Gold, Paſs no further co ſeek land, nor 
go to conquer ſurther any Realms in the Weſt, for thou ſhalt finde rv 
more Land, &c. 

The noble Hercules went then into the Countru , where 
ffandeth now. the Citp of Sivil , which was not then founded, 
and found by His ſcience , that therehould be builded a City 
of great renown : in memoꝛp therepf, heſet up in that place 
a pillar of Hard ones , and thereupon ſet an Image holding in 
His Hand wzitten, there ſhould be made one of the greateſt Ci 
ties in the world. This land of Gaſicia appertained to Gerion, 
Then when Hercules had made this p 
now fandeth- Sivil : He Had a gr 
the Citp , foz the Countrp was bern go commodions. 
But Atlas by the ſcience of Aſfronomp d Him tothe 
contrarn, ſhewing him bp certafn ſigns, that it wag bp deſtiny 
that another ſhould build the City. And therefozexiigh the Pil⸗ 
lar, he made a column of white Parble , upon which od tte 
Image of Hercules great and rich, that held one Hand againſt 
the Eaft, wherein was wꝛitten: Here hath been Hercules. And 
— the other hand he ſhe wed the wziting that the other Jmage 

eld. 

Theſe things accompliſhed , Hercules departed from thence 
and left to Jnhabic and kp the Country eight Hundzed men 
of His, of the Countrp of Scythia, that were ſfrong and expert 
in Arms, and with god will then abode there, becauſe the 
Country was plentiful. Then went Hercules bp the banks of 
the Sea, into the laſt and furthermoſk part of Europe, and ſail- 
ed ſa far that he entred into the River of Guadiana, where be 
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Tpꝛant Gerion dwelled, and abode in the Citp of Megidda, 
The ſame time that Hercules entred into the River , Gerion 
went up to the top of an High Tower, where he might ſe all 
about the Countrey, to eſpie if anp perſon came, upon wham he 
might exercile his Tyrannp: Me had not ben long there, when 
he beheld the River, and ſaw che Army of Hercules: And ſ&ing 
this Armp, he had great jon, foz he thought in all hae he ſhould 
overcome them. Without other delay, be aſſembled His Com- 
plices, and ſounded to Arms, Within a little while all his men 
that were ready with arms, came unto him to know what he 
would » When Gerion was armed, and ready to go to the battel 
he declared to His people His intention. Thenentring into His 
Gallep as haſfilp as he could he went from Megidda, appoach- 
ing toward the Greeks. Thug rowing fozth, it hapned t hat be 
met a little Boat: And from as far as he ſaw it coming, be 
went againſt it, and arreffed it. In this Boat were uo moze 
then two Parriners and Hiſpan, Gerion then called Hiſpau, 
and demanded of him whither he went, and what He was? Truly 
fir, anſwered Hiſpan, Jam a Greek, and have intention, to go 
to the King Gerion , that is now in his Citp of Megidda, to diſ⸗ 
patch a meſſage J am charged wich. Peſſenger (laid the King) 
if pe (ek Gerion, pe nerd go no further, foz J am pe, whom pe 
ſpeak unto, Sir (anſweced Hiſpan) ſince that pou be He to whom 
mp meſſage appertaineth, J let pou Have knowledge in the 
name of the vortuous Hercules, that he is an enemp to pour vi⸗ 
ces; and to cozrec pour great and abominable treſpaſſes , he is 
come into pour Dominion: PMeſſenger (anſwered Gerign) How 
is Hercules ſs pʒeſumptueus as to take upon him to come and 
tozred mp Uices » De knows little with whom he Hath to do 
go tell him, that he ſholl finde me bur it ſhal] be to ſon fo2 his 
health, and that J will feaff Him in ſuch wile ere He eſcape me, 
as J have bien accuſfomed to fealf frangers, Hiſpan departed 
with thefe wozds, and returned to Hercules, and told him woꝛd 
foʒ wozd what Ger ion had ſaid unto him: mozeoberhelaid, he 
would meet with Him ſpærdiln, pꝛepared and readp to begin the 
battel. When Hiſpan had finiſhed his meſſage , the Galleps of 
King Gerion appeared aud were ſen from far. Hercules 3 
en” 
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the Greeks had great jop and began a loud ſhouting, in ſounding 
Trumpets, Fifes, and Tabours. Gerion and his folk ſceing and 
bearing their Enemies, they likewiſe began to ſhout, and make 
a merbailoug great nopſe. The Air was flled with a great and 
jopful nople. In this outragtous nopſe, the two Yoſts appꝛoa⸗ 
ched each other, At their encountring was not ſpared Darts, 
round ffones, noꝛ Arrows. They of Heſperie had abundance of 
Darts, which they uſed and caff on the Greeks ag if it had ben 
rain. The crpes redoubled on the one ſide, and cn the other: 
ſothat there were mann llain and hurt. Chep were el men of 
War: each man bare him valiantlp, and amongſt all other, 
Hercules Faving his Bow in hand, flew ag manp enemies, as he 
Got Arrows. The ſhot dured leug. When'it failed, thep fought 
Hand to hand. Then began the Battel to be eager and hard. 
Gerion ſhewed himſelf bopſferous , and expert in arms, and ut 
ta death many Greeks, hut fo; one that ge flew, Hercules flew ten 
of the Heſpet ians. | : 

At the encounter of the Gallevs where were many hurt, Her- 
cules tut Hig Club and ſmiting one of the Galleps, that thought 
to Have grapled and boarded hig Gallen, He made it cleave in ſun⸗ 
der, andthe water came in ſo ſuddainlp that the moſt part of 
them in that Gallep were dzowned , without engaging. After 
this, Hercules tame th another Gallen, and there did marvzils : 
all that he hit with his Club were dead, oz ſoze hurt. S.me he 
Hzained, and of other He bzake legs and arms. It ſeemed to 
thunder with him: He did lo beffir him, that each man fled frem 
Him, and there was no man that withfod him, oz durſt abide 
bim: When he ſaw this, He put himſelf fozth to exploit great 
affairs. Leaping from Gallen to Gallen, and made ſo great 
faughters, that Hig people by Hiz god example abounded in va⸗ 
four and puifſance, and the Heſperians diminiſhed : and had ſo 
much damage that all things went againſt them. Gerion tonſi⸗ 


dering, that foztune was dis enemp, ſounded a retreat, and left 
the battel. | 


CHAP. XX. 
How Gerion affailed Hercules the ſecond time, before Megidda , how 
Herculei flew his brethren,. vanquiſhed, and conſtrained Gerion to 


flie, 


Wb Hercules ſaw his enemies buſie to withdzaw,he ſouy- 
ded the retreat, fozaſmuch as it was near night and alſo 
becauſe he had encloſed the Galleps of Gerion , that then might 
not return into his Citp without paſſing by him. When the 
two Armies were withdzawn Gerion in the darkeſt of the night, 
Shipped and went into the City of Valericia , wheroof ene of 
his Bzethzen was King, and put Him there in lafetp, in purpoſe 
to make the greateſt Army that he could to come upon Hercu- 
les. Hercules after the retreat , anchozed His Galleps upon the 
River of Gaudiana, andpaſſed there that night: cn the moz⸗ 
row when he ſaw that Gerion and His folk were fled, and were 


not upon the Sea within ſight, be rowed up unto t he Citp ok 


Megidda, twk land and aſſailed fiercelpthe Citp. The afſault 
was eager and ſharp, and the Megiddans deſended themſeltes, 
but then were lo diſ-furniſhed with men of War, that they could 
not Hold out, but opening the Town to the Greeks „ peilded ta 
Hercules. Thus was Hercules Lozd of the pzincipal Citp that 
Gerion had, he entred into it, and the Greeks with him. The 
Citp was well pzobided with biauals. So that ſince they de- 
parted out of Greece, then found no where ſo god Foztune. Her- 
cules held Him there a ſpace of time, ſearching in what place he 
might finde Gerion. During theſe things he went unto the Tem⸗ 
ple, to thank His God, Jn this Temple were many Sepul⸗ 
tures, garniſhed with very fair marvailous Piſtozies-. Among 
other, there was one paſſing rich: faz the remembzante of Ge- 
rion, of fine gold, environed with thirty Kings , whole heads 
were (mitten off. Hercules abode at this Sepulture , and de- 
manded of the Citizens wherefo:ze ſerved che Statues and J- 
mages lo rich. A Citizen ſaid to him that they were the Se⸗ 
pultures of the Noble men of their Realm, and that King Ge- 
rion had bzoughr up that _ to make theſe — 
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Have remembꝛante of them that were valiant in Arms, Fux- 
thermoze (ſaid that ſame man) as ſen as in this Country a man 
Hath put a Nobleman to death, then Fe makerh a remembzance 
of that dead man upon his Sepulture. And foza'much as King 
Ger ion in his time hath lain thirty Kings, he cauſed this Se⸗ 
pulture to be made which pou \@, meaning to be buried here in 
the end of his dans. When Hercules heard this, that the Citi⸗ 
zen ſaid; he anſwered , He held himſelf happy he had eſcaped the 
Sw2d of ſuch a Tyzant, that put ſo many Kings to death, and 
made his Pꝛavers to His God : After this he returned to the 
Palace, and there came ts him the Pelleuger ck King Gerion : 
who by the power of his Paſter, commanded Him to avoid the 
City, and the Realm, oz elſe make god watch, Hercules an; 
{wered that he was entred into the Realm, and into the City, 
with ſtrength of arms, and he would nat go out thereof , untill 
one had taken from him his Swoꝛd by fozce of Arms, oz untill 
the time that he put the Countrep in bediente. 

The Pellenger returned from Megidda, with this anſwer 
to Gerion, who was with His two Biethzen: thep twk the 
woꝛds of Hercules impatientlu, and [ware then would avenge 
them of Him, To be ſhozt, then went to the Sea with a great 
Army. , * 

Then rowed and ſailed with all their frength unto Megidda : 
the Wind and Fortune (uffered them in few days , ta arrive at 
the Pot : Hercules was adviſed of their coming, who ſuffered 
them to take land, and let them reſt that dan: then were fifty 
thouſand men. When then landed it was late, and ſ&ing the 
Gzeeks made no defence at their landing, then laid one to ano- 
ther, that then durſt net come fozth and fight them. Thinking 
all to have won advantage, thereupou concluded, that on the 
mozrow then would affail the Citp verp early.. - Upon this con: 
cluſton, Gerion and his Bzethzen conſidered of things apper⸗ 
taining to the Allault, menacing greatly Hercules and hig 
G:z#ks who were then in Megidda, thinking likewiſe on their 
affairs; not onelu in the intention to defend them from their 
enemies, but to iſſue out the dau following, ta aſſail them by 
Battel, as.[on as the night paſſed, A little befoze the __ ri⸗ 
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ſing, on the mozrow, Hercules made two battalions. Jn the firff, 
he put a thouſand fighting men, and conducted them. Jn theſe- 
cond he put the reſidue of His Armp, and made Theſes Captain 
of them. After this, when he had verp well trained his people, 
and ſet them in godorder, he admoniſhed them te do their endea⸗ 
vour, and minded them ef certain things, but could not finiſh his 
his ſpech; Foz that ſame time Gerion, and his bzethzen, with 
their folk, made their appꝛoaches to aſſail the City, and made la 
great noiſe, that all about it redounded. 

When Hercules heard this upꝛoar, he opened the Gate, to be- 
held what new things was there. And at the iſſuing cut he ſaw 
his enemies haſt them to the Fozts and Malls, with Ladders 
and other Engines fit foz an aſſault. Then he began to laugh in 
Himſelf, and bade his men follow him: and went ſtreight wan 
fozth to begin the Skirmiſh, 

When Gerion ſaw Hercules, he knew Him, . by his Skin of the 
Lycn , and his Club, and ſhewed him to His Bzcthzen , that 
marvailed of him, becauſe he came alone upon them. Lee here 
is our moꝛtal adverſarie ( ſaid Gerion) He is full of Pꝛide, and 
ſetteth little by us: Let us aſſail Him all the, and deſtrop Him: 
all the geld in the wozld hall not ſave his life, Hercules with 
theſe woꝛds, came ſo nigh the thie Gyants , that he could well 
ſpeak unto them, and laid: Ye evil Tprants , lap down pour 
weapons : It is now no time to aſſail the Citp , it behoveth pou 
to diſpoſe pen toenter into battel. The batrel is ready, begin 
at me, and Jat pou, and let us fight together till moze tome. 
Mith theſe wozds He lifted up his Club and charged the ſkrolte 
ſo ſore upon one of the ther Bzethzen , that he caſt his Shield, 
and all affonied bare him tothe earth. When Gerion and his 
other bzother, law their bother ſo bozn down, they [mote with 
their ©wozds upon Hercules, with great fury, and fo impleped 
their fkrength, that they b2ake off part of His Armour, With 
theſe two ſtrokes of their Dwozds, Hercules retetbed moze then 
an hundzed darts upon his bodp , Hawloever the Swords no2 
Darts were not ſo Hard tempered, that then c uld pierce the 
armour of Hercules, noz Hercules left not to wozke with his 
Club, but he lift it up on High and ſtroke it upou the ſetond bꝛo⸗ 
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ther ok Gerion, ſo luffily, that from the top to the Helm He bzutt⸗ 
ed him, and lmote him to the ground, like as if a great Rock 
had fallen on His Head. 

Ge tion was ſoze afraid to ſa {0 great a ſſroke, and with a won⸗ 
derful angry and fierce heat, He laid upon Hercules, and gabe Him 
ſo great a ſtroke upon the Helm with his Swoꝛd that he mate 
the fire ſpring out: hut the Yelm was lo Hard that the Swoꝛd 
could not enter. Then was Hercules enbircned with bis Ene- 
mies, and was ſmitten in many aſplace upon his bodu. The He- 
ſperians defired ſoze to ſ their Swozds dped with the blod of 
Hercules, but Hercules put Himſelf in defence, joyous that he 
might emplon Hig ffrength upen them. 

And when he pꝛobed him thus upon one and other, and would 
ſuffer none to come nearer then his arm and Club could reach, 
and that His enemies moze and moze came about him, Malicn 
that was Nephew to Ulifles iſſued out of Megidda, with a thou: 
ſand men of the Armpof Hercules, And\e&ing ſo great a tum⸗ 
pany about Hercules, was aſſured that he fcught there, He and 
his people addzeſſeb them thitherwards, making lo great a crie, 
and ſetting on ſo valiantly, that in bearing down all befoze 
them, then tame and found Hercules where he had flain moze 
then fix Hundzed of His enemies, and that he fearednothing. 
Thep that bare the Scaling-Laders and other Engines were 
tonſtrained to calf them down, and go to the Battel, which was 
grievous and hard: aud there were many Knights lain. Ge- 
rion foz His part, beſfirred Himſelf terriblp : Mis 15zother that 
was firlk beaten, after he was carried aut of the pꝛels tame un⸗ 
to the field again: and in his coming he made great rom amcng 
the Greeks , He was ſtrong and puiſſant, and bare a very heavy 
Guiſarme, the edge of whith was ther great fot long, he did 
marbails with this Guiſarme , and beat down lo manp of the 
Greeks, that the nopſe aroſe greatly about him. And this neiſe 
and larum came to the ears of Hercules. Then Hercules left 
them that he fought with, and as ſon as he ſaw the Gpant, that 
dealt with the Greeks as He would, not well contented with thae 
Guiſarme: liftea up His Club, and (mote the Gpant upon the 
Woulder, empleping bis frength in ſuch wile, that the — 
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bzake and bare Him down to the ground, not full dead, but in 
worſe effate : foz He might not relieve himſelf, and muſt nerds 
due under the fert of the men ol Arms very miſerably. 


At this time Theſeus and Hiſpan, with the reſidue of the 


Greeks, came unto the battel vern jopfulln, and finding their 
enemies ont of arrap, and without ann tondua, then skirmifhed 
among them ftercelp , and flew\o many that all che place was 
covered. Hiſpan and Theſeus cleft the heads of many Knights : 
thep were expert in fears of arms, At their coming then made 
their enemies to retire , and wan upon them with lo god Foz⸗ 
tune, that by their means Gerion loſt ahobe thirty thouſand men. 
In ſhazt (pace p battel was (ſuch about Hercules, that His enemics 
knew not where to ſabe them. And Gerion being advertiſed cf 
the death of His ſecond Bzcther, turned His back and fledunto the 
Dea, blowing His hozn, anen they endeabcured ſuddenly to put 
chemſelbes to flight, and thep that could ſave ti emſelves, (avsd 
them without delan. Hercules, Theſeus, and Hiſpan with abcut 
twelve hundzed Greeks followed them lwiktlu: entring imo 
ſome of their Ships, but Had not Barriners ſo ready, as the o⸗ 
ther, wherekoze then were alittle letted. 


CHAP, XXI. 
How Hercules purſued Gerion ; and vanquiſhing him, put him to 
death, at the port ofthe C orogue, 


4 ih was finiſhed. the Battel foz this dap, to the great 
loſs and diſhanour of Gerion, and the Honour and p20- 
fit of Hercules, Malion abode in Megidda, by the appointment 
of Hercules, tokep the Greeks that abode there, and-take the 
ſpoil of their enemies. Hercules on the other ſide ſailed after 
Gerion, who perceiving him was ſoze afraid, and fled : bis 
flight during thix days. Gerion had god arriners, who kept 
them warilp from boarding the Ship of Hercules, Sailing by 
the Mediceranian dea, from Coalt to Coaſt , now befoze , and 
now behind, but the end was ſuch , that on the fourth dap then 
were conffrained to abide Hercules at the battel upon the Bea, 
oz deſcend to land at the Corogne in Gallicia, Toſlie the — 
whereel

whereof then were in dcube, then left the Sea, andtok the Land; . 
at a Po2t imagining that then Gould well defend them again 
Hercules, f then were ten againſt one. As (wn as then bad 
taken K and at the Pozt of the Corogne, they trained them about 
che Pozt todefend the Sea, which was frong to take, And 
then Gerion warned his men, ſaying: here is the Hour oz the 
day that we muſt dye o2 overcome our enemies. Foztune hath 
dene us the wozlk ſhe tan, ſhe was wont to make all rangers 
tremble befoze our Swozde. Now ſhe maketh us to tremble be⸗ 
feʒe alittle numbevof people. Alas what ſhame is this. Dince 
we are at this point, there is no wap but to avenge this ſhame. 
Ik we abenge us at this time, we ſhall recover our Honour. F. 2- 
tune Hath bzought us into a bern god Pozt , as if the will raiſe 
us again, and make us Conquerours of our adverſaries : let us 
now defend the Pozt, Avenge our blod, avenge our ſozrow, aud 
avenge our damage. 

In the mean while that Oerion encouraged thug his folk, Her- 
cules and His company rowed ſo nigh the Poztr , that then were 
tome to ſfrckes, The Heſperians caſt upon Hercules round ſtoneg, 
darts with ſharp Jrons on the end, ſpears and [wozds . Againlt 
this the Greeks twk their ſhields and covered them, and put them 
in devcir, to win the Poze, But the caſfing of the Heſperians 
was ſo moztal , that it conſfrained their enemies to abide , and 
not appꝛoach the Pozt. Thep had at this Pozt great aboundance 
of ſfoties, The Heſperians kept well theentrp moze then thr& 
Hours, ſo that the Greeks could finde no wap noz means to reme- 
du it. At the end ot th:& hours, Hercules bern ſozrowful to ſee his 
men troubled, thought he would enter into a little Boat, and lo 
adventure Himſelf alone to win the Poꝛzt. 

Then he that doubted no ſtroke of ann moztal man, centred in- 
to a little boat, Nearing it himſelt, with help of the winde, which 
were fo2 His adbantage , hop ſed up the ſail, and adventuring as 
faſt as he could, He bzought the Boat unto the Pozr, hut he retei⸗ 
bed moze then an Hundred ſtrokes with ſtones : that his Sail 
that ffod up an end by fozce of the Minde, was ſmitten full of 
Holes, the cozds broken, and the Paſt overthzown, and the boat 
almoſt Elled with ſtones, 


Mot- 
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Notwithanding Hercules teaſed not at all kr in his enter 
pꝛize, but thzough he paſſed by all the frokes of his enemies, 
labouring ſo that he tek land, and thzuſt Himſelf among the 
Heſperians, and there he began to ſmite with his Club, on the 
right fide, and on the left , end long, and over ⸗thwart, with 
ſuch an abundance of valour and p2zoweſs , that all the place 
was ſo red with their blood and bzains, Theſeus and Hiſpan, and 
filty of the Greeks beſt armed, by the example of Hercules, tok 
alſo a lig! t boat, and adventured themſelves to win the Dort: 
Hercules was even at the mouth of che Pozt , He ſaw Theſcus 
come, and to make Him paſſage , he ran here and there, and did 
ſo much hurt to the Heſperians, that without great danger then 
tek land, and [pzang out of their boat, Then was the allault hot 
and furious. Gerion came tothe Landing of Theſeus , and at 
leaſt thze Hundzed of His men that fcllowed him. All they 
ſmote, and laid upon the Greeks , and of the fiftn then flew ten. 
When Theſeus and Hiſpan ſaw that, their hearts began to 
{well Thep encouraged {themſelves , and pierced the aſſcmbly 
of Gerion, and againſt one man that wag ſlain of theirs , then 
few fifty Heſperians, and there then uſed Shetr pzoweſſes, ſo that 
then did wonders by their Arms. 

Gerion eben dyed foz ſozrow that he migkt not come to Have. 
hig will on the Greeks ; He and his men were eager as Tygers 
that had been famiſhed. The Greeks were mighty and ſtrong 
ag Elephants: their ſtrokes were great, then doubted neither 
Dart noꝛ Swoꝛd, put all in adventure. The Battel was furi⸗ 
aus, and the Greeks recefved many a wound: alwaves Fiſpan 
and Thelcus by their marvaileus p:oweſſes ſaved them from 
death, and made paſſage thꝛough a great pzcſſe where Hercules 
was. 

Hercules that leſt nct to (mite , was verp glad when he ſaw 
Theſeus and Hiſpan, and their fo:tn Companions. Their com: 
ing colt Gerion the death of a thouſand men and moze ; foz Hers 
cules to encourage His men, added to his deds ffrengt.h uptn 
fkrength , p2owe(s upon pzoeweſs , confounding his enemies ſo 
d:cadfullp, dzawing them toward the Sea, that then that ſaw. 
bim, wiſhed then Had been intheir motbers womb: and in fly» 
ing 
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ing they were in ſuch halt, that they beat each other into the dea, 
and flew themſelves, 
Then was Gerion ſmitten ts the Heart with great ire, min: 
gled with impatience: ſs he put {imſelf into the pꝛels, and 
{mote not one lu upon Hercules, hut allo upon the companions of 
Theſeus : he (mote the firff man upon the Helm, that be clefc 
His Head unto the tech, Afcer he aſſailed another, and bare him 
to the earth, ſo aſtenied that He wiſt nor where he was. Conſe: 
quently, He made there a great Paſſacre ſuddenlp on the Greek, 
that he dped his Swozd with their blood, and the Greeks were 
tonſtrained to make a great crp, fo2 ſuccour, 
At this ſeaſon the Grecks that were left with their Gallens 
entred into the Pozt , and to Land eaſily. When Hercules 
Heard the cry that Hig men made, He ran thither to the aſſault 
and made about them anew nopſe, great and pitioug. Gerion 
knew that the nopſe came becauſe of Hercules, foz He ſaw him 
come and ſmite in the thickeſt of the Pzeſs , then he called co 
His folk, and cheared them, but Had there ſo great miſhap, that 
foʒ one ſtroke Hercules gave him with his Club bp chance, he 
was con{rained to depart the p2eſs, and to withdzaw him a- 
patt with them that were wearp, to take his bzeath, Gecion af- 
ter ward fought to his extremity, and caſfing his epes upon the 
gkirmiſh, he ſaw tFe Greeks upon the Pozt, and pꝛobiding them 
unto battel. Then he ſaw Haw then put many of his men tothe 
woꝛſt, and that He might not reſiſt it: all His loſſes came befoze 
His epes, and he began to ſigh, and laid with a dolozous heart: 
Alas, what ts the mutabilitꝝ of Foztune - Flattering fozture, 
what half thou thought? All the Honour thou Halt given me 
heretofoze, redounds now to mp ſhame : ſince thou haſt ſent me 
ſomanp gods, wherefoze haſt thou ſent'to me Hercules » This 
is the ceemyof all mp glozu. Me from a ſhining fame hath 
bzought me now untoa name full of darkneſs. Ik thou paſt 
given Him ſ(iiffictent ; Let him not come after me with his 
hozrible dxds. All mp veins be repleniſhed with Furies, mn 
heart murmuteth it ſelf bopling with ire. © what great miſ- 
Hap is this : ſince it muſt needs be J ſhall be unkeztunate, J will 
ve. ilp dye of the Club whercof J Have lern my bzother dye: 02 


— 


J will fake vengeance. Gecion all cut of His wit, with theſe 
wozds put him in the Pzefſe, crping; Gerion, Gerion , tocn- 
courage his men. Thus crying, and ſ&king Hercules, he put 
to death many Greeks: He was all furious ſo as His @wo2b 
was dyed with the blod of his encm'es, In the tud he tame to 
Hercules, and wit) his @wozd ſo dued, he ſmete him ſoze. Her- 
cules was weary, foz without ceaſing he ab de fighting by tHe 
ſpace of four hours, aud Had received. upon his arms ſo mann 
ffrokes, that no man could number them. Netwithiranding, he 
fled not at all from Gecion, but came ta him jopfully and fought 
agatnſt him wih lo great fozce , that all they that ſaw it mar- 
velled :* and after many ffrokes, Hercules ſm te him one ( 
great, that he b:uiſed Gerion, and beat the bzains out of his 
head, and (mecte the Helm off hig ſhaulders, ſo that he fell among 
the dead. 


CHAP, XXII. 
How Hercules founded the City of Coregne upon the Tomb of 


Gerion, 


Hus was the end of the unhappy liſe of Gerion the Tn» 

rant: he dued as his tw2 bzethzen did bp the Club ef Her- 
cules, Mhen the Veſperians ſaw him bzougft to that paſſe, a3 
ta taſte the bitter mozſel of death, all left their arms, bewatling 
ſozrowfully the death of Gerion, and fell into deſpair ; Do that 
ſome ſtaped ſt ill to be lain , others fled by Deſarts, Pountains, 
and the Banks of the Sea. When Hercules eſpped them lo 
diſmayed, he thanked his God, and purſued hig enemies. The 
purſuit dured unto the evening. The Greeks filed the Fields, 
the Pountaing, and the Maps bz the Sea, with blood. When 
the night was ceme, Hercules aud the Greeks withdꝛew them 
into the Galleps to refreſh themſetves. The hurt men were re⸗ 
membzed and com fozted with the Uico2p aud Spopl. The wea- 
ru men foꝛget the lab2ur and tayl that they had done. They 
reſted them after their travel, and paſſed the night over. Whemn 
it was day, Hercules iſſued out of Hig Gallen, and beholding 
the Pozt , it (med to him that a _ would tand wen _ 

an 
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and then ſald, that fozthwich he would make one there, and ton⸗ 
cluded to begin it. Yeſent to all places, where he knew ann 
people were thereabouts , and gave co each man knowledge 
that he was minded to make a Citp there, and rhe firſt perſon 
cher would come to put hand thereto, ſhould have the Govern- 
ment thereof: this thing was known in Galicia. Mann came 
thither, but a woman named Corogne was the firſt that tame. 
Aud therefore Hercules gave unto her the ruling thereof, and 
named it Corogne, in remembzance of the vinozp that he had 
there. Upon the body of Gerion he founded a Tower, and by his 
Art compoſed a Lamp burning continually day and right, with- 
out putting of anp thing thereto, Which burned afterward 
the ſpace of thꝛæ hundzed pear. Pozeover upon the pinnacle 02 
cop of the Tower, he made an Image of Copper, looking into 
the Sea, and gabe him in his hand a Looking-glaſs,having ſuch 
bertue, that if it 5 that any men of War on the Sea 
tame to harm the Ciep ſuddenly', their Armp and their coming 
Hould appear in this ſaid Locking - Glaſſe, aud that dured un 
to the time of Nabuchadonozar, who being adverciſedof the pꝛo⸗ 
pertp of the Olaſte, filled His Galleps with white things and 
green boughs and leaves, that in the Looking-Glaſſe then ap- 
peared no sther but a wood: whereby the Corognians not kuow⸗ 
ing of any other thing then their Glafſe ſhewed-to them, did not 
furni them wich men of Arms, as thep had been accuſfomcd 
when their enemies came. And thus Nebuchadonozar took the 
City in a mozning , deffroping the Looking-Glafſe and che 
Lamp. When the Tower was made, Hercules cauſed to come 
hither all che Paids of che Countrep, and willed them to make 
n ſolemn feaſt in rememdꝛante of the death of Gerion, Then he 
departed unto Megidda, where were pzeſentedunto Him one 
dundzed Oxen of the faireft. 


CHAP. XXII, 
How Hercales aſſailing King Cacws , overcame him, and how Cacus 
began to tyrannize in tel. 


A Feer this Conqueſt , ag Hercules intended to people this 


new Countrep, tydingg came to him, that in che Cicp of 
7 Cartha- 
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Carthagenia, a King and Gyaat Reigned, named Cacus, who 
was paſſing ebil and full of Tpzanny, and Hath lain by Hts tur⸗ 
led dealing the Kings of Aragon and of Navar, their Wives aud 
Childzen, and poſſeſſed their Dcigniozies , and alſo held in lub⸗ 
jeaion all the Countrp of Italy. Hercules received jonoufly theſe 
tpdings,and ſaid, by the pleaſure of God, He would aſap to take 
vengeance of the deathof the Kings of Arragon and Navarre. 
Then he diſpoſed him unto this work, and having an appetite to 
corzect the King Cacus, as ſoon as Armp might be read», he 
went unto the Realm of Caſtſle, where was King Cacus in the 
Citp of Carthagenia, that food beſide a Mountain named Mo- 
nachaio. And he paſſing bu many Realms that did him obey» 
ſante, fo2 Hig bertuous renown: he came to Carthagenia , the 
King Cacus came againff Him in Arms: foz He had been adver- 
tiſed of His coming. And as he entred into the frontiers, Cacus 
ſent unto him one of His Knights, that ſaid to Him theſe wozds: 
Hercules, thou open Tpzant, thou H ine Heart greater then 
thy body, and wouldeſt aſſail the Heavens, to conguer them, if 
God had given thee wings toflie: If thou doff ſeek peace and 
lobe, unto King Cacus, thpcqual in tonditton and Foztune, J 
ſalute the in his name: and if thou doff come as hisſenemp, J 
defie the in His name: And in no wiſe be thou lo Hardy as to en- 
ter into this Country. «If thou enter, know thou that thou ſhale 
find in Cacus, and in the Caſtilians ſo hard an encounter , that 
from thy evil adbenture hall no man of thy company be quit. 
Knight (anſwered Hercules) whatſorver pou be, pou ſhew not 
that pou have the heart of a Noble man, Foz it is a ſhame to all 
men, and eſpcciallp tea Noble man, to mil call oz ſpeak evil of 
another man. You have called me an open Tpꝛant, and alle 
you have compared me to the Tpzant Cacus. J anſwer pou to 
this Article, that Jam no Tpzant, but a deſtroper of Tyzanes : 
therefore return again unto Cacus, and cettifie him, that J have 
intention to ſhetv what Hate J have to Tp2ants : and within 
few days he ſhall receive a Hard encounter, notwithſtanding His 
bzavadoes. With this anſwer the Caſtilian departcd from Her- 
cules, and returned unto King Cacus, and told him wozd for 
wozd what Hercules Had laid. wo Cacus had heard this, be 
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was abaſhed not wit hſfanding he was a ſtrong and puiſſant Gy» 
ant, and had never found a man fronger than himſelf ; foz the 
renown of Hercules was then ſo great through the univerſal 
Wozld, chat the moſt frong.meſ? aſſured in Arms, and the moſt 

foztunate deubted bim, and trembled hearing ſpeak of his d#ds, 

Howbeit Cacus tek courage in Himſelf , and without ſign of 
being abaſbed, in the p:eſence of His Nobles, ſaid; Bleſſed be 

tte next daves, that Nature and Foztune ſhall bzing to ud, to 
make pꝛof aud fozce of our ſfrength. Nom it behaveth that Ca- 
file and Sicil ſhew the fo2ce of their arms, to defend King Ca- 

tus from the Claws of his enemies: and it is of ncteſlitp like⸗ 

wiſe, that King Cacus , foz his people put fozch the uttermoſt 

of his frength. Now gs we on my bꝛethꝛen and friends, we are 

rome to the Marre. The Greeks come upon Caſtile without a⸗ 

up quarrel, let ug go againſt them, and fight foz our Country: 

the Birds fight one agaipſt another for their J2eſts, and the 
dumb Beaſts fo; their * Nature leadeth them ſo to do, if 
he have the ſame Nature, the time is come that we ought to 
ew it, 

When the Caftilians and the Arragonnies that were there, 
Seard Cacus ſpealt, thep pꝛaiſed greatlp hig courage, and anſwe⸗ 
red all wich one doſce , thep were ready to aſſail their enemies. 
With thts anſwer the King did diſ-lodgeHis Hoaſt chat He had 
there in the Fields : and went fozth againſt Hercules, the 
fFretighteſf way he could. King Cacus deſired to finde Hercules. 
Hercules on the other ſide wiſhed to ſ@ Cacus. Then went (0 
long the one againſt the other , that (ſon after thep ſaw each o⸗ 
ther. nigh to a place where Hercules after founded a City, which 
was named Terr cone, Ag ſwn as then ſaw tach other, thep be- 
gan to make great jou, with ſhouts andcxies. Then thep train- 
ed them in ozder of battel , andmarched che one againſt rhe o⸗ 
ther lo ſharply, that then filled the air in ſhozt ſpace with ſhot of 
Arrows, taſtiug of Stenes, and Darts, At the beginning of this 
batttel, the Caſtilians bare them valtautls, and there were many 
of their part lain, moze bp hardineſs than foz fear. Foz then 
put themſelves to far forth. And then feared not the ſhat of rhe 
Greeks, though then were thick, that all the Grounds was ret 
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with their blood. And the Caſtilians which were lo far gone, and 
ſoze chaſed, were dziven back again to their fellowe. - When 
King Cacus ſaw his folk ſo ſoʒe beſtead, and Heard that then re» 
copled from the ſhot of the Greeks : Fe had very great (cxrow in 
bis Heart, and knew nat what to dato withTand the fozce of the 
Battel: Some fled, others went back , and others fell down, 
dead oz ſoze hurt. The Battel dured long to the ſozrowof King 
Cacus. But in the end the ſhot of the Grecks failed, and the Ca- 
ſtilians with Cacus recovered new ffrength , that then came to 
cloſe fight, hand to hand with their Swozds, they ſhed largeln 
the blood of them of Tyre, and of Ancone, which were in the firſt 
front of the bateels of Hercules. 

The noiſe arole great: there were many Shields bzsken, and 
skins of Lions cut in pietes. As Cacus app:oached, it ſemed as 
a Tempeſt : He was ſtrong, kerte, and outragious in ſmiting, 
each of his ffrokes was the death of a Greek. Me did lo much, 
that the cries of them that were about Him mounted up into ths 
Air, that the Caſtilians Had well nigh won all, and began tz 
rejopce fo: their god fozrune, and chaſing the Greeks to death: 
but like as a clear dap ig oftentimes troubled by a dark Cloud, 
ſo bp the alone coming of Hercules to gkirmifh, all their jon was 
troubled, and turned info moztal loſſes, Foz the deadly arm of 
Hereules laid about Him ſo terribly , that He beat down the Ca- 
ſtilians, like as a Power with His Scythe cutteth down the 
gras in a green Peadow, When Cacus faw Hercules ſo foun⸗ 
der his men, his blod was on fire, and He wag ſo excedingly 
enraged, that in a great furn He pꝛeſented Himſelf befoze che 
front of Hercules, and (mote Him with His Swoꝛd ſo furiouſly, 
that He cleft hes Shield in two parts. The Caſtilians ſ&ing 
the Shieldof Hercules flte in pieces , thought that Cacus Had 
put him to death, then then made a ſhout foz jon, but it dured 
not long: foz Hercules lift up his Club and ſmote Cacus upon 
the top of the Helm with ſuch ſkrength, that it ſ@med to Ca- 
cus he had been [mitten down with the greateſt Rock in Spain, 
Pet netwithſtanding Cacus abode ſtanding in his place, chal- 
lenging Hercules to the death, and ſmote Him with all His 
might. At this alſailing , the Caſtilians Hoping in the . 
| 9

of Cacus, then all aſſailed Hercules. 
Hercules wag gone ſo far among bis Enemies, that ße was 
ſeparated from hig companp. When he heard Cacus thzeaten 
Him to death, and ſaw that the Caftilians aſſapled him, and 
came to him from all ſides, his heart was filled with fury, and 
abandoning the thickneſs and Hardneſs of bis Skin of che Lion 
to the Swoꝛds of them all with:at revenging Him, ſave onely 
againff Cacus, He ſmote Him without meaſure. Cacus fought 
with the ſpirit of a Tyzant chafed , Hercules fought with a 
heart nouriſhed in Wertue. Both of them were fierce; ffrong, 
and of great · courage: But when then had both enougheach of 
other, at length the ſtrokes of Hercules were ſo great and fozce- 
able that the Cgoulders of Cacus,nd2 His Head could ſuffatn them, 
So in the end, after their battel had dured two hours, Cacus 
could no moze ſufter Him, but fled, 

When Hercules ſaw that Cacus fled, he meant not to follow, 
but foz the Uicozy , began to hew on the Caſtilians, Arragon- 
noys, and ſuch others as he found; fot he lekt no man alive be- 
foe him, voung noz old, fehle noz ſtrong. Hiſpan and the other 
of his ſide, made their fears ok Arms to flaurich. The Battel 
was ſharp : fo2 the Greeks doubled and redoubled their rokes 
and flew manp of their enemies. In the end, when Cacus Had 
taken His bzeath, he put again into the middle at one ſide, where 
His folk fled, and made them tarrp, ſmiting and beating the 
Greeks moze terribly than he had done befoze, whereof the cries 
aroſe ſo High, that Hercules fighting on another ſide, heard, and 
ran thtiher at all adventure, And as he eſpped Cacus, He went 
befoze him, and b;oke the pzeaſs , and ſmote down (o ſoze, that 
Cacus knew Him, but durſt not abide him, but fled awap again. 
Then the Greeks made a ſhout , and a jepfal noiſe, ſo that an 
the Caſtilians fled ſome Here, (ome there, to the great Hurt and 
loſs of Cacus : Foz of all his people there was left no moze but 
fifty which ſaved themſelves upon the Mount of Tcnchayo, 
which {od there by. But with great effuſicn of bload of them of 
Caſtilia , that thought to Fave mcunted up with tie other, ſo 
that it (emed there Had been a Spzing of Blood, the Caves in the 
UGallep were filled with bled; powbeit Cacus ſaved Himſelf Are 
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fifty of His men upen the Ponntaines, as the Chzonicles of 
Spain rehearſe, When he was above , and inſure peace, he re- 
turned, and looking down to the foot of the Hill, law ſo mann Ca- 
ſtilans, that were without number dead, oz in danger to dye: 

he Had great (ozrow then at his heart, not foz pitp, but deſpite, 
and foz the dangers that he law he muff paſſe. Anon after her 
law inthe Champaigue, each quarter and place ther e, all cove: 
red wich them of his party, and of their blood. Alſo he ſaw 
them that ſled taken, and bzought to the hands of the other. 

Theſe things conſidered, the deſolation of his Dominion, and 
puniſhment of his tyzannp was to him evident: he thought then 

that Hercules would ſon conquer all che Country: for they o⸗ 

beped him thzough fear and not foz natural love. 

Notwithſfanding, he deſpaired not, albeit that He ſaw the pu⸗ 
iſſance of his men deſfroped bp the Club of Hercules, and knew 
that he might no mo2e raign in that Country, becauſe they were 
all ſlain, then he returned unto his Sciente, and as ſozrowful 
as he was, he entred into a Houſe he Had there, but firſt appointed 
twelve of his men to keep the paCage of this Pount, which wag 
ſs ſtraight and narrow, that there could go up bit one man at 
once. » 

When Hercules and his men had put to death all their Cne- 
mies, Hercules began to aſſail che Rock, and got upon the de⸗ 
gres-o; ſtairs: but then ſuddainlp then that kept the Paſſage, 
taſt upon him great ſtones, in (o great a boundante, that of force 
he was tonſtrained to deſcend. When Hercules ſaw that he muff 
withdzaw him, he obeped Foztune, notwithfanding he made 
a bow, that he would never depart from the fot of the Rock, 
til He had tonſtrained Cacus to deſtend, by famine oz otherwiſe: 
This bow made, Hercules came unto the fot of the bill, where 
the battel had ben, and made the place clean, and purged it of 
the dead bodies,and of the blind of them that lap dead. After that 
He made His Tent of houghs and leaves, and his Bed of freſ 
grafſe, and commanded that everp man ſhould lodge there. 
When the dap was ended, and night appzoched, the Greeks 
were weary, fo: then had all dap laboured iu arms, and would 
fain have reit, and made god chear, with that thep had, And — 
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ter they had oꝛdained and ſec their Match, as Well to lep the 
Coat, ag toltææp the Rock that Cacus ſhould uot come down, then 
laid them down upon the graſs , in ſuch wile as then were actu⸗ 
ſromed when they were in the War, an) ſo ſlept that night. 

On the mozrow, Hercules parted the Hoaſt in twain, and ſent 


Hiſpan with one of them into Arragon, and Navarre, and he re⸗ 


mained with the other Hiſpan in the name ok Hercules, wag 
jopfully rett ibed of the'Nevacroys,aud of the Arragonnoyes, And 
then all made to him obepſance., acknowledging Hercules to be 
their Loid, and the moſt vertuous Pꝛince that was in the welk. 
When Hiſpan Had ſubdued them, He returned unto Hercules, 
Hercules lan pet fill befoze Monchayo, and there held Cacus 
in ſubjeaion, that he would not iſſue out. Cacus and his follt 
were then in great want of victual, æ then wiſt not what to cat 
oz dzink. They deferred as long as they might, hor ing that He: » 
cules would be weary of being long there. But in the end, when 
their Uicudls failed, they ſaw that chep muſt nerds adventure 
themſelves ta teme dywvn.,-Cacus by His Stiente made certain 
ſecret things to go down into their fomachs, and after put 
thereto fire, and taught all the other to do lo, then luddenly ag 
then felt the fire iſlue out of their mouthes, the fume and {moke 
in ſuch abundante, then ſeemed all on a light fire, then by the 
rounſel of Cacus, then adbentured themlelves to deſtend down in 
running, and caſting fire and fume lo impetuoullp, that Hercules 
and the Greeks thought it Had ben a Tempeſt of Lighening 
from the Heavens, and had burnt the Pountains; for it was a 
thing to make men ſoze abaſhed : and thus they eſcaped the dan- 
ger of Hercules at that time, Foz during all that dap the Rock 
was full of -\mioke and fume that Cacus Had made, and the ſinoke 
was ſo material, that it (emed darkneſs. 1 2 
Cacus and His folk thus paſſed the Yoſt of Hercules and the 
Greeks : Then Hercules who was the wiſeſt Clark in u the 
Wold , ſo emploped Himſelf in udp , he tok His Boks and 
began to ſearch how and bp what reaſon the fire deſcended from 
the Reck: Heread much, but all things well conſidered , be 
found not that this fume came of natural things, whereof he ha 
great marvel, Then he ſent foz Atlas, that always was lodg 
43 
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ed behind the Yoſt, to be ſolitary, Mhen Atlas was come, he 
ſhewed him the (moak and fume that dared pet; then he told of 
the Lightning that had paſſed by the Holt, and demande d of him 
his opinton. Atlas knew tncontinent the fume, and anſwered to 
Hercules. Certes my Son, thou art moze ſharp in Science 
than J, foz mine age may not attain to ſo high things as thy 
youth. Yowbeit, fo2 as muchas 4 know, the growing of this 
thing long time paſt: J will tell the, (what J ſay thou Walt 
find true as J ſuppole, ) Therefoze know, that this fume is a 
thing artifictal, and made by the Crait of Vulcan, the Father 
of Cacus, who was an exellent Maſter in this Science, and 
was the inventer thereof: he made certain Pouatains in Cicily 
to buen, and ſhall barn continually o the end of the TUozld, 
Cacus which knew the Art of his Father, hath made this fume 
to eſcape thy hands, he is deſcendev with his company in the 
fo2zm of Lightning oz Tempeſt, and thus thy ſfrength ts decet- 
ved by his Science. Chen Hercules underſtood this, that At- 
las had ſatd to him, he greatly marvatled at the Science of Ca- 
cus, and could not believe it. Then to know the truth, he tok 
his Tlub, and went up th2ough the ſmoak, unto the top of the 
Kock ſ&king Cacus : but he found there neither man no2 beaſt, 
then he returned unto Atlas, and laughing, confeſſed to him that 
he had ſaid truth, and ſatd,he would make no purſate after him, 
fozaſmuch as he was ſo gentleman-like eſcaped. This dap they 
palſed over in ſpeaking and communing of Cacus and his father 
Vulcan, The day following, when the ſmoak and fume was va- 
niſhed away, Hercules began to behold the Country, and ſaw it 
was commodtons and fertile, and to the end that there ſhould 
ever be rememb2ance of him, he founded there a City which he 
named Terracone, fozaſmuch as he gave this Country to the 
Son of the King of Ancone, and there he made him dwell 
with his people, and with them sf Tyre. Hercules after this 
foundation, went to the City of Salamanque, and fozaſmuch ag 
it was well inhabited, he would make there a ſolemn ſfudy,and 
did make in the earth a great round hole in manner of a Study, 
and he ſet therein the ſeven liberal Sciences, with many other 
Books. 

; Y Then 
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Then he made them of the Country to come thither to ſtudy, 
but they were ſo rude and dull, that theiv wits could not com- 
p2tze any cunning of Science. Then fozaſmuch as Hercules 
would depart on dis voyage , and Wuld that this ſtndy were 
maintained, he made an Image of gold unto his likeneſs, which 
he did ſet up on high in the midſt of his ſtudy upon a Pillar, and 
made ſo by his Art, that all they that came befoze this Image, 
to have declaration of any Science, to all purpoſes, and all Sci⸗ 
ences, the Image anſwered, inſtructed, and taught the Schol⸗ 
lers with Students, as it had been Hercules in his pꝛoper per- 
fon, The renown of this ſtudy was great in all the Country, 
And this Study dyred alter the time that St. James converted 
Spain unto the Chziftian Faith : from Salamanque Hercules de⸗ 
parted and went into Caralogne, and founded there the City of 
Barſeloigne, which is a good City, And finally, when he had ac- 


compltſhed all theſe things, he ſent Atlas home again into his 
Conntry,but he held by him all his W zitings,foz he loved Books 
above all the riches of the Wozld, After he would give leave 
unto Phylotes to return unto his Country, but Phylotes refuſed 


his Congie, and ſaid to dim, that he would ſerve him all his life, 
and re puted his felicity mo2e great to be in his ſervice, then to 
goverti the Country that Foztune had put into his hand. Her. 
cules aſter this called Hiſpar, and ſaſd to him: Hiſpan, J know 
thy wit and thy valour , J have found thee alwavs wiſe and 
true. Thou art a man cf authozity, and very welt known in 
theſe Coaſts, J do now make and conffitute thee to be King o⸗ 
ver all this Country: and J do give unto thee cherge to love 
vertue, and maintain thy honour, Then bliſpan heard the gift 
that Hercules beſtowed on him, he fell down at his feet & thank- 
ed him, and excuſed him of that honour, But Hercules ſaid to 
bim, he would have it ſo, and delivered to him a certain number 
of his people to ſerve him, Aſterwards he cauſed him to depart, 
with great ſighs and ſozrows, Aud Hiſpan went then by all the 
Countries that Hercules had conquered from Gerion and Cacus. 
And from thencefo2th the Country was named Spain, after this 
Name: Wherefoze J wilt now-ceaſe ſpeaking of his Conqueſt 
of Spain , and will rehearſe the deeds of Arms that Hercules 
did in Lombardy, and of the death of Cacus. CHAP, 
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CHAP. XXIV. 


How Hercules fought againſt the eleven Gyancs of Cremona, and 
wnquiſhed them. 


Dw where are the Kings, Cmperonrs, Sonldans, and 
'V Pazinces, that A may ſpeak of the vertuous liberality of 
them, equal oz like nnto thoſe of Hercules > The men at this 
day fight one againſt another, and make many conqueſts: but 
they attribute them unto their ſingular pꝛoſtt. They reſemble 
not Hercules, he never fought but foz the common-weale of the 
Wozld, To purſue my diſcourſe , When he made Hiſpan King 
of all the Region of Hiperie, that now is named Spain, he ſent 
fo2 his Oxen, his Kine, and his Calves, and after departed from 
Barſeloigne, and took his way into Lombardy, he went on his 
fourney till he came niah the City of Cremona, which is but a 
days journey from Millan, There were in this City eleven 
Gyants, great of meaſure, Theſe eleven Gpants were all b2e- 
thꝛen, and ſons of Neleo, the ſon of Saturn. Thep called 
themſelves all Kings of this City, They held all eſtate Roy- 
al, howbeit their Revenues were but ſmall , but they wert 
ther ves, and robbed their neighbours, and made them always 
Marr. When they knew that Hercules app2oached their 
City, they aſſembled their Councel, and demanded one of ans- 
ther, if thep ſhould ſuffer Hercules to enter into their City 2 
All were of one opinion, that they ſhould not receivs bim, and 
they would ſend unto him one of them, which was named Ne- 
tor, that he ſhould not enter into Cremona, unleſs he firſt had 
vanquiſhed in battel the eleven B2ethzen, Neſtor at the com- 
mandment of the Gyants, departed from Cremona, and went 
to Hercules, whom he found with his little Army, lying but 
th: miles diſtant from Cremona, 

Then ſpake he to Hercules, and ſaid to him; Sir, J have ten 
1B:zethzen Kinos of Cremona, that have ſent me unto thee, fo2- 
aſmuch as thou entreſt into their Dominion, and they certific 
thee by me, that they will give unto the no paſſage into Ce- 
mona, unleſs thou firft — them, one after —_— — 
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vattel: therefoze chuſe whether thou wilt have the battel, oz 
elſe return again, and leave off this voyage. 1 advertize the, 
that they are all G pants, moze great and moze puiſſant than 3 
am, Sir kntght, (anſwered Hercules) J have taken my wap to 
paſs by Cremona, let the Gyants know that Hercules hath an 
intention toſpeak unto them, as he that dꝛeade th not, noꝛ fear⸗ 
eth their accuſtomed Zyrannies, which J muff deliver the 
wozld of, by feats of Arms. And to the end that they pzeſume 
net that J have any Tout o2 dꝛe ad of them in any manner, pe 
thall ſay unto them, that J will not fight with them ten, one 
after another, but all at once together, and pou with them, ik 
you will accompany them: to do ſo, they ſhall fiad me ready to 
mozrow early, by day-lizht, : | 

Hercules with theſe woꝛds made his people to abide, and reſt 
there foz that night. And Neſtor returned to his Bzethzen, 
and ſaid ; Py 1B2zeth2en, J have ſpoken to Hercules, and told 
him your commandement: Me hath anſwered unto me with a 
high and plain courage, that he will fight with us to mozrow + 
not one after another, but with us all at once. And ta ſpeak 
plainly of him, he hath the ſemiflance of a valiant man, and furs 
niſhed with Pa weſs: he is a P2ince very modeſt, and of great 
courage, It behoveth you to furnich well the battel, Certain⸗ 
ly it will be perillous, fo2 he is mightily membzed, and as big 
as ont of us, but methinketh he may not compare, noz p2evail 
againſt us eleven, and that he may not eſcape our Foꝛces, but 
we ſhall pierce him with our ©wozds, whatſoever fozce or 
ſtrength is in him, x 

The Gpants hearing him fo pꝛaiſe Hercules, had great mar- 
vail of him, and would not believz Neſtor, of that he had repoꝛt⸗ 
ed, that be would fight with them all together at once: Foz 
there were none of them all but he thought himſelf ffrong e⸗ 
nough fo: Hercules, Then they asked again if Neſtor were 
ſure to have well underſtod what Hercules faid unto him, that 
be would fight againſt them all at once? Neltor anſwered, yea, 
and that- he had heard him ſap it in his p2oper perſon; TUith 
this anſiver they concluded, that on the mozrow they ſhould 
Arm them all, and that they would go to ths Field to ou — 

gain 
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gainſt Hercules, if he came againft them. One of the Gyants 
ſaid un to his Bꝛethꝛen: To mozrow thall be the day of our 
glozy, We ſhall vanquiſh the Ua quiſher of Monſters: Let 
us make good chear, Brother (anſwered Neſtor) therein is no 
doubt, but that we ſhall overcome him that pe ſpeak of, but ſo 
much ſhall our glozp be the leſs, being eleven againſt one. 
Well, ſaid another, if in fighting againſt us eleven we thall 
habe the leſs honour, let us every man fi:ht fo2 himſelf,, 1520- 
ther (anſwered Neftor) if ye had ſen and heard him as J have, 
ve would not be ſo hardy as you ſ&@m : he is another manner of 
man then pou think of, Keep yo at the oſter that he hath made, 
it is Letter to have the moſt p2ofit, and leſs honovr in ſuch. a 
caſe, In theſe conferences thep palled all that day, afterivard 
they went to reſt. When the hour was come, on the m9o2row 
early they aroſe,and made themſelves ready the beſt they cold, . 
Alter they ſent one of their men unto Hercules, to know what 
be would ſay : but as ſoon as the Peſſenger iſſued out of the 
Gate, the firſt thing he ſaw was a Gyant armed marvellouly : 
the PBeſſenger abode then, and adviſed him a little, After he 
had adviſed himſelf, he went unto the Gyant armed, and asked 
him what he was: J am Hercules, ſaid the Gyant, What will 
pou lap, oz have,ſaid the Meſſenger 2 J ſap, ſaid Hercules, that 
the Gpants of Cremona have no cauſe to let me the paſſage o: 
the ir City. Foꝛal much as they gave me to underſtand peſter- 
day, if 3. would have paſſage, it behov:th me to vanquiſh them 
one after another in the field by battel; Jam come hither in 
hope to win the vico2y, and demand no other thing but to ler 
them in arms, to fight with them altogether at once, to have 
the ſooner done. TUherefoze go-to them, fignifte my coming, and 
haſt them, | 
The Meſſenger with theſe wo2ds returned unto the Gpants, 
and told them all what he had found, Uhen the Grants knew 
that Hercules was already come into the feld, they all took their 
Swoꝛds, and their furniture of War, and departed from the 
Citp, addzeſſing themſelves againſt Hercules, Hercules was 
then alone in the place, The men and women of Cremona 
went upon the Walls and Towers to ſo the battel, — 
ieh: 
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with other Noble men of the Greeks, were upon an Mill, far 
enough from the place where Hercules was abiding the Gyants, 
Thep were all well furniſhed with Helmets enriched with gold 
and ſtones. They were great and ſtrong, all of one meaſure, 
they were bearded, and had fierce countenances: they marched 
ftoutly, with a great courage, | 

TUhen they came nigh to Hercules, within half a Bow-ſhot, 
thev all menaced him tothe death,and made a cry ſogreat,that 
the walls of their City redounded, Then they ran againſt the 
aſſured P2ince, like as they had been Lyons : Hercules hearing 
theſe cryes, ſ&ing their courſe on fot, ſtayed fo2 them, lifting 
up his Club over his head, 

When it came to me&ting, it ſee med the Gyants would have 
b2uiſed him with their Swords, foz they ſmote upon him ſo urs 
meaſurably, that the pieces of their Swords flew into the Atr. 
Hercules ſuffered them, and beheld what power they had : when 
they made their aſſaies upon him, Hercules made his aſap upon 
them, and with his Club ſmote one of the Gyants upon the 
Melm, that he all bzniſed not onely his Helm, but his head, that 
be fell down ſuddenly-dead, TUWhen the other ten Gyants ſaw 
their b2other dead of one ſtroke, they had great ſozrow, and 
their blood moved, Nature willed them to take ſharp venge- 
ance, The y did what they could, and aſſailed Hercules eagerly 
on all ſides, 

Hercules feared not any ſtroke of ©wozd, Spear, o: Poleaxe: 
bis gskin of the Lyon was hard and ſtrong: his ſtrength was ſta⸗ 
ble, and his Club defended all, ſoibned, great was the ſteokeg 
that they gabe each other, The Gpants did their best ende 
vours, and gave ſtrokes enough to Hercules, but they could ne- 
ver pierce the skin of the Lyon, it was ſo hard: pet his Club 
was harder. The Spants marvailed at the canctance and pu⸗ 
tance of Hercules. As ſoon as Hercules lift up his Club ta 
Erike them, they leaped aſide, and otherwhiles bꝛake Hi. 
ſtrokes: hewbeit in leſſe time then an hour, he lle tu aur of them, 
and the ether ſeven fought alterwards, by ſuch vigor, that th; 
moꝛe he ſmote them with his Club, the mozs turionz he fon 
them and ſierce. _ 
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Che battel was terrible and hard,foz the Gyants was ſtrong, 
and long had uſed the skill of Arms, great pain had they to ſave 
themſelves, and ſmall hope to revenge the blood of their 1Bze- 
then, and gain the honour of the battel, They ſaid that they 
were unfoztunate, ſe&ing they might not overcome one man r- 
lone, noz equal him, In fighting they helped and comſozted each 
ther, and had all good courage, But what did their number of 
Bzethzen pꝛoſit them: What availed them their couragious 
ſtrokes, when they were appꝛoac hing their death: Hercules was 
always Hercules: he rejoyced much in the number of his enc- 
mies, he comfozted himſelf in Foztune, Fo2tune helped him, 
be did marvails on all ſides, well could he fight, and well dc - 
fended he himſelf, all that he div was-well done : all that ths 
others did, was nought woꝛth, notwithſtanding they were migh⸗ 
ty. But the luck of Hercules was not to be bꝛoken, noz his Club 
to be fopled : but he Tryumphed, and his valoar encreaſed to 
ſuſtain the furies of his adverſaries, who with all their might 
charged him with their ffrokes. © marvelous ſtrength and 
might of a man. Vis puiſſance was not of a man, but cf an C⸗ 
lephant : his skin of the Lyon ſeemed that it had teen temper- 
ed with quick and hard feel : his body ſeenied mo2e conſtant a⸗ 
gainſt the cutting Swoꝛds of all his enemies, then is an Anvel 
againſt the ftrokes of many hammers, oz great ledges : there 
was no ſtroke of his enemy that arievedhim:he took great plea- 
ſure in the battel; ſeeing himſelf among ſo many Gyants, Ye 
fill greatly re oyced, and there was nothing grieving him, but 
the declining of the day, = e to fail. 


At this hour, when the SuKWwith-held her raies, and turned 
into the Meſt, Hercules would make an end of his battel. The 
Spants began to ceaſe to ſmite, foz from the mo2ning to the 
evening, they fought without ceaſing : and Hercules behaved 
himſelf ſmiting upon one and other,laying about him fur touſlp, 
that of ſome he break Helmets and Heads, of others he bzeak 
arms and ſides mar velouſlp, and gave many great ſtrokes, that 
he beat down all except Neſtor, who fled away, when he ſaw the 
diſcomfiture. Therein he did wiſely, foz all his bzethren were 


flain by the hand of Hercules. 
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When they of Cremona ſaw their Lo2ds dead, they ſoon e⸗ 
nough made an end of their mourning and fozrow, foz they had 
bien to them hard and troubleſome, At the end of this battel, 
they aſſembled to Councel, when they ſaw Hercules had won 
the vicozp, and concluded together, that they would yield them- 
ſelves to Hercules, and his mercy, With this concluſion they 
iTued out ofthe Gates in a great number, and came to Hercules, 
the Conqueroz of his enemies:firſt they kneled befoze him down 
to the ground ; ſecondly, they pꝛaped and required of him mers 
cy: and thirdly, they lurtendzed unto him their Cito and their 
goods, and ſaid they would hold him foꝛ their Koꝛd during their 
lives. Hercule:, who was pitiful and gentle, to them that hum⸗ 
bled then elves, received: the Cremonians into his favour, and 
made them ſtand up, and a ter ſent fo2 them of his Þcſt, When 
they were come, he ' b2onght then all into Cremona, where 
great joy was made: Foz they were glad of the death of the 
Opants. And there was no man, woman, noꝛ child, but did re- 
jopce. 

In this manner was Hercules King of Cremona, and en- 
riched with a new title of victozy, The firft night that he en- 
tred into the City, he re ſted him and his people: and were well 
refreſhed and well feaſted. On the moꝛrow he canſed to bꝛing 
into the City the bodies of the Gpants that were dead, and bu⸗ 
ried them wozſhipfully, Then he founded upon them a very 
great and high Tower, and upon th: Tower he ſet eleven ſta⸗ 
tues of mettal,after the faſhion of the Gyants that he had Cain, 
in remembꝛance of his victo2y, 

Aſter the Cdification of th wer, Hercules left in Cre- 
mona, folk to govern them, anEveparted thence to go further 
into the Country. He ſtudyed alway, and was never idle: he 
cudyed ſo much, that he could make the fire artificial as well ag 
Cacus: and found the remedies againſt the lame. Uhat by arms 
and by his ſctence, he got very great glozy in Italy. He went in- 
to many plates, and over all where he came and went, men did 
him Reverence. With great god adventure he went ſo far, 
that he came to a City ſtanding nigh the Pount Aventine, 
where Reianed a Bing named Evander, which received on - 
emnly, 
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Jemnly. It is to be noted, that when Cacus fied krom Mon- 
yo, ye came into Italy unta this Mount, difpleaſed thut yer 
pad loſt bis Seigniozie. Then he gave alt his ſervants leave to 
depart from bim, and in deſpair, pe went to the Mount Aven- 
tine in aft evening, where he was conſtrained to with⸗draw him- 
| 15 foz be feared Hercules much. When he was come on this 
Pill, de found there a great Cave, and went in without bis Tup- 
per, and then be began to be diſcamfozted greatly, and ſaid : A- 
las, now am {A exiled, and baniſbedout of all mp Seigniozies, 
and LozdbÞips. Bow have J uo ſuccour nozcomfozt of perſon. 
I dare not name me Ring, wpere J was wont by my name to 
make Kings to tremble, alas all is turned, and become upſide 
down. J babe nothing to eat, noz know where to lodge, unleffe 
it be with coe beaſts. W ez Ring: where is any man ſo un: 
happy as 4 J am ſo unfoztunate, that 4 dare not be ſæn noꝛ 
known. With theſe wazds be laid him down upon the bare 
ground and laid a, ſtone under his bead, and with great pain and 
grieffell allep, which dured not long, koz his veins. were ſtrong: 
ly ſticred, Vis beart was not quiet, and bis body was very evil 
ſuſtained. After he awoke, he went out of the Cave, to look if it 
were nigh day: foz the night troubled him, and was to him tw 
long. But when be was come into the air, be ſaw no dap ap- 
pear, no2 ſtars noz Pon-ſhine, but he found it all dark and all 
the Regions of the air covered with clouds, whereat he was 
greatly grieved. Then be went into the Cave again, not into 
the deepeſt but into the mouth, and there (ſozrowful and pen: 

five) abode without ſleeping till it was day. 
hen the day appeared, Cacus went out of the Cave, up un» 
to the top af the Pill, and begay to view the Countrep about. 
e Country ſœmed to him good and fair to live there. After 
great penſiveneſſe and many thoughts, pe concluded in himſelf, 
that he weuld abide there, and would {ive of boorres, rapine, and 
theft. After be bethought himſelf, that he would go unto Ring 
Pricus of Calidonue, which was bis Cauzen, to bave his Mike 
that pe hay choſen, to hear him companr, and that be would 
ask and demand in marriage one of his Daughters. Mitch this 
concluſion he departed from the „ Aventine, and twk his 
| wap 
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way unte Calidonie. Dome ſay Calidonie is that Country that 
we call Calabria. Mypen Cacus was rome hdr ne 
Ring Pricus received him, as it appertained to a Ring, fozaſ- 
much as he knew him, and was of his Linage : and demanded 
of him yis tydings. Cacus began to figh, whenhe faw tha! 
muſt tell his miſ-pap, and told him, from the beginning to 
end, how Hercules had taken krom him his Kealms, nd how pe 
bad been befieged, and was eſcaped. Fozaſmuch ( ſaid be) as 
dare not abide in my own Countre, Jam come pither unto pou 
foz refuge to count my ſozrows. I babe intention to hold me 
on the Mount Aventine ina Cate thatis there, untill that time 
my enemy Hercules thail dspatt from my Heritage: and J will 
keep. mee there ſo ſecret; chat no man in the wald ſpall have 
knowledge tyereof, to the end that Hercules know it not, fozaſ- 
much as he path me in great hate, and pe hath moze greater hap 
and foztume in arms than J babe: And if be knew that J were 
in anp place; am certain de would come tpither ta deffrop mer. 
This conſidered, J have- cpoſen this Cave to hide me, as J 
va ve ſaid: It is ſo that the epes of à man being in great trou- 
ble, rejopce in the fight ofa woman, foz a woman is a comfozt 
to a man, Mperefeze {require you that you will give mee to 
wife one of your Daughters. And ik it pleaſe pou ſo to do, you 
ſhalk do me à greater friendibip than J tan have. foz this pze- 
feat time. Ring Pricus anſwered Cacus; you are of high diſ⸗ 
cent, and have great Loꝛdſbips in Heſperia. If foztune were 
againft pou this day, pour Pighmeſs ought not rherefoze to bee 
the wozſe .efteemed. J bave four Daugpters, of whom the one 
is named Lole. Taue whom it pſeaſeth por, except Yole, fez J 
will nat vet marry der. And ik vou babe any will to make any 
Army: againſt Hercules, toll me platulp, J will (yccour pou as 
a true and faitbfull friend. Cacus was very well content with 
the anſwer of the Ring, and thanked him, ſaving that pe would 
make no Army foz this ſeaſon, bur paſs this time in the Cave 
as he bad purpoſed. Then th? thzx Paugpters of Ning Pricus 
were ſent faz, and Catus choſe one of them,” which de wedded. 
and after lay with her; and abode there two daies. At the end 
of two dates pe would depart,and tek lea te of che Ring. _ 
ing 
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King would habe delttered unto him ten Knights, and ten Ef: 
quits to baue bzougþt pim on his wap, but, pe-refuſed thens 
and would d45e non. Then he would have delivered to him cer: 
- -tain Ladies and. Damoſels, bat of all them be toh none fave 


the two Sifters of his Wife: which would. by fozce go with 


bim. Thus then he departed from Calidonie, accompanied with 
the ther Siſters. Ye was alway ſozrowful, and from that time 
foath, being impatient foz bis being cat out of Koyalty, pr 
began to rage, and bathed his Ax in the blood of men, women, 
and childzen that he met, and put them all to death. 

Cacus began to exercize the deeds of furp and Tyranny, as he 
was going to the Pount Aventine. Being come thither he en: 
tred into theCavez the beft he could with his wives, and the 
moſt ſecretly . Df this place he made a Feft of theft, and a pit 
or ns. Foz the firft night that be lodged his Wives, be went 
into the Uillage that ſtecd there faſt by, and beheld the faireſt 
bouſe, whereinto he entred by a window that was open, and ſlew 
all them that were therein: after took all the gods as much ag 
ve could carry upon his ſhoulders, and dare them into the Cave, 
where his wives were. 

8 CH A P. xxv. 
How *Caczs ſtole away Oxen and Kine, belonging to Hercules, 
and how Hercules fought with him therefore, and flew him. 


K the moaning Cacus found a very great ſtone of marble, 
which he took and bare unto his Cave, and made therewith his 
do2, Cacus held him in this Cave, and never went out but 
when be would ds harme. When ber went into the field, be 
fiew all her met. Ye robbed every man, deflowred Women , 
burnt houſes and towns, and ſhortly ſpopled, and did ſo much 
darm in Italy, that they that paſſed in the Cauntryo , ſuppoſed 
it to be deſtroyed by the hand of God, and could not know whence 
came theſe perſecutions that Cacus made upon them. To re- 
turn then to our talke of Hercules, hw came unto the Citp of 
Ring Evander, in the time that Cacus bevewed Italy with the 
biod of men, and filled his Cave with ſtoln gods, After the

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coming of Hercules and of his men of Arms; pis Beveg and 
. — 2 Rr Evatder 


Dxen were bzought info the City, b 

them Hercules demanded of him, whither he could fend tp pa⸗ 
ſture-thatnight-? Jn truth Sir, ſaid Ring Evander, it per Nut 
follow my counſel ve ſpall let them abide in this City, and not 
fend tyem into the fields. Wyerefoze replred Hercules 7 E- 
vander anſwered, when we ſend fozth our beaſts, we know not 
where they become. They babe ben ſtolne and d2iven away, 
and we cannot tell who are the Robbers, our ſervants ha ve ben 
murdered, poules burnt, people that ſbauld labour in the field 
are flain, women and maidens are violated and put to fhame: 
and we cannot remedy it. Foz wer cannot have knowledge of 
the Authozs thereof. Wherefoze ſome men ſap and will a- 
vouch, it is God that doth thus puniÞ us kor our fins, amthere: 
foze J pꝛap vou let pour beaſts abide in the City, to the end, 
they be not ſtoln. Sir, ſaid Hercules, pe tell to me a great 
marvell : J beleeve well thoſe things ve ſay, notwithſtanding, | 
fince God hath ſaved them unto this day, ye willkep them pet 
ifir pleaſe him : foz ik he will bave them he will take themas 
well within the City, as out in tbe fields. And if there be a 
Kobber oz Therk in the country, that will take them awky, 3 
ſuppoſe I ſþall find him and make Italy quit of bim. Wirth 
theſe wozds Hercules (ent his Beaſts into the Baſture, and there 
lekt them without dnp Beepers : The dap paſſed over, the night 
came. In this night Cacus iſſued out of his Cave, and went in. 
to the Country to ſteal, if ye could find any bootie. Thus be that 
is unhappp ſ&keth.evil, and in the end is paid at — - 2d 
treſpaſſes; the unhappy adventure bought him into the Pea: 
dow, where paſtured the ,Dren of Hercules: it was nigh the 
mozning, be had with him bis thzæ wives. As ſon ds he ſaw 
the beaſts by the light of the Mon, he knew them. Pe was all 
abaſbed, his blood changed in his viſage, and not without cauſe: 
fo2 [wn afterhis ſozrows began to grow on him, and came to 
the quicknefſe ofthe heart, that be trould not ſpeak. His wives 
when they ſaw that he ſpake no wozds, and that he beheld the 


beaſts 
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years o ell amazed / tame te hin und demanded ofth im war he 
atled! Alas anſwered Nec unte it is that cu mum eds Rn: 
A telt vou fox certainty; that alt the ſb re in the wozld arifeth 
in my ſtomach, and jnuirdneth mine yeart : Fez A here te the 
Dren of the Triumph of mine Enemie Hercules, and in beyald⸗ 
ing 1 rememper the great toes that 4 have1had by hom, 


and the ponours that be hatt made mee fofegandtdeGedtms that 
be ha kenaway from mit, and the ej trram miſery that Tam 
now in. Pe mut needs ber here by in ſome place. Curſed: be his 
coming, foz A know not what” I ſþail. do: but in fign of n 
Wenn I will flap his Dxen and his Rine. 
yen 4bt-th2e ſiſters heard that Cacus ſo2rowed; ther cou 

rlledhim ye ſhould vor ſſap the beaſts ſaping, if he llew them, 
Hercules fþould loſe nothing, foz be would eat them. It were 
better (ſaid bis Wife) that pe lead awap as many as pe can, and 
bzing them into our Cave : foꝛ if pe do fo, Hercules ſhall have 
loſſe and diſpleaſure, and yr ſpall have pleaſure and pꝛofit 

Cacus beleved war bis Mite ſatd tu bim, and lcoked in the 
Mea dow all about, if any man bad been therekeping them, but 
be found no man noz woman: Then be came to the beaſts, and 
took eight of the beſt herould chuſe : After be bound them toge- 
ther witha coꝛd by the tails, and the Cozd bout bis neck, her 
dꝛew them in that manner unto bis Cave, atbeit the beafig re: 
fiſſed ſtrongly to go backwards in that manner. Cacus ſo bzvught 
all tyaſe beaſts that he ſtole, to the end, nanan ſhould ful tow 
bim by the foo tings of the beaſts. yy 

Myen be had put in his Cave the beaſts of Hercules, he ſhut 
the deo ſo well, that a man could never have known no perccei⸗ 
ved chere had ben and do. Then thinking: ve had ben fafe, 
be [aid him down and ſlept. After the Sun riſing, Hercules that 
deſired much to hear tydings of His beaſts, aroſe up, and with 
the King Evander came unto tye place, where his Dren and 
Kine were. When they were come into the Meadow Hercules 
found that be lacked four Dren, asd as many Nine: Whereat 
be was ſc2e troubled, and commanded that they auld ſk all 
about the Peadows, and ſe if the footings of the beaſts might 
be found. At this commandment,cuer»one began to ſck. Some 
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thexe were: that leaked towards. the Mount Aventine, and found 
the frotings of the Dxen,: but they: thought by Thar foring, the 
beafis deſcended from the Moimt, ta come into the Meadow. 
aWyen all-they had ſought long, arid ſuw they found nothing, 
they made their Hercules, that thep could not per⸗ 
eiue where thoſe Þren were iſſued out, and that on no ſide they 
could ind unp ſigus oz:tokens of Beafts going out of the Pa: 
ſtures. But even now ſaid one, Jhave found the feotings of 
tertain ren and Rine, that be deſcended from the Poun⸗ 
tain into the Meadow. When Hercules heard that from the 
Mountain were come xen into the Meadow. He called nrtto 
Evander and demanded what people dwelled on the Monmtain. 
Evander ſaid that therein dwelled neither man noz rund 
that the Mountain was not inhabited. Hercules would go to 
ſ the footing, and went thither, and he thought well chat thi- * 
ther might have paſſed eight grear Beaſts in that night, foz the 
traces of the feet was great. Then he would know where they 
were: become:: but he found that the foofing of che Beaſts tek 


their end there as they paſtured. Pe then marvelfed' greatly 
fozaſmuch as there were no ſtrange Beaſts, and began to 


muſe. 
Pow when vechad alittle pauſed, he beheld the Mount, and 
ſaid: At muſt needs be that there isa theft in this Mountain, 
that is come and hath ſtolne them and led them away, going 
wſoever it is, J will never depart from 
bence, till A have ſearched this Pountain, krom one ſide to ano⸗ 
ther, foz my heart judgeth, the beaſts are here: 8 
With this conclufion Hercules cauſed to take drivers Calves 
that were there, and made them faſt till Mane, in the mean 
while he ſent foz bis Parneſſeand Arms by Phylotes, and made 
bim ready to fight. After mid-day, as che Calves began to cry, 
and bleat foz hunger, be cauſed them to be bz ought about the 
Mountain. Thus as they paſſed by the place where the Cave 
was, and cryed : it happened that che Rine in the Cave peard 
them, and anſwered : crying ſo loud that the ſound paſſed by the 
holes of the Cave, and came to the ears of the Calves, and alfa 
of Hercules. When Hercales heard the cry of his Kine, ber a: 
ode 
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bode tpere: his Calves began to cx again. but dis Ains t red no 
nicge, E by tye tote ot their crves wan dwaked : ind he 
that alwaies feareg rd be diſcovered toe up, and dut the thzoats 
vf the Kine. Tye Calves then naturally knowing their Dammes, 
cred very loud, and heated, as they that Doired' their milk,

| ve came near the moimt, and went unte the plate whert 
be þeard the Kine: and was there them hours, ſeking if he could 
find anp pole, oz Cave, to paſſe by. Yowbeit he paged many 
times by the entry of the Cave, ret he could not perceive it. 
Some laid, .that the nopſe and bleating the? bad heard of the 
Nine was come by Aliuſion, :Dfhers (aid, Hercules loft his la⸗ 
bour, and pꝛaxed pim to leave off to lk any moze, they thought 


them not recoverable. In the end when Hercules had heard: 


one and other, and ſaw that he might not come to the end of his 
defire, in a great anger he tok in beth arms a great Tree that 


grew thereby, and Woke it thzee times with-ſo great fozce, that 
at the thirdifimeve oberthꝛew it rot and all, in ſuch wiſe, that 


the cot that came out of the earth made a lacge hole; fo dap 
that the bottoms of the Cave was ſn plainly. 
When Hercules ſaw the great hole, that theorcot of the tree 


made, ve was very zoyfull, and ſaid: Trulp it is here that the 


great Tyef dwelletb. J mult ſx it be ve here, and what Mer- 


ts inhabit in this place. In faying'tbef&Wozds, Hercules 


bowed down his head, on the one {:De of the Cate. where ye ſaw 
Cacus. As ſon as be ſaw the Theef, he knew him; whereof ber 
was moze jopous than be was befoze, and called to him, Cacus 
I ſe the; thou haſt befoze this time -troubled the Keatm of 
Heſperia, with innumerable tteſpaſes and great f ns, that tbou 
diddeſt commit openly and manifeſtly. This was the cxufe et che 
deſlruction of the Stgnozy, Now thou troubleft the Tralians 
with -Tyzannies ſecret and unknown, J know thy life, thou 


mapeſt not denyit. It behoveth that thou dye therefoze, and 
that make the Italians fre, from thy hozrible and cdioug 


thefrs,*@ curſed man. ik thy. Trovns, /Dyadems; Scepters, 
Kenowns, thy Nopal men migpt not maintain ther; WWhere- 
foze art thou weapped here ſtill in ſins, and amendeſt not, foz 

| all 
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2 that thou baſt-ſaffered ? But pet inſtead 
af a ingand Paince,.thou.art athief- Znlfeadof dbaif jaſtite 
thou haſt ben a murtherer, and burner of Tillages and houſes. 
Where thou ſþouldeſt ha ve kept and ſaved women, thou aſt de 
floured them, and done them villany, DCaitif Ring, without 
repenting of the. Certainly, J ſ#-well-thou-art h that the 


Italians know not, and that thourpaſt perſecuted 

Thy malice bath been great and thy ſubtilte, fing that un⸗ 
to this day thou waſt never bewzayed, and haſt done great miſ- 
chief. But thy cunning is not.ſa great, neither haſt thou ſo 
hidden the, but thou art nigh peril, foz thou ſhalt pield to mæ 
again my Dxen. And to conclude, thou ſbalt put me to death, 
o2 thou ſhalt dye by mp hand, thou ſpalt not eſcape by running 
ud wap. | | | 

" WhenCacus underſiod this ſentence, hee was excedinglya- 
fraid, neverthelefſe he lifted up his head: and ſerng that he was 
found by Hercules, the onely man of the wozld he moſt hated, 
he ſaidunto him: alas Hercules, a man all cozrapted* with co- 
vetouſneſſe : what curſed foztune hath. made che to dzaw out 
the tre whereof the pzofound and deep roots ha cobered the ſe- 
cret abode of King Cacus, late Keigning but now depꝛived of 
all wozldlp pzoſperity ? Sufficeth.it not to thee, that J map 
have the uſe of my natural foꝛce to live by, when thou haſt taken 
all awapfromue2 and tbat Jam. fozced to live by'Kobbery 
and Spoil, whereof the blame and fault ought to redaund iipon 
ther? Why ſuffereſt thou not mie to live aut the rendue of my 
pw2 life, among the ſtones, Rocks, and wozms of the Garth? 
Confider now what thou haſt done to the King and lk him no 
moze.

By this Anſwer Cacus knew there was no reſpite foz bis 
life. Tpen pee intended to ſave himſeX as be pad done akeze⸗ 
time: and made by bis craft ſo great a ſmoke and dark fume, 
that it ſeemed. to come put ofthe hole the Tree had made as 
u verp pit of Pell, And this black Fume was mingled with 
flames burning. Foz all this Fume Hercules left not Cacus, 
but leapt into the Cave, into the middle of the Flames and 
Fume, as be was Maſter of the craft and was quickly p20- 
vided of remedies thatthereunto belonged, be went in luftily 
and affailed Cacus, in ſuch wiſe as he felt no Fume noz let and 
then hee gave him a firoke upon the Helm with his Club, that 
hee made bim hithis head againſt rhe walls of the Cave, Cacus 
with the receiving of this ſtroke, let the Fume diſgozge out of 
his ſtomack, ſ@ing that by that means he could not eſcape, and 
betook him to bis buge great Axe. that ſtood by him, to defend 
himſelf: Hercules - ſuffered him to take up his Axe. Cicus 
mote upon him, the Cave was not large, yer they fought long 
therein. Unto the reſcue of Cacus, came the the Sifiers , 
who did caſt ſtones upon Hercules in great abundance, and 
wept bitterly. | 
The tha& Damoſels loved Cacus verp well. Hercules! ant 
Cacus fought moze than a long hour without ceafing: And ar 
the end of the hour, thep were both ſo ſoze that they muſt needs 
reft them. Then Cacus took in himſelf a great pꝛide, fog her 
was ftrong of body, and ſæ med when be had reſted; that Hercu- 
les was not fd ſtrong as be had been afozetimes, and that be 
might never vanquiÞhim, fozaſmuch as hee hed not-$bercome 
at the beginning, By this paeſumpti pe demanded of Hercu- 
les, it he would fini ſh che Combate without the Cave? Herciiles 
antwered that hee was content, With this anſwer Cacus tek

after him Hercules eſpyed his Kine that were dead in a cozner, 
and his ren that were bound by the Puſſels unto a Willar:

At thele words Hercules and Cacus 
ſmote againſt each other very ſoze, and with great furie, ſo as 
their ſtrokes cleaved to their Parnefſe, and made a great noyfe. 
At this noyſe, the Ring Evander and the Greeks came to the 
batte!, to behold, which was befoze tbe entry ok he Cabe, 
where were the tha: Siflers paſſing deſolate. Cacus enfozceb 
pim with all bis puiſſance: Foz be ſaw tt was time then oz ne- 
ver to ſhew all the fozce that he could. Pe handled his Axe ve⸗ 
rp ſtrongly, and it was nedful ſo to do. Pe was hard and boy- 
fierous : be gave many a ſtroke to Hercules. And thought of: 
tentimes be ſbould confound him unto the earth. But Hercules 
onhis fide failed not, though ve had a ſtout Adverſary againft 
bim: Pe was alſo ftrong at the Combate, and moze than was 
good foz the health of Cacus : Ve never- ſmate Cacus but bir 
turned his eres in bis head, oz made him reel on the one fibe,oz 
go back ſhamefully. This battel by long during grieved the 
beholders, they ſo aſſailed each other and fought hard on both 
fides.

The tyze Siſters fied inte u fozreft , 
named 
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named Otta,fult of tears andcries. Mam Greeks would hage- 


gone after: but Hercules made them return. Then called per 
the Ring Evander, and his folk; and lag te him, Sir; loe here is 
be that was wont to trouble the Italians with ſecret murthets, 
covert thefrs, unknown defiling of women. Loe here is the mi- 
nifter and doer of theſe treſpaſſes : J haba intention to puniſþ 
bim, not only after bis deſert, but unto death. 

Evander anſwered to Hercules, Pzince, excellent, and woz- 
thy above all wozthies, and the beſt accomoliſþed of all men 
flouriſhing in Arms: What reverence is due? Thou deſerveſt 
not onlp humane reverence, but that reverence that is of Di⸗ 
vinenaturs : Jbeleve aſſuredly that thou art a God, oz the ſon 
of a God: elſe a man deified. Thou in eſpecial haſt ſen moze 
ina moment, than all the eyes in general of all the Italians did 
not ina whole pear, but in an hundꝛed pears. 

Dh the bzight reſplendent Son of Noble men: and faire 
ſhining with noble feats and deeds; How may we thank the, and 
give thee pꝛaiſe foz thy deſert in this great work? Thor ( by 
thy moſt excellent labour) ba disburthened us from darknefſe 
and haſt given us light, rhou haſt effected moze than the great 
Troops and all the -aſſemVlies of Italians would have ben able 
to do. Thou haſt gotten moze Triumph in chaftizing of this 
Gpant , paſſing terrible, than we are able to reward the foz, tru- 
ly if thou be not a God, thou haſt from the Gods their ſingular 
grace, I pꝛomiſe to thæ in remembꝛance of this labour, to build 
a ſolemn Temple in ty, where thou Galt have an Altar, 
and upon the Altar ſpall be thy repzeſentation of fine gold and 
the repzeſentation of this Tyzant,in ſbewing bow thou haft van⸗ 
qui ſped him, to the end that our Peirs and ſacceſſozs in time 
coming, map have thereof knowledge. 

During theſe wozds Cacus had refreſþ:d him, who was afto- 
nied of the ſtroke that he had received, and thought to bave fled: 
but Hercules ran after, and caught bold of bim, and imbzatey 
him in his Arms, ſo hard that᷑ he could not ſtirre from bim, and 
bzought bim again, and bare him unto a dep pit that was in the 
Cave, wbere be had call in all ozdgre and filth. Hercules came 
unto this foul pit, that the Greeks had found, and. tyzuſt Cacus 
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thggein, bis bead downwards from on high into the ordure be · 
neaty. AM 


Then the Italians about the Pit, and caſt ſo many, 
ſtones upon him that pe dyed there miſerably, Such was the 
end of the pooz King Cacus : he dyed in an hole full of ſtinking 
filth, Wen Ring Kvander ſaw that he was dead: by the con- 
ſent of Hercules, he made him to bed2awn out of the Pit, and 
cauſed yim to be boznjnto the Cite; where Hercules was retriv⸗ 
ed ſo tryumphantly that no man can rebeirſe, the Feaſt was 
great that night in the Palace of King Evander, and paffey 
with great jop. Dn the mozrow the King Evander cauſed to be 
ſet fozth the bed? in the fight and common view of all the peo⸗ 
ple, and afrerwards ozdafned certain folk, to carryhis miſe: 
rable cozps oz body, thzough all the Cities where be had done 
barme, and to count and rehearſeto them his life. When the 
body was \bewed in the Cityof Ring Evander, thez that had 
the government thereof, bare itinto divers places, and alway 
pzaiſed Hercules. | . 113157 | 

An 'remembzance of this vic the Ring Evander com- 
manded to begin the Temple be haq pꝛomiſed to Hercules, and 
required Hercules that he would ſlay in that Countro, untill the 
time his Temple ſhould be fully finiſhed. Hercules brheld how 
- Ring Evander did labour about building his Temple with al! 
diligence, agreed to hisrequeſt, fozaſmuch as to him ſæmed. the 
Temple would be ſhoztly made. Some boks ay, that long 
time befoze, Mars had pzomiſed Hercules that there ſhould bie a 
Temple made unto him: and koꝛ that cauſe be was come into 
Italy, to know ifhis deſtiny would happen oꝛ no? And when the 
Italians veard ſpeech of the birth of Hercules, the» belæved pe 
was the Son of Jupiter, not of Amphitrion. |

1 6 derds of Hercnles were grea tly recommended 
in Italy, as well foz that be pad vanquiſhed the Gyants 


of 


of Cremona, as foz the death of Cicus. So great was. his re: 
nown, that during the vuilding ok pis Temple, all manner of 


people came thither to ſc him, and did dim divine Honours: 


naming him the Son of jupiter. The Kings and the Lozds 


came ta him to give bim gikts, and rich pzefents. Among all. 
ether the Queen of Laure ntia tame thither, from ber Tito with, 
many: Chariots, filled and laden with Jewels and paeeſent 


them to Herdules. Hercules recerved into hs grace this Wuren 
and her Pzeſents, and thanked her grratle. This Mun bad 
to name Facua; and was Wife to King Fanus, Sonne uf King 
Pricus, the Son of Saturne : ſhe was young, freſh, tender, and 
full of luſtineſſe. She had not (&n Ring Facus her Pugband 
in four prars;fvz he was gone into afar Countrpand mas not in 
all this time cone again. So it happened, that after ſbe firſt be⸗ 
gan to behold Hercules, and to mark him well, the defired his 
companp and acquaintance : and tbe loved him fo exttedingly, 
that᷑ ſbe could not turn her eyes no2 her thoughts upon no other 
thing but Hercules. an the beyolding him ſhe faidin ber heart, 
that he was the moſt well favoured man and proper without 


compariſon, that ever ſheſaw; and that of right, men ſhould, 


give him pꝛaiſe, ſaying mozeover, that ber heart was intangled 
with the fire of his love: that ans cogitations and trhougHts 
ran in her mind. Now was ſbe awaked with a joyous ſpirit. 
Abe paſſed ſo the firſt dap that ſhe came in this manner with 


Hercules. When ſhe was gone away to ref; the laid her down. 


on a bed and began to think on the beavtz of Hercules, with ſuch 
ardent defire that ſhe could not abſtain from weeping, and lose 
wiſhed after bim: whereof che end was ſuch, that after many 
Imaginations, about the mozning ſþe began to fay unto her 
felf, D Foztune, what Man, what ozince, what King baſt 
thou bzought into khis Country?

of the TH&f Cacus, Ve had in him that valour, that where hee 
might know a Ponlker oz Tpzant, o anp men moleſting che 
Meal, thither he went, and ſuch Tpzants he deffroyed : to the 
end that men ſhould not ſap, he did it foz gain, he would never 
retain to his pzoper uſe an of their goods, but all he conquered 


in that manner He gave to Noble men, and ſought nothing but 


bertue, Ye would not enlarge his Begniozie, no; take to 
bim ſelf anp adbantage. | 

De was content with what Nature gabe him. And alwap he 
would la bor fozthe publick good. O moſt vertuous Pagan, 
there was none like Him neither befoze noz after, Foz to go loz⸗ 
ward with my matter, when p Paſker had adbertiſed him that 
Dyomedes was gone on hunting into the Fozreff, with þis hun 
dzed Cheeben, he enquired ſo much that the Maker ſbewed him 
the ſcituatton ot the - Fozrelk , and by what manner he might 
ſooneſt come thither.

When Dyomedes heard the anſwer of Hercules, he took a 

great Axe, that one of his Theeves bare after him, aud he lifted 

it up, thꝛeatning Hercules unto the death, E diſcharged lo hard, 

that if Hercules Had not turned the Froke with his Club, he had 

ben in great peril, Dyomedes wag of the ſtature of Hercules, 

and had aboundonce of ſtreugth and puiſſance, When Hercules 

Had Yeceive the ſtroke , he lifted up his Club and failed not to 

mite Dyomedes foz he gave Him ſuch a ſtroke upon the Knmack, 

that he turned him up fide down, from His Yozſe, and laid him | 
all aſfonied in the Field.

Hercule was returned from Spain, with great trpumph, and 
tome into Lycia. Dejanira foz his Renown was glad, and rabiſh-

Atter Lycas asked the @quire, and demanded of him, wheregthe.

Lycas Hearing theſe tpdings of the Squire, cook leabe of 
him, and made ſemblance to Habe left behind Him ſame of his 
pzecioug Gems and Jewels: faz he wag of opinion in himſelf, 
that it would be good to give advertiſement of his cate, Pen- 
five and ſimplu he tame back again to Dejanira, where ſhe was 
attpzing her ſelf pzeciouſly, and (aid unto her.

Dejanira belæbed that Lycas toimſelled Her truly, and ſoze 
weeping che returned into leonie. When'ſhe was in the Houſe 
at Iconie , the denped her ſelf all wozldlp pleaſure, libing ſolt- 
rarilp, without going fo Feaſts o2 Playes, Abiding in this ſo⸗ 
litude , Her griebous annop giew moe and moze, bp ſo great 
bexatfong,that ſhe was conffrained to make infinite bewailings. 
The continnal companp of Her Ladies could give to Her no ſo⸗ 
late. The innumerable ſpeeches that then uſed unto Her ear, 
could t:ever take away Hercules out of her mind. She lived this 
life many da ies, habing alwap her ears open to know if Hercu- 
les ſent foz her.

Underffanding chat vertue was fained in him: He wag 
berp'penſtve, and much depzived from all pleaſure, that none 
durck tome to him in a great while, ſave one ly that then bꝛaught 
to hum meat aud dzink. Veel durſt not goe to Him, Lycaz that 
bzought this Letter, was there waiting long faz an anſwer, 
No man tould knom whereof pzoceded the penſiveneCſe of Her-

death. So much abounded Yoel in tears,'thar Her tender hear:

Thus endeth the ſecond Book of the Collection of the Hpſfo- 
zies of Troy. Which Books were late tranſlated into French, 
out of Latin bp the labour of the Uenerable perſon Raoulle 
Feure Pzieff , ag afoze is ſaid, and hu me unfit and unwozehn, 
tranflaced into this rude Englifh , hy the commandment of mp 
redoubted Lady,  Dutcheſſe of Burgoine. And fozaſmuch ag J 
ſuppoſe the ſaid two Boks habe not bien had befoze this time in 
our Engliſh laugnage :-therefoze J had the better will to ac.
